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The Old 
and New 


SEE COVER 


This being the first issue of the 
New Year it is fitting that we should 
bow again to the clockmaker, with- 
out. whose genius man would be 
greatly handicapped in his march 
forward. 

We use the term, clockmaker, 
singularly while thinking of that 
great body of thousands of persons 
who have affiliated themselves with 
the clockmaking field. No one has 
ever been able to catalog all of the 
timepiece makers, although some ex- 
cellent starts have been made in that 
direction. 

Since the field is so broad, in both 
mechanism and artistry, it is not sur- 
prising that timepiece collecting has 
taken on many devotees among both 
men and women. Certainly, it is a 
field that is always yielding pleasant 
surprises. 

The cover of this issue illustrates 
one such example to delight the heart 
of the collector. It is a music-box 
picture clock, which its owner, C. K. 
Cooke, Jr., 206 Woodburn Road, 
Raleigh, N. C., is planning to relin- 
quish to some deserving collector for 
an equitable consideration, even 
though it has been in his family for 
more than 100 years. 

It is an accurate timekeeper. The 
figures in the picture move in unusual 
synchronization. The music box plays 
several old numbers, including an ap- 
pealing melody, “Monastery Bells.” 
Although it is only 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide and 8 inches high, the 
many figures appearing in the scene 
do not appear crowded. 


On Time 

Beginning 

Ever since the Dark Ages people 
have been able to tell the time of 
day, by some means or another. In 
the beginning, of course, folks didn’t 
go around sporting | streamlined wrist 
watches or carrying leather-cased 
traveling clocks. They relied upon 
strange, intricate dials and discs and 
shadows when they wanted to know 
how long before supper or how much 
time before that appointment. Scores 
of amazing contraptions were in use 
for decades—centuries, before the 
principle of the clock of today was 
introduced. And when it was, it, too, 
showed up in complicated shapes. 


Famous Astronomical Clock 


European clocks, as we know them, 
were first invented in the eleventh 
century, by the Saracens, and used 
principally for monasteries. They 
were very rude, affairs, and some- 
times would only “go” ‘when some- 
body pushed the pendulum, which was 
rather inconvenient. So mathemati- 
cians tried to make improvements; 
and some succeeded, among whom 
was Isaac Habrecht, who in the four- 
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teenth century invented the “Clock 
of the Three Saves,” because once in 
every hour the figures of the Three 
Kings of the Orient came out from a 
niche in its side, and made a reveren- 
tial bow before an image of the 
Virgin Mary, seated just above the 
dial-plate, on the front of the clock. 
It was built of dark wood, gilded and 
carved, and was sixty feet high. In 
shape it was somewhat similar to a 
church, with a tower on either side of 
the entrance; and these towers of 
the clock were encircled by spiral 
staircases, which were used when re- 
pairs were necessary. When Isaac 
Habrecht invented this clock, he 
meant it to run forever, always dis- 
playing to the good people of Stras- 
burg the days of the month, place of 
the sun and moon, and other celestial 
phenomena; and while he lived it 
worked admirably; but when he had 
been dead awhile, the clock stopped; 
and as nobody else understood its 
machinery, it had quite a vacation. 
After awhile, however, the people of 
Strasburg took it in hand, and it was 
repaired and set going—only to stop 
again. 


Thus it went on until Napoleon’s 
time. Strasburg, originally a German 
town, was ceded to Louis XIV in 
1681. So the clock was French pro- 
perty, and Napoleon decided it must 

be brought to life again. Under the 
most skillful French and German 
machinists this repairing took place. 
It was eminently successful this time, 
and when completed was a great im- 
provement on the old clock. It gave 
mot only the time of Strasburg, but 
every principal city in world; also the 
day of the week and month, the 
course of the sun and planets, and all 
the eclipses of the sun and moon, in 
their regular order. In an alcove 
above the dial was an image of 
Christ; and every day at noon, 
figures of the twelve apostles marched 
around it and bowed, while the holy 
image, ‘with uplifted hands, admin- 
istered a silent blessing. A cock, on 
the highest point of the right-hand 
tower flapped his wings and crowed 
three times; and when he stopped a 
beautiful ‘chime of bells rang out 
familiar and very musical tunes. A 
figure of Time, in a niche on one side, 
struck the quarter hours from twelve 
to one; and four figures—Childhood, 
Youth, Manhood, and Old Age—passed 
slowly before him. In a niche on the 
other side was an angel turning an 
hour-glass. 


The clock was in the south transept 
of the cathedral. Formerly, persons 
travelling abroad usually togk Stras- 
burg on their route, to visit its cathe- 
dral, the spire of which was once 
pointed to as the highest in the world 
four hundred and sixty feet, and to 
see its wonderfull astronomical clock; 
Strasburg is but two hundred and 
fifty miles southwest of Paris, and on 
the direct route to Switzerland. 


We use the past tense because, at 
this time, we do not know’ whether or 
not the old cathedral and its clock 
are still standing. Time has a way, 
even in the clock world of making 
inroads on historical specimens.

The Museum of the City of New 
York, N. Y., recently opened “The 
Bertha King Benkard Memorial.” The 
exhibit is the gift of the friends of 
Mrs. Harry Horton Benkard, who 
until her death in August, 1945, was 
Vice Chairman of The Women’s Com- 
mittee of the Museum of the City of 
New York, and whose interest in 
American history inspired the pres- 
ervation of many of our finest colonial 
landmarks. 


The bedroom is from the home of 
Mrs. Benkard in Oyster Bay, who in- 
corporated an old house in the neigh- 
borhood with hers. Its style and fur- 
nishing is that of a New York bed- 
room of 1740-1750. One side of the 
room is paneled with wood painted an 
unusual blue green and on that wall 
is a fireplace framed with English 
Sadler tiles showing brick red scenes 
against a white background. Predo- 
minate in the room is a four poster 
bed with a handsome crewel-work 
bedspread and tester. Against one 
wall is a rare and extremely hand- 
some mahogany highboy ‘with its 
original brasses, atop of which are 
two steps for the display of mid-18th 
century English soft paste porcelain 
with brick red designs to match the 
tiles of the fireplace. The china con- 
sists of a chocolate pot, tea caddy, 
bowls and cups and saucers. Before 
the fireplace is an extremely fine 
wing chair covered in pink rep. Be- 
side this is a rectangular tea table 
the top of which has a carved wavy 
edge and the legs of which are 
straight with small duck feet. The 
table holds a teaset with the same 
design as the other china in the room. 
Two very early Queen Anne style 
side chairs are set against another 
wall of the room. On top of a small 
chest is an 18th century hand loom 
for weaving fringes and tapes. On 
the walls of the room hang two mir- 
rors with carved wooden frames and

Victor Heritage Series No. 1 


The first recordings in Victor’s new 
Heritage Series, which we list this 
month, should be on sale at your local 
record stores by the time these notes 
are published. If successful, the first 
release will be followed by others 
until, presumably, every worthwhile 
historical vocal disc in the Victor ar- 
chives has been re-issued. This is such 
good news that any criticism of the 
way the Heritage Series is being pro- 
duced might seem like downright in- 
gratitude. In my case, however, it is 
not ingratitude that prompts me to 
utter a few critical remarks, but fear 
—fear that this new project, which is 
so admirable in its purpose, might fail 
through mismanagement. Failure is 
an intolérable prospect and it is be- 
cause I am so eager to see the Herit- 
age Series thrive that I feel obliged to 
register complaints against whatever 
seems likely to interfere with its suc- 
cess. 


Although pressed on the wonder- 
fully smooth and silent Red Seal De 
Luxe vinylite material and housed in 
individual envelopes of luxurious qual- 
ity, the Heritage Series records are, 
I fear, priced too high for their own 
good. It must be admitted, of course, 
that with the possible exception of 
Tetrazzini’s Mignon, J — ugue- 
nots and the two Caruso selections, 
these records would command, in their 
original single-faced form, more than 
$1.75 each if sold at auction; and 
therefore Victor may be justified in 
asking $3.50 for each of these double- 
faced pressings. On the other hand, 
it cannot be denied that a lower price 
(and the price could be lower) would 
encourage wider sale, not only among 
typical collectors of old vocal discs but 
also among those who do not usually 
buy acoustic recordings. Too, if the 
price were lower, I suspect that many 
of us would buy the first group in its 
entirety, even if we already had some 
of the selections in their original 
form, just to encourage the goose to 
lay more (and higher carat) golden 
eggs in the future. But with the 
price so high, how many of us could 
afford to go that far in our desire to 
support Victor’s new series? Nor can 
I help wondering how many possible 
converts will be discouraged from ven- 
turing into the historical field simply 
because access to it, via the Heritage 
Series, is too expensive. Like any 
other pursuit, record collecting re- 
quires a constant supply of new blood 
if it is to attain its maximum growth. 
If the new records were $1 each in- 
stead of $3.50, there might be a more 
than correspondingly greater increase 


in the number of new collectors, and 
that would certainly be a desirable 
situation from the viewpoint of RCA- 
Victor. But enough of money matters. 

As far as I can tell from studying 
this first list, neither the dyed-in-the- 
wool collector nor the more important 
possible convert has been given suf- 
ficient consideration by those who 
chose the performances to be re-issued. 
To satisfy the former, the re-issue 
should be rare in its original form, 
since he is likely to have all the com- 
mon items. But to create a convert, 
only one thing counts and only one 
thing should be considered and that 
is quality of performance. In no other 
way, I believe, can the general public 
be won over to acoustic recordings. It 
must be presented with performances 
markedly superior to anything being 
recorded today. Fortunately Victor 
has a great number of such perform- 
ances in its record files, many of them 
rare enough to satisfy even the most 
experienced collector, and the company 
has only to choose from them wisely 
to achieve success with the Heritage 
Series. I do not believe the ten selec- 
tions which comprise the first group 
in this series were wisely chosen. 
However, I have been given to under- 
stand that better things are forth- 
coming in the next release and I earn- 
estly hope that more worthy selections 
will be made consistently in the future, 
for from personal experience I know 
the general music loving public re- 
sponds favorably to the best of the old 
records made by the great singers of 
former times, and if Victor fails to 
interest this public in their Heritage 
Series it will be only because the per- 
formances to be re-issued were not 
well selected. 


Now for a few comments on the re- 
cords themselves: Alda’s Otello arias 
are an excellent if not overwhelming 
choice. Rare in their original form, 
beautifully sung, they represent the 
soprano in one of the most successful 
roles of her early years at the Metro- 
politan. ... Tetrazzini’s Voi che sapete, 
while uncommon enough to appeal to 
collectors, is neither good Mozart nor 
good Tetrazzini. Her Mignon is not 
only common but also not nearly as 
attractive vocally or musically as any 
one of a dozen others of hers that I 
could mention. . . . Ancona originals 
are rare, of course, and this coupling 
should sell well among collectors, but 
I think his A tanto amor (Favorita) 
would have been a more appealing 
choice . .... Journet’s voice recorded 
very well and he was a fine singer, but 
I can’t wax particularly enthusiastic 
over these items. I doubt if a public 





which remembers Pinza and Kipnis in 
their recent and respective primes will 
find Journet exciting. . . . Opinion is 
divided over Caruso’s Juive: some 
think it one of his best, others one of 
his worst! Certainly it is popular, 
and common too. Nearly everyone has 
unstinted admiration for the great 
tenor’s matchless singing of this dra- 
matic Manon aria.... 


Since writing the above, I have 
learned what Victor is to offer in its 
second Heritage Series release and 
this time I take more pleasure in list- 
ing the selections: Amato’s J due Fos- 
cari and Germania arias, both very 
rare and the former especially beau- 
tiful; Boninsegna’s fine and rare re- 
cordings of O cieli azzuri (Aida) and 
Ma dall arido (Masked Ball); Plan- 
con’s Magic Flute-Invocation and his 
Le Lazzerone and Le Flibustier; Ger- 
ville-Reache’s magnificent and scarce 
arias from Paul et Virginie and Car- 
men; McCormack’s duets with Bori 
(Traviata) and with Sammarco (Bo- 
heme). As a whole, I think this is a 
much stronger group of choices and 
one more likely to appeal both to the 
specializing collector and to the un- 
initiated lover of great singing on re- 
cords. Personally, only the Plancon 
and the Bori-McCormack selections 
disturb me. There are other twelve- 
inch Plancons that would do greater 
service to his reputation than these; 
and I wish something more interest- 
ing than the Traviata duet could have 
been revived, but of course it is well 
sung and clearly recorded. But surely 
everyone will rejoice in the other 
selections. Records like Gerville- 
Reache’s Air du Tigre from Paul et 
Virginie are bound to make any music 
lover sit up and take notice, and since 
the IRCC edition has been out of print 
for years, Victor is to be congratulated 
on re-issuing this thrilling perform- 
ance, as well her Habanera—the finest 
version on records— and the superb 
Amato arias, not to mention these 
splendid examples of Boninsegna’s 
stirring voice.

the same title appears both on Red 
and Gold label and on Black and Sil- 
ver, the Red and Gold definitely de- 
signates a first edition and the Black 
and Silver a later edition. Now, if 
all collectors owning Red and Gold 
Columbias of this series will just list 
them for me on a post card, we should 
soon have the required information in 
a form that no one can dispute. 
Another request: In many in- 
stances, there were a number of dif- 
ferent “takes” of the same selection— 
for example, there are at least three 
different versions of Suzanne Adams’ 
Romeo Waltz. The number printed on 
the label is the same, 1197, but the 
different “takes” can be distinguished 
from one another easily by checking 
the letters and numbers which follow 
1197 where that number embossed on 
the record surface itself, either in the 
blank space between grooving and 
label, or underneath the label but dis- 
cernible through it. Two Red and 
Gold editions, identical in sound, were 
both pressed from master 1197- 1A; a 
Black and Silver edition, a different 
performance altogether, was pressed 
from master 1197-2-X-1-1. And so it 
goes.

Recording Artists 


ADA JONES VIII 


By ULYSSES (JIM) WALSH 


Doubting that 40 was Ada Jones’ 
correct age at the time of her death, 
I continued my inquiries by writing to 
the City of New York’s Department 
of Health and asking if its bureau of 
records had the information I needed, 
but was told by Thomas J. Duffield, 
director of the bureau, that it lacked 
any record of the singer’s birth or 
death. He suggested that I might 
obtain the information. from the Bu- 
reau of Vital Statistics, State Depart- 
ment of Health, Raleigh, N. C. This 
was useless, however, since the 
Raleigh bureau’s records would have 
been based on information provided 
by Dr. Knowles. 


Then Jimmy Martindale sent me a 
copy of the Suffolk County Watch- 
man, a weekly paper published at 
Huntington Station, where Miss Jones 
had lived. My Brooklyn friend had 
suspected I would be interested by an 
article, “Ada Jones Recalled in WABC 
Broadcast,” and I was. I copy it here 
from the August 3 issue: 


“Old residents of Huntington Station 
who happened to listen to an early morn- 
ing WABC broadcast Wednesday had 
their memories refreshed when the com- 
mentator recalled the singing stars of 
the little Edison phonograph records of 
some thirty years ago. One of the 
favorites of that time was: Ada Jones, 
who made her home on Douglas Court, 
and commuted to the city where she 
made records of sentimental ballads and 
popular songs. 


“Miss Jones had a disposition bubbl- 
ing over with good nature, the spirit of 
which she put into her art. Her records 
were among the best sellers of those al- 
most forgotten Edison celluloids. An 
announcer would recite the name of the 
piece, gave the name of the composer, 
lyric writer and songster and then warn 
the listener that the music would follow 
immediately. Of course, the technique of 
introducing a musical piece on the air 
has changed with the time, but it is re- 
freshing to know that Ada Jones is still 
remembered as one of the pioneers in the 
broadcasting of vocal entertainers.” 


There are a few easily seen slips 
in that article. The announcer did 
not give the name of the composer and 
lyric writer, nor did he “warn” that 
the music would begin immediately. 
But that is of little consequence. Hop- 
ing that the Watchman would find 
information in its back files about 
Miss Jones’ death and funeral, I sent 
an inquiry, but Edward Dobson, a 
contributing editor, said the paper 
had little exact information about 


her. He suggested that I consult Len ~ 


Spencer for further details, not know- 
ing that Len had been dead for more 
than 30 years. 


“Ada Jones,’’ Mr. Dodson said, ‘never 
appeared in vaudeville, but went on 
small town tours, which probably ac- 
counts for so little being actually known 
about her. Her immediate family is dead, 
and those here who knew her had little 
information but what one gets about a 
neighbor. The fact seems to be that she 
is the first woman who had her voice 
recorded in her comedy skits and topical 
songs. I knew (her) as a very jovial and 
good-natured woman in middle age.” 


In its issue of August 31, the Suf- 
folk County paper gave prominent 
“play” to an article featuring the 
letter of inquiry I had written. It 
had the caption of “Ada Jones First 
Woman to Have Voice Recorded on 
Old Cylinder Transcripts — Station 
Artist Sang for Early Victor Record” 
and read: 


“The story recalling Ada Jones, the 
first woman whose voice .was recorded 
for the phonograph, and who made her 
home in Douglas Court, Huntington 
Station, interested Jim Walsh on the 
editorial staff of the Roanoke World- 
News of Roanoke, Virginia. His hobby 
is collecting information about pioneer 
recording artists for use in his ‘Favorite 
Pioneer Recording Artists’ department 
in HOBBIES Magazine and for a book 
upon which he is working. 


“Mr. Walsh desired more facts about 
Miss Jones than were contained in the 
brief news article published in The 
Watchman in the August 3 issue. In his 
letter he said that her singing partner, 
Billy Murray, still lives at Freeport, 
Nassau County, and recently appeared on 
an old-timers broadcast. 


“Miss Jones, whose married name was 
Mrs. Hugh Flaherty, bought one of the 
first homes built in Douglas Court by the 
late Walter Seay, pioneer builder at 
Huntington Station. The Seay iy 
lived next door and it was there that 
friends and neighbors enjoyed many 
pleasant evenings listening to her stories 
and songs. She made tours through the 
country with comedy sketches and pop- 
ular ballads and it was on one of 
these tours that she was stricken and 
died at Rocky Mount, N. C., on May 2, 
1922. Her husband died about four years 
ee their daughter, Sheila, also is 


“When the first Victor cylindrical re- 
cords were first made her contralto voice 
and comedy style won her the honor of 
having her voice recorded as the first 
woman to break into the field of enter- 
tainment. Another of her partners was 
Len Spencer, while a third partner made 
up @ popular quartet on tour. ‘She was 
really a great artist and I’d like to do 
her justice when I write about her,’ Mr. 
Walsh said. 


“Among the youngsters who listened 
to Miss Jones in the Seay home was 
Frances, the young daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter Seay. She had red hair and 
was very pretty. The singer took quite 
a fancy to her and undoubtedly inspired 
her to go on the stage. In her late teens 
she appeared with Eddie Cantor in the 
Winter Garden in Manhattan in a song 
and dance routine for two seasons. She 
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is now Mrs. George Verme of Hunting- 
ton, and possesses a rare collection of 
the old Ada Jones records. 


“Mr. Seay died in 1939. Mrs. Lillian V. 
Seay, whose home is at 14 May Street, 
Huntington Station, has been spending 
her winters between Newport News, Va., 
and Florida. She recalls vividly her re- 
lations with Ada Jones and the many 
happy times they had together as neigh- 
bors on Douglas Court.’’ 

In view of the cordial tone of this 
article, I perhaps should refrain from 
pointing out that Victor never made 
“cylindrical recordings” and insisting 
once more that Ada Jones was NOT 
the first woman to have her voice 
recorded. 


Since beginning this series, it has 
occurred to me that municipal author- 
ities of Manchester, England, where 
Miss Jones was born, might be able 
to let me have additional details, such 
as the full names of her parents and 
her exact birth date. If I succeed in 
getting such knowledge, I shall pass it 
on in due time to readers of HOBBIES. 

Ada Jones died when the average 
American was just beginning to hear 
of radio, but before it had ousted the 
phonograph as the most popular me- 
dium of musical entertainment. Elec- 
trical recording was not introduced 
until three years after her death. If 
she were alive today she would be at 
least somewhere in her sixties, and 
probably would long since have set- 
tled down to placid retirement. 


Styles in* entertainment change, of 
course, and Miss Jones’ way of sing- 
ing must appear dated to the young- 
sters of today, who probably would 
apply to it that charitable, all-em- 
bracing term of “corny.” The fact 
remains, however, that she was not 
only the most popular woman who 
ever made records but was an artist 
of remarkable talents, who probably 
would be able to adapt herself to any 
modifications of style, either in sing- 
ing or humorous delineation. Her re- 
cords still charm thousands of collec- 
tors. I’d be willing to wager that, a 
generation from now, they will be in 
far more demand than will be the 
discs of such for the moment up-to- 
date singers as Dinah Shore and 
Hildegarde, who have only to keep at 
it long enough to be _ themselves 
branded as “corny!” 


Certainly, Ada Jones’ merits entitle 
her to be affectionately remembered.

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Theodore Robinson 
Pioneer American Impressionist 


The first comprehensive exhibition 
f paintings, drawings and water 
colors by Theodore Robinson to be 
issembled since his death 50 years 
.go was recently placed on display in 
he Brooklyn, N. Y. Museum. 

Robinson, one of the now half-for- 
xotten pioneers in the American Im- 
oressionist movement, was born in 
1852 in Vermont, raised in Wiscon- 
sin and trained under various acade- 
mic teachers in Chicago, New York 
and Paris. From 1880 to 1884 he was 
working in New York and Boston, 
doing chiefly decorative work for 
John LaFarge and Prentice Tread- 
well, although he also found time for 
easel painting, especially during the 
summer of 1882 which he spent on 
Nantucket. 

In 1884 he returned to France 
where the major portion of his work 
was done for the next eight years. In 
1887 he discoverd Giverny, a village 
on the Seine which was then the 
home of Claude Monet. In the fol- 
lowing year, doubtless under Monet’s 
influence, he began experimenting 
with the broken color technique of the 
French Impressionists, although he 
often modified it in terms of his es- 
sentially realistic training. His Im-

pressionist canvases, exhibited in 


New York from 1889 on, were among 
the first of their kind by an American 
to be seen in this county. 

From 1893 to his death in 1896, 
Robinson lived in New York, paint- 
ing during the summers at Napanoch, 
N. Y., Greenwich and Cos Cob, Conn., 
Princeton and Brielle, N. J., and at 
Townshend, Vt. Weakened by asthma, 
which had afflicted him from child- 
hood, he died suddenly in New York 
on April 2nd, 1896 at the age of 
forty-three. 

The exhibition at the Brooklyn Mu- 
seum presents about 100 of his works 
in generally chronological order. The 
eighty oils start with student work 
done in France in 1877 and conclude 
with several canvases finished a few 
months before his death. The twenty- 
two water colors, pastels and draw- 
ings cover a slightly greater range, 
including works of his childhood and 
first years in New York. Of special 
interest in the study of his develop- 
ment are several sketchbooks, which 
were found in his studio at his death, 
and a collection of photographs 
taken by the artist and used, ap- 
parently to save the expense of 
models, in a number of his figure 
compositions. 

The exhibition is the fourth in a 
series of shows which the Museum 
has devoted to little known American 
artists of the past whose accomplish- 
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ments seem worthy of review in the 
light of modern critical standards. 
Previous exhibitions in this series 
were those of the work of Eastman 
Johnson, William Sidney Mount and 
John Quidor.

A description of the Calliope. Its First In- 
troduction, Its Inspiration of the Muse. A 
Description of its Music. A Suggestion for 
its Proper Use. 


The Calliope is an invention by 
which steam whistles are made to dis- 
course very loud, if not sweet music. 
It is a simple but ingenious machine, 
consisting of a steam cylinder, along 
the top of which valve chambers are 
arranged, having double, steam-tight, 
metallic valves. By means of a stem 
or rod passing from each of the valves 
through the steam chamber, they may 
be opened by a slight pressure; when 
the pressure ceases, the valves in- 
stantly close. A steam whistle, having 
its own peculiar tone, is placed over 
each valve. The instrument is double 
in its construction, and can be played 
by striking keys similar to those of 
an organ; or, by means of a cog 
wheel, may be set to a particular 
tune, like a common music-box. Its 
musical strains, in well expressed 
tunes, may be heard five miles on 
land, and much farther on water. 


When the Calliope was first intro- 
duced to the public by the inventor, 
Mr. I. C. Stoddard, the people of Wor- 
cester, Mass., were greatly surprised 
by strains of music, very loud, very 
clear, and very singular. The pro- 
gram of that memorable evening con- 
cert consisted, in part, of the “Mar- 
seilles Hymn,” “Life on the Ocean 
Wave,” “Old Dog Tray,” and “Flow 
Gently, Sweet Afton.” All the city 
heard the music, and at the distance 
of five miles the air was full of the 
melody. Everybody wondered what 
band it 'was, or what instrument had 
waked up; and one old lady thought 
the Angel Gabriel had come with the 
last trump. 

The appearance of one of the 
Muses, under the inspiration of steam, 
secured a poetical record, in which 
Calliope is thus represented: 
oe and seas, she takes her airy 
Until on fair Columbia’s soil they light; 
Here to achieve, by nobler deeds sublime, 
What had been lost in the Aegean clime. 
And pied the railroad horse’s lungs she 
And next, by wood or Pennsylvania coal, 
Expands her giant voice, so loud, so 


great, 

It shook all round, throughout the Old 
Bay State. 

Such music tall was never heard before, 

No, not in Greece or Rome, in days of 
yore.” 

The music is represented as inde- 
scribably droll—the comicality of mel- 
ody. A dozen or two of the steam 
whistles of ordinary locomotives, with 
their screaming element materially 
softened; a hand organ or two, with- 
out their usual grating sensation, 
which sets the teeth on edge; a few 
flutes, through which every note is 
clearly and distinctly tongued, and a 
very slight piano accompaniment, all 
acting in perfect accord as to time, 
give a good idea, expressed in words, 
of the wonderful Calliope. The music 
is supposed to be good for the dys- 
pepsia, has an excellent influence on 
torpid livers, and cures melancholy in 
a moment; in short, it is the music for 
invalids.

George Cruikshank was born in 
London in 1792 and died in London in 
1878. He began producing when he 
was a boy of 18 or 14 and he was an 
inveterate worker until almost to the 
time that he drew his last breath. He 
got his talent naturally. His father, 
Isaac Cruikshank, was a popular art- 
ist, although somewhat intemperate 
and shiftless. Cruikshank’s mother 
was a thrifty Scotch woman and her 
good management enabled the family 
to progress. 

She was somewhat of a business 
woman, too, and her home was busy. 
She joined her two sons, Robert 
Isaac and George, and they produced 
a large number of prints, dealing 
with the print dealer direct. Mrs. 
Cruikshank often took upon her own 
shoulders the problem of getting the 
coloring done in good time. The out- 
put included everything from lottery 
tickets to broadsides, illustrated song- 
sheets and plates for periodicals and 
for political purposes. 

George Cruikshank’s works pro- 
bably owe their perpetuation to the 
fact that they had a lovable character 
and those who recall their Oliver 
Twist, by Dickens, will recall with 
delight the heartwarming sketches.

A Day in History 
Jan. 27—Death of Audubon 


JOHN JAMES AUDUBON, fam- 
ous naturalist and depicter of bird 
life, died in New York Jan. 27, 1851. 
His marvelous bird studies in color, 
however, still are familiar to many; 
several of them have reappeared in 
editions of recent issue. 

He was born April 26, 1785, in Les 
Cayes, Santo Domingo, now Hati, and 
brought to America as a small boy by 
his father, a French naval officer. 
Taken to France, he studied in a mili- 
tary academy and took lessons in 
drawing from Louis David, a cele- 
brated French artist. When 13 years 
old, Audubon returned to America to 
live on his father’s farm near 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

After his marriage in 1808 to Lucy 
Bakewell, daughter of a neighbor, 
Audubon. moved to Kentucky, and 
thence to Louisiana. Having failed in 
business in- both Kentucky and Louisi- 
ana, he turned to portrait painting 
and teaching dancing and fencing to 
earn a living. From his early boy- 
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hood, however, he had been a close 
observer of birds and their habits and 
had made many sketches of them. By 
1826, he accumulated sufficient funds 
to go to England, where he elaborated 
his bird sketches into a great series, 
which made him famous and re- 
lieved him of financial worries. 


Between 1827 and 1838, Audubon 
published “The Birds of America,” a 
work containing 435 colored plates. 
This work still retains its place as one 
of the world’s most attractive orni- 
thologies. Between 1831 and 1839, he 
published in five volumes “Ornitho- 
logical Biography,’’ the technical 
parts of which were prepared by 
William McGillivray. Of the numer- 
ous editions and reprints of this work 
that appeared later, the most import- 
ant was the octavo edition of 1844. 


Aububon returned to. America in 
1830, some month before the publica- 
tion of the second work was begun. 
In 1842, he bought a home on the 
Hudson river, at what is now 158th 
St., and Riverside Dr., in the city of 
New York. 


After 1844, Audubon associated 
himself with his two sons and their 
father-in-law, the Rev. John Bach- 
man, in the publication of “The Vivi- 
parous Quadrupeds of North Amer- 
ica,” but only one volume of the text 
was finished while he was alive. In 
1847, he became ill and gradually his 
mind failed. He was buried in Trinity 
nade New York.—Chicago Tri-

The motion picture short subject of 
today which appeals for audience 
participation in the singing of popu- 
lar songs, and the street salesman 
who offers booklets containing the 
words of current song hits, had their 
counterparts in the circus of four 
score years ago. 

In Civil War days, the circus in 
America was strictly a one-ring af- 
fair and seats were arranged to circle 
the hastily thrown up dirt ring. 

Because of the intimacy of the 
arena, the singing clown was a popu- 
lar circus figure and the musically in- 
clined joey was much better paid for 
his services than the ordinary fun- 
maker who depended upon cracking 
jokes with the ringmaster and panto- 
mime to provoke hilarity. 

Many of these singing clowns com- 
posed their own songs, mostly of the 
comic variety, and they ‘were adver- 
tised as outstanding features of the 
shows with which they traveled. 

Some of these clowns made an im- 
portant part of their routine, the 
leading of the audience in the sing- 
ing of songs. And such a procedure 
provided an opportunity to sell little 
pamphlets known as songsters 
through the crowds, thus providing 
spectators with the words to be sung. 

The songster contained the words 
of popular numbers of the day, just 
as the songsters sold on street corn- 
ers by peddlers today contain the 
words of current song hits. 

The songster concession in the 
circus in the early days was as valu- 
able as the popcorn or lemonade 
sales, and often a clown received a 
commission on his sales as the only 
recompense for his services to the 
show. 

By far the best known and most 
famous of the singing clowns was

Dan Rice, who is said to have received 
$25,000 for a single season. He made 
his songs particularly popular wher- 
ever he made an appearance because 
of his knack of localizing the num- 
bers, using the names of persons in 
the community for his comic verse 
and composing lyrics which had to do 
with national affairs of the day. 

Most collectors of circusiana have 
a place for songsters, but they are 
among the scarcer items, despite the 
fact they ‘were sold in quantities of 
many thousands annually over a long 
period of years. It is possible that the 
uniformly poor grade of paper on 
which they were printed, which de- 
teriorated rapidly, caused them to 
drop out of souvenir collections and 
is the explanation of why more are 
not in circulation today. 

These little booklets were in a 
variety of sizes, content and makeup. 

One of the smallest we have seen 
was the W. W. Cole Circus Songster 
of the 80’s, which measured 4x6 
inches in size and contained 32 pages 
with approximately the same number 
of songs. 

Its title was “W. W. Cole’s Eques- 
trian Songster,” and it was said to 
contain “a choice selection from the 
best songs ever published, sentiment- 
al and humorous, also including a 
large number of new and original 
songs written and sung by Ernest, 
the famous English clown,” whose 
picture appeared on the cover. Al 
Richards was proprietor of privileges, 
and had charge of the songster sales. 

Most of the songs in the little vol- 
ume were credited to W. T. Sears, 
while uncredited numbers were pro- 
bably the ‘work of Ernest. Others 
were listed as songs sung by Clowns 
Billy Andrews and Charley Adams, 
and the “original” Georgia Minstrels. 

Contrasting with this booklet in 
size and date of issuance, is the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Songster, pub- 
lished in 1915, measuring 10x13 
inches in size and containing 16 
pages. Typical of the sheet music of 
that day, the cover bore a bareback 
rider on a horse as the central figure 
of the design, and so arranged that 
titles of other shows could have been 
and probably were imprinted so that 
the booklet could be distributed gen- 
erally in circus arenas. In this pam- 
phlet were words and music of eight 
songs, the words of a number: of 
others and jokes and conundrums, the 
booklet having been published by a 
popular music publishing company in 
New York. 
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Songsters continued in vogue 
through the middle 20’s, and in the 
later years, some of the circuses had 
their programs printed in them, mak- 
ing them more valuable to the circus- 
jana collector. 

Some of the songsters, like the 
Forepaugh booklet of the late 70’s 
contained the show owner’s photo- 
graph on the cover and a biographical 
sketch of him in the introductory 
pages. In addition to the words of 
numerous songs, this booklet contain- 
ed the advertisements of a patent 
medicine company, which probably 
financed the printing of the book. 

Another songster, entitled “A Col- 
lection of Favorite Songs as Sung by 
Ben Maginley, the clown and jester 
of the Great Consolidation,” also con- 
tained advertisements of a score of 
patent medicine companies, and was 
64 pages in size, with words of 40 to 
50 songs included. 

Some of the circuses which sold 
songsters, did not employ singing 
clowns, but offered the booklets mere- 
ly as another concession and to keep 
pace with their competitors in offer- 
ing souvenirs. 

So far as this writer knows, no at- 
tempt has been made to list all of 
the published circus songsters, which 
were particularly numerous in the 
“golden age of circuses,” from 1880 
to 1900, but among the shows, togeth- 
er with their singing clowns, are the 
following: Great London, Johnny Pat- 
terson; Adam Forepaugh, Sam Long; 
Walter L. Main, Fred Runnels; John 
Robinson, John Lowlow; Barnum & 
Bailey and Howes Great London. 
There was also a songster, published 
by a New York firm, known as “The 
Great Circus Royal Songster,” which 
several circuses that did not issue 
booklets under their own title, sold to 
their patrons.

That evening I attended a home- 
talent play, an old melodrama repro- 
ducing old styles, o!ld songs. One of 
the players wore a beautiful costume 
of rose-colored silk and black lace, 
while singing the once popular “She 
is Just a Bird in a Gilded Cage.” 
was so taken with her outfit that I 
then and there decided that Wini- 
fred’s would be an exact replica. 

Before costuming she had to have 
a new body, also hands and feet cast 
in a mold of the proper size. A com- 
plete set of lace-trimmed underwear, 
style of the 1890’s. Last, the rose 
taffeta dress with knee-depth ruffle of 
o'd black lace, matching lace jacket 
and hat. 

I doubt if Cinderella’s transition 
from a kitchen drudge to a princess 
was any more pronounced than the 
change made in Winifred when she 
sloughed off her ill-shaped body, non- 
descript garments, and took on the 
form and raiment of a fashionable 
peed of “Bird in the Gilded Cage” 
ays.

One of most outstanding doll col- 
lections of the: Middle West is owned 
by Mrs. J. J. Flynn, Ill. This mechani- 
cal sewing machine specimen is one 
of the most prized in the collection, 
for reasons which collector Flynn 
states as follows: 

“The little mechanical sewing ma- 
chine doll is one of the recent addi- 
tions to my collection of almost 800 
dolls. It was joyous news when I 
heard about her as she is the first 
real mechanical doll I have, and one 
I“shall always treasure. 

“The mechanics of the machine 
are clock works, which when wound 
operate the foot treadle on which 
the doll’s feet rest. The head of the 
machine moves up and down, and 
originally the doll had a thread in 
her hands and when connected cor- 
rectly the doll moves forth and back 
to the machine, there being a stop 
built onto the seat of the chair, 
which braces her torso so that she 
will not go too far forward. The 
doll’s head is china, the torso is wood, 


the hands and feet metal.

I 
went to Enid, our nearest large town, 
and got patterns for the bodies and 
made them and dressed them old- 
fashioned and decided fo try to collect 
and make others.

Buster Brown doll I made from a head 
broken at the neck that my son found 
at an old fort near Denver. I have a 
little girl doll made from a head a 
lady picked up and threw at a rooster, 
thinking it was a pebble. I was given 
a tiny head with a china bonnet on it 
like the kind that cost a penny when 
I was little. I beheaded a little doll 
which was given me that said ‘Made 
in Japan’ on its back ... and stuck a 
good American head on it. It’s a 
favorite of mine. I made Rosie, the 
Riveter with a pair of sample slacks 
given to me. I have four rather nice 
bisque, sleepy-eyed dolls of different 
sizes, and one character doll my son 
bought in a port in England.” 

Mrs. Mahaffey says that although 
her collection cannot compare with 
elaborate ones about which she reads 
in Hossigs, she is glad to read about 
the hobbies of others.

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EARLY ENGLISH VEHICLES

“She was the first that did went 
ln coaches brave to ride, 
She was the frst that brought this land 
To deadly sin and pride.” 
Old Ballad. 


Britons, even at the time of Caesar, 
were workers in brass iron and tin. 
They had horses which they -harness- 
ed to scythed cars and drove them. in 
battle. 

They manufactured wicker vessels 
with skill and paddled about the 
rivers and fenns in canoes of osier, 
covered with skins of animals, which 
by the way is one of the oldest modes 
oi transportation. 

The highways of England ran up 
hill and down dale and the inland 
travel was for the most part by pack 
horses. Traveling on horse back had 
long been the custom and English 
riding horses had already established 
their fame. 

When Katherine of Spain came to 
England in 1501 to marry Arthur, 
son of Henry VII, she rode on a horse 
from the Tower to St. Paul’s “with 
the pillion behind a lord named by the 
King.” 

The highway of London was the 
Thames, and John Taylor, water-poet, 
satirical on the intrusion of coaches 
which damaged the waterman’s pro- 
fits and importance, writes in 1622: 
“When Elizabeth came to the srown 
A coach in England then was scarcely 

known.” 

The Tudor period, from the reign 
of Henry VII through that of Eliza- 
beth, was a turning point in English 
History, marking the end of the mid- 
dle ages and the beginning of the 
modern age. 

Coaches were said to have been in- 
troduced into England in 1564 by a 
Dutchman, who afterwards became 
the queen’s coachman. (Stone,) 

“After a while, divers great ladies,

with as great jealousie of the 
queene’s displeasure, made them 
coaches, and rid them up and downe 
the country, to the great admiration 
of all the beholders; but then, little 
by little they grew usual among the 
nobilitie and others of sort, and with- 
in twentie years became a great trade 
of coach-making.” 


For a long time it was thought 
effeminate to ride in one, and quite 
unfit for men. We are told that Mrs. 
Gilpin directed her chaise to stop 
some doors off when calling “Lest 
folks should say they were proud.” 

In 1619 the Duke of Buckingham. 
appeared with a coach and 6, seeing 
that two horses were used by all, and 
the nobility had the honour of using 
four. He was promptly outdone by 
the Earl of Northumberland who es- 
tablished one with eight. 


It was not until 1625 that coaches 
began to be kept for hire in London. 
By 1673 there were 20 hackney 
coaches in Edinburg. However, owing 
to the narrowness of the streets and 
condition of the reads, the number 
began to decrease, and in 1752 there 
were only 14. By 1778 the number 
had fallen to 9. 


Sedan chairs, although introduced 
into England about the year 1623 
when Charles, son of James I, on

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his return from Spain, brought three 
with him. These resembled somewhat 
the Indian palankeen in the manner 
in which they were carried. In spite 
of criticism of the favorite, Bucking- 
ham, for travelling about London 
“turning men into slaves and beasts 
of burden,” and the furious opposi- 
tion of coach drivers, this handy 
method of travelling steadily grew 
into favor. : 


The frontispiece of a tract publish- 
ed in 1636 entitled “Coach and Sedan 
Pleasantly Disputing for Place and 
Precedence,” represents the type of 
sedan and its bearers. 


By the 18th century the sedan, 
though considerably changed in shape 
and fashion from the original, was 
the universal mode of travel, Their 
chief domain was at Bath, and the 
story is told that in that city the 
chairmen waited in a body upon the 
carrier of an umbrella, (the first to 
appear in that city), and offered to 
carry him for nothing if he would put 
down “that thing.” 


It was preferred for both com- 
fort and safety and as there were no 
footpaths no person would walk any 
distance who could afford a sedan. 


As to the stage coach of the 18th 
century, Hogarth’s Country Inn Yard, 
explains that no one with the small- 
est power of bestriding a horse would 
ever have thought of making use of 
them. 

The roofs of the coaches in most 
cases rose to a Swelling curve, some- 
times surrounded by an iron guard. 
The coachman and guard, who always 
held his carbine ready cocked on his 
knee against intruders, sat together, 
over a very long and narrow boot, 
which passed under a larg spreading 
hammer cloth. Behind the coach was 
an immense basket stretching far and 
wide beyond the body of the coach, 
held in place by long iron bars. 

The wheels were large and massive 
and usually painted red. The fore- 
most of the three horses, carried an 
elf of a postillion, dressed in a cocked 
hat and large green and gold riding 
coat. 

However the gentlemen’s carriage 
of the 18th century was a cumbersome 
affair. Glass windows were first in- 
troduced at the beginning of the 17th 
century, and springs came about 40 
years later. Under the seat of the 
coachman was the “coach-box,” for 
tools that might be needed for re- 
pairs. This was covered by a hammer- 
cloth. 

It is a pleasant chapter which gives 
the story of means of travel in Eng- 
land, on foot, on horseback, by sedans 
and coaches and eventually by rail- 
roads.

HISTORICAL BUTTON 


Here is a button for the historical- 
ly minded, and particularly suited for 
the researcher in military button his- 
tory. It belongs to Will Shelper, 
Illinois collector, who received it as a 
gift from an old English family. 

Some say that buttons of this type 
were presented as souvenirs to 
participants of the battle. It would 
hardly seem possible that there would 
have been time for special buttons to 
be made and sewed onto the uniforms 
of Napoleon’s men prior to the great 
Waterloo battle. 

In submitting this photograh to 
HOBBIES, Mr. Shelper quotes from 
“The Narrative,” from John L. Stod- 
dard’s lectures of “Napoleon from 
Corsica to St. Helena:” 

“Tt was about seven o’clock at 
night and fast growing dark when 
the last awful carnage began. When 
I heard the resiflts of the battle of 
Waterloo said Robert Hall an emin- 
ent English Divine, I felt as if the 
clock of the world had gone back 
six centuries. More than forty thou- 
sand of Napoleon’s soldiers lay cold 
in death on the battlefield of Water- 
loo the morning after this terrible 
historical event.

This button story comes from the 
Kansas City, Mo., Star, and it origi- 
nated in Boonville, Mo. 

“Old buttons, new ones and many 
from foreign countries have been 
used as decoration on a bedspread 
made by Mrs. Earl Selsor. Using 
bleached sheeting, Mrs. Selsor first 
started to use the accumulation of 
odd buttons saved during years of 
housekeeping. She had read of house- 
wives of Maine who made charm 
strings during long winters. 

“During the war she worked in a 
defense plant at Monroe City and 
after working hours added more but- 
tons to the spread until 8,406 buttons 
were sewed to the spread. Many of 
the first buttons on the spread are 
more than 100 years old. Her son, 
Denver, an army staff sergeant, was 
stationed in England, Belgium, France 
and Germany. From these coun- 
tries he sent his mother many hand 
painted buttons, mainly wooden, a 
few in metal. Her other son, Wood- 
row,was a member of the army air 
corps stationed in the South Pacific.

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“PEARL BUTTONS - MY FAVORITES” 


By SUSANNAH ROMEY 


Picture buttons are, I know, the 
most popular with most collectors. 
ed to me the pearl button comes 
rst. 


I have many kinds of buttons, in 
my collection; picture, enamels, cali- 
cos, jets, militaries, glass, etc. 

After pearls I like glass balls best. 
I have many kinds, large and small. 
I started out with a small glass ball 
paperweight that has a brass shank. 
Inside are pink and green swirls with 
a red, white and blue center. 


The pearls pictured were chosen 
mainly because they are different 
from the ones I have seen featured in 
2 mgaie and the different button 
ooks. 


Row 1, left to right. (1) Hand carved 
sew-through. Six sided star with a mar- 
casite on each point. This one is gray 
in color. (2) Head of Wotan on a back- 
ground of pearl and metal. (3) Smoked 
pearl sew-through with triangular cut 
steels and an eight pointed star of white 
pearl. (4) White pearl made to resemble 
a buckle. The shank is brass. (5) Irides- 
cent pearl covered with convex glass, 
having an etched design on its surface. 
Rim and shank are of brass. (6) Five 
pointed star of white pearl.

A month later, 
hearing nothing further from the wo- 
man, I wrote and inquired about my 
goods. Another month elapsed and 
she returned my goods, with one pair 
of earrings at 50c purchased. In her 
letter of explanation she said that 
she had sent my goods to another 
dealer who did not purchase any of 
the items. Besides that, the cards on 
which I had mounted the earrings 
and pins had my prices rubbed off, 
and her code marked on small stick- 
ers, some of which she had scratched 
off when she returned them to me. 
My cards show signs of having lain 
in her windows. Apparently she sold 
only the one item and then returned 
the balance to me. This is what I call 
consignment and not approval.

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It was a sleepy. little town and a 
quiet little inn we ‘stumbled into, 
tired and disheveled, one rainy night 
in October. 


After a shower and a leisurely 
ehange, in a lethargic stupor of com- 
fort, we descended the stairs for the 
cup of coffee needed as the final touch 
to complete the state of utter satis- 
faction. 


At the doorway of the dining room 
we stopped in amazement and Jerry 
whistled under his breath, “Good 
Lord! Look at the clocks!”” Thousands 
of them it seemed. Tall clocks— 
short clocks—lean clocks—fat clocks. 
Actually, as we learned later, there 
were only three hundred or so, but to 
our uninitiated sight, they were in- 
numerable. At this point in this 
article, much as we hate to admit it, 
we must declare that we had never 
heard of the “Mitchell Inn Clock Col- 
lection though it seemed that every 
other civilized person in this hemi- 
sphere knows it as being a well 
known collection, of American clocks. 
But of course we didn’t learn of this 
until later—much later. 


That first evening we were made 
uncomfortable by so many clock 
faces staring, so many clotk voices 
speaking and so many clock hands 
outstretched. After all, we had just 
spent three hectic weeks in New York 
where we had fought against time 
every moment and found every night 
falling with much left undone. We 
had come up here for a rest and to 
forget time and here we were con- 
fronted on all sides with the un- 
assailable fact that time cannot be 
defrauded. In this atmosphere just 
how were we to appease our con- 
science ? 


Over our coffee the next morning 
we were curious about the clocks. At 
this auspicious moment Mr. Mitchell 
eame in. His informal graciousness 
made it easy for us to dispense quick- 
ly with the amenities and ask about 
clocks. Then began unfolding’ stories 
of clocks that graced the halls of 
French courts and told time for the 
lords and ladies of Elizabeth’s reign. 
Clocks that marked our own fight for 
freedom and watched beside us in our 
attempts to build a new country. 
Clocks from Russia, from China, Ger- 
many, Holland, India, each bringing 
with it a story of sorrow or joy. 


In a burst of enthusiasm we started 
pointing here and there, asking about 
this clock and that clock. Mr. Mit- 


The Mitchell Inn Clock €ollection 


By FRANCES FREEMAN 


chell smiled in understanding but like 
a true teacher insisted firmly that we 
have a sufficient history of the evolu- 
tion of timepieces to enable us to 
really appreciate his collection. 


Fourteen hundred years before 
Christ, the story goes, the Egyptians 
had a sort of clock called a clepsdra. 
In reality it was a wooden water 
bucket which emptied once in twelve 
hours. Indentations on the inner edge 
indicated months and other marks 
showed temporary hours for each 
month. 


Then in 350 B. C., the first sun dial 
based on astronomical] principles was 
invented by Benosus. 

In the century before Christ, Ctese- 
bus, a Roman, invented a mechanical 
water clock, showing the day and 
month as well as the hour. 

About 1600 A. D. the French de- 
vised a candle dial lamp whereby a 
shadow cast by a horizontal bar in- 
dicated the time upon a dial; simple 
and effective. 

But it was for DeVicks to give us 
the great-great-grandfather of clocks 
as we recognize them. This clock had 





a wooden movement. The controlling 
mechanism consisted of a crown 
wheel, verge escapement and foliot 
balance. Later the pendulum was add- 
ed by Gallileo. 

But the story of time-keeping from 
the first settlement in our country is 
where Mr. Mitchell really waxes en- 
thusiastic. 

Strange as it may seem, brass was 
used in the mechanism of clocks before 
wood, but at the time of the Revolu- 
tionary War, importing was difficult 
and we simply ran out of brass. So 
acute was the clock shortage that in 
some old New England farm houses, 
marks can still be seen notched deep- 
ly into the window sill where the 
farmer told time by the sun. 

After Mr. Mitchell had finished this 
absorbing history he deemed us ready 
to see some of the prizes of his col- 
lection. The first were several by Eli 
Terry with wooden movements in 
cases of the well known pillar and 
scroll design. One especially trea- 
sured piece, has a visible escapement. 

Terry was the dean of American 
clockmakers. Later his brother and 
his sons followed in his fontsteps, 
keeping the name of Terry famous 
among clockmakers. 

All the clocks of this period were 
painstakingly made by hand and

naturally the supply could never meet 
the demand. All Connecticut laughed 
the year Eli Terry declared he would 
make 4,000 30 hour clocks in one 
year—but he did—and guaranteed 
them. too in true Yankee style. Each 
clock bore this inscription: “Warrant- 
ed, if Well Used.” 

Here we break in with a story of 
intrigue almost modern in its impli- 
cations. 

It seemed that Terry had patented 
his 30 hour wooden movement clock 
but later sold the patent to Seth 

omas for one-thousand dollars. 
Silas Hoadley refused to pay, this 
enormous price for the patent but he 
made an ingenious change by turn- 
ing parts of the movement upside 
down, thus avoiding infringement up- 
on the patent. These clocks are call- 
ed “up-side down clocks,” of which 
Mr. Mitchell has two. 

The banjo clocks by Aaron Willard, 
another famous clock craftsman of 
this period merit a place of honor in 
the Mitchell Inn and are the envy of 
every ardent collector. Among the 
Willard clocks, Mr. Mitchell considers 
his light-house clock the best. 

Then came the acorn clock which 
utilizes a fusee movement; the in- 
genious answer to the problem of 
making a clock with a mainspring, 
run with equal power whether fully 
wound or having run for hours. 

In 1837, Chauncey Jerome came 
along with a clock with brass works 
that threatened to ruin the whole 
clock making industry of New Eng- 
land. These were smaller, could be 
made more cheaply and ‘were more 
accurate. Immediately began the mad 
scamble among clock-makers to con- 
vert to brass. In the shuffle some of 
the finest craftsmen were wiped out 
completely. The Mitchell collection 
boasts several of these Jerome clocks. 

One of his most valued clocks is a 
grandmother’s clock by Winslow with 
the hands outside the glass and run 
by a wooden movement. Graceful and 
petite, she stands, like a gracious 
lady, at the head of the clock room. 

There were clocks with a wagon 
spring instead of a coil; spring calen- 
dar clocks, showing the month, day, 


and hour; blinking eye clocks; hick= 


ory-dickory clocks, where the prover- 
bial mouse really does run up the 
clock. One clock in particular that 
caught our fancy, was an illumina- 
ting alarm clock on which a match is 
held by a spring. The alarm off, the 
spring is released, the match sweeps 
by a strip of sandpaper and ignites a 
wick. Thus one not only is awakened 
but can also see to get up. Another 
interesting clock runs in reverse so 
that as seen in a mirror it reflects 
normally. These were used in barber 
shops and bars for the convenience 
of the customers. 

A cuckoo clock of intricate carving 
brought from the Black Forest of: 
Germany nodded a virile greeting to 
an exquisite little Chinese Chippendale 
with matching candelabras, while 
several dignified grandfathers clocks 
kept company with a coquetish little 
timepiece made by Tiffany. 

It is useless to try to describe 
even a representative portion of this 
collection in this article but we do

know that clock connoisseurs have 
traveled across the continent just to 
study it. 

The hours passed imperturbly and 
still we talked on. Could it have been 
the gentle quietude of the man or 
was it the stoic philosophy of the 
clocks themselves that seeped into 
our consciousness ? 

Mr. Mitchell broke into our reverie 
with genial humor to tell us_ his 
favorite clock story: 

It seemed a collector bought a 
grandfather’s clock but the dealer 
could not deliver it to his home. 
Whereupon the man determined to 
take the clock home himself if they 
would but help him get it on his back. 
Going out the door, he collided with 
a highly inebriated citizen. Down in 
a pile went all three. The drunk arose 
and asked caustically, “Hey! mister, 
why can’t you wear a wrist watch like 
other folks?” 

As we shook hands in parting, my 
eyes. involuntarily dropped to Mr 
Mitchell’s wrist, looking for the — 
wrist-watch that I knew somehow 
would not be there.

Dough Trough or 
Kneading Tables 


When I was a boy growing up in 
a Pennsylvania town not predomi- 
nately Dutch, but a grand mixture of 
Scotch Irish, Welsh, Huguenot, Eng- 
lish, Dutch and German, every kit- 
ehen had its dough trough with cover 
or its kneading table. These pieces 
have come to be regarded as char- 
acteristically Pennsylvania Dutch, 
and I believe there were more of 
them to the square house in Penn- 
sylvania than anywhere else in the 
world. But the kneading table is prob- 
ably not German in origin, and 
something like the dough trough has 
always been used in countries where 
winter wheat is hard enough for 
grinding into general purpose flour. 


I know that antiquarians like to 
maintain that the first piece of furni- 
ture likely to have been needed by 


our ancestors as soon as living began 


to promise any hope of a stable fu- 
ture was a chest. In the movable 
chest were stored all possessions. On 
it our forebears sat, when they had 
time to sit, and on it the man of the 
hut slept, leaving the softer earth to 
wife yd children, But I think some- 
thing has been overlooked by writers 
on antiques. The kneading trough 
was the first utility required after 
the discovery of bread-making, and 
when not in use the trough was a con- 
venient storage space. 


In the second year after Creation, 
Adam and Eve, progenitors of all 
collectors, wanted too much. Part of 
the Lord’s curse is: “In the sweat of 
thy face shalt thou eat bread.” Surely 
in all literature this is the first re- 
ference to bread. More astonishing is 
the thirty-fourth verse of the twelfth 
chapter of Exodus: “The people took 
their dough before it was leavened, 
their kneading troughs being bound 
up in their clothes upon their should-

ers.” This is part of the description 
of the exodus from Egypt, the day

The kneading trough or dough box 
table is not an antique by courtesy. 
It may be truly antique, in fact I 
have seen several that I thought 
looked as old as sin and some looked 
as ugly. 


The oldest kneading table I have 
seen in a museum is a French Pro- 
vincial piece, beautifully carved, made 
about 1650. I recall seeing a reference 
in a book on ornament, unfortunately 
not now available, to an Italian dough 
box table, dated 1624, and toa Swiss 
table of about the same year. A wood- 
cut in a German book dated in the 
late sixteen hundreds portrays what 
is unmistakably a kneading trough. 
Chaucer refers to a kneading trough 
in “The Miller’s Tale.” 


Really antique kneading tables 
turn up now and then even in this 
time of antiques scarcity. In recent 
months I have found two tab 
with stretchers connecting the legs al 
around, that I was willing to ascribe 
to pre-Revolutionary days. The legs 
of dough box tables are almost always 
splayed, and in this fact is a singular 
evidence of both utility and beauty. 
The spread legs make the table 
strong and almost impossible to up- 
set accidentally. The splaying of legs 
seems designedly to relieve the in- 
ward pitch of the trough. 


Dough troughs without legs are 
found more frequently than tables. 
Turned legs and scrolled skirts are 
sometimes added to make tables of 
troughs. No harm is done, but natur- 
ally a kneading table in original con- 
dition is worth more than one re-

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cently made by putting legs to a 
trough. 

In New England, dough troughs 
are as likely as not to be spoken of 
as salt boxes, or soft sugar boxes or 
maple sugar boxes. I have had only 
one kneading table from New Eng- 
land; this was found in the rough, in 
central New Hampshire. It was very 
old, made of characteristic pumpkin 
pine. It was unique: the movable 
dough box fitted into a base, with 
four splayed legs, and a narrow skirt 
all around; this base was really a 
frame on legs from which the trough 
could be lifted to place it near a fire. 

have seen only one decorated 
dough box that suggested really 
original painting. This had delicate, 
fascinating finger wave decoration on 
four sides and the top, and R. P. 
Hommel, curator of the Montgomery 
County Historical Society, and an 
authority on early Pennsylvania 
Dutch matters, pronounced it a Men- 
nonite table. Every other decorated 
kneading table I have seen has been 
quite recently painted. If the table 
was used for kneading, its top would 
not have been painted. Some bread 
makers kneaded the dough in the 
trough, some on the top. 

A piece that I have found very use- 
ful is made by putting a narrow skirt 
with simple bracket base on a plain 
dough trough. Such a piece, with the 
cover sixteen inches above the floor, 
makes a convenient receptacle for 
kindling wood, sewing, magazines, 
overshoes, and welter in general. 

Most kneading tables are not 
large; they are compact and sturdy. 
The bread maker required a readily 
portable utility. Dough is comfort- 
ably mixed away from, the fire, but 
has to be placed in a favorable warm 
spot for rising. Stages in the process 
of bread making have to be attended 
to at the right moment, no matter 
what else is happening in the kitchen. 
If a housewife can always command 
space on her table for a dough trough 
she gets along well without a special 
table, though the trough certainly 
must be placed near the fire after the 
dough is kneaded. The idea of placing 
on legs must have flashed into the 
minds of many men and women in 
days perhaps as early as 14650. 


As the dark centuries of the Mid- 
dle Ages and the tremendous strug- 
gles of Church and nobility for mas- 
tery of serfs and control of feudal 
domains ended, men began to breathe 
for themselves, and hope revived that 
at last the immediate future had 
some personal meaning. The endeav- 
or of the worker became personal. 
Hope for himself and his family surg- 
ed again. Man recovered his identity 
as an individual, losing forever, he 
hoped, his mean place as _ military 
vassal and over lord’s minion. His 
daily accomplishment became his. He 
gladly accepted the obligation of pro- 
viding his daily bread. When his wife 
suggested that the old dough trough 
was mighty unhandy, instead of re- 
plying with a shrug that signified his 
attitude -of-what’s the use,he set about 
making the improvement of puttin 
the dough trough on legs.

individual craftsman. 

Early kneading tables undoubtedly 
had only three legs. On an uneven 
earth floor the three-legged table sat 
steadily. Tables, stools, chairs and 
chests with four legs were made 
when level floors came in about the 
beginning of the 17th century. 


Few kneading tables are large 
enough or have sufficient overlap of 
top to serve as dining tables. I have 
owned one very large pine kne 
table; it must have been used in an 
institution. I came on it in the shop 
of a cabinet-maker who had bought 
it for its long wide pine boards, and 
its fine expanse of top. 


Today’s housewife finds the knead- 
ing table useful as an _ occasional 
piece, as a side or end table, and as 
convenient pictyrongne living room 
storage space. The eading table is 
a typical interesting Pennsylvania 
farmhouse antique.

MAIL ORDER ONLY . 
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CALENDAR PLATES 


By THELMA SHULL 


Calendar plates on shelves in the 
kitchen or grouped on the wall in 
the recreation room can spell fun for 

ests and host alike. If you were 
Con between 1907 and 1919 it should 
be a simple matter to find a plate 
with the calendar for your birth year 
on it. Others were made earlier and 
later than this, but the most popular 
years were 1908 to 1919 inclusive. 
Grocers, hardware dealers, and other 
businessmen often presented a plate 
with the calendar for the year to 
their best customers at Christmas 
time. It might be a nice custom to 
revive! 


A Nebraska collector, Albert John- 
son, has nearly two hundred of these 
plates. His plates date from 1908 to 
1929. There are more for the year 
1910 than any others in his collection, 
but 1909 runs a close second. He has 


about six with the combined years 
1911-12 on them. 


The plates vary in size from six 
and one-half to ten inches in diameter 
and most are round with either plain 
or scalloped edge. A few are curved 
out on either side as though for han- 
dles. The arrangement of the calen- 
dars varies considerably. Some plates 
have pictures along one side and three 
groups of the months on the opposite 
border. One of these is a 1929 plate 
marked Enoch and Ralph Woods, 
Burslem, England. Another plate 
from the same year is from Canada 
with an entirely different arrange- 
ment of the days and months. Some 
monthly calendars are arranged 
clockwise around the plate, others 
counter clockwise; and there are var- 
a other groupings by threes and 

ours. 





Calendar Plate Specimens

Attractive plates are those which 
have the calendar combined with 
clocks, giving the time simultaneous- 
ly in New York, Chicago, Denver, San 
Francisco, Sitka, Honolulu, Tokio, 
Calcutta, London, Paris, Rome, ete. 
A plate for 1913 with the clocks is a 
souvenir of Ellsworth, Iowa, and is 
marked on the back W. S. George, 
White Granite. 


Decorations on the plates aside 
from the calendars include flowers, 
cupids, Dutch children, Betsy Ross 
and flag, a dog’s head, horseshoe, In- 
dians, turkeys, horseback rider, cat’s 
head, photograph of two children in 
a cart, Christmas bells, Santa Claus, 
globe of the world, map of Panama, 
flags, an owl sitting on a book, hen 
and little chickens, and other similar 
subjects. 


An English woman from Salem, 
Massachusetts, states that her mother 
formerly owned a calendar plate of 
English manufacture dated 1880. 
Jones, McDuffee & Stratton, pottery 
merchants of Boston, distributed an 
attractive calendar tile in 1895 made 
by Wedgwood in England. 


In 1906 Edward J. Owen of Min- 
erva, Ohio, designed a calendar plate 
which was assigned to the fe 
China Company. In this design Jan- 
uary, February, and March were 
grouped at the top of the plate, two 
in the border and one nearer the 
center; April, May, and June were at 
the right, distributed in the same 
manner, and so on around the plate. 
Many of these calendar plates have a 
merchant’s name and address on them 
as well as a picture and the calendar 
for the year. 


A nine and one-half inch plate with 
scalloped edge for the year 1907 has 
the monthly calendars arranged in 
counter clockwise order around 
border and a colorful floral center- 
piece. Atkinson Company, Complete 
Home Furnishers, were among the 
companies giving away this plate. A 
1908 plate, compliments of an Iowa 
firm, has a picture of a house beside 
a lake with a sailboat on it. The cal-

Roses were also popular this year. A 
hunter with his dog and gun and a 
pheasant were pictured on a 1911 
plate which would appeal especially 
to the sportsman. The Dresden China 
Company made this. 


In 1915 the Jonas Dry Goods Store 
of Los Angeles presented to their 
customers a plate with a map of the 
Panama Canal Zone on it. I have 
seen these same plates with other 
firm’s names on them. Gatun Lake, 
the Canal, and the city of Panama 
are designated. The plate has a scal- 
loped gold edge. January is placed at 
the lower left of the plate, and the 
months read upward and around the 
plate. Homer Laughlin and Company 
of Ohio were the makers of these 
commemorative pieces. The first self- 
propelled boat passed through the 
Canal on January 7, 1914. Commercial 
traffic was inaugurated on August 15. 
and it was quite natural to use a map 
of the district on a plate which was 
made for the Christmas season that 
year. 

These plates are in no wise an- 
tiques, but they are interesting to col- 
lect or to give as presents to those who 
were born in the year shown on the 
plate. They are inexpensive, prices 
varying from fifty and seventy-five 
cents to two or three dollars, depend- 
ing on the age, size, and condition of 
plate. Those plates with age crackles 
in the glaze or having a design partly 
worn off are of little monetary value. 
Enough were well made to stand the 
test of years and these are attractive 
to the hostess who likes variety in 
her tableware.

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WHO SHALL BLAME THEM? 


FRANK FARRINGTON 


Editor’s Note: This article, written 
by an antiquarian of standing, may be 
controversial, but it intelligently ex- 
presses his views. The subject of 
price is vital now and we invite others 
to give their views. 


Would-be antiques buyers are be- 
ginning to walk out of shops without 
buying — after learning the price. 
Who shall blame them? They are 
hesitating to ask the price on one 
thing after another in shops where 
nothing is marked in plain figures. 
Who shall blame them? They are 
resentful at finding prices fantasti- 
cally high in dingy little places that 
offer little in the way of variety in 
real antiques and even less in ser- 
vice and knowledge of antiques. Who 
shall blame them? 


The selling of antiques either is a 
standardized retail business or it is 
not. If it is, buyers have reason to 
expect that some of the same rules 
that apply in other branches of re- 
tailing should apply to antiques sell- 
ing. The large shop with ample stock, 
well displayed and intelligently ar- 
ranged, shown to customers by people 
who are informed about period furni- 
ture, pattern glass, all sorts of early 
Americana, priced with some relation 
to initial cost, selling expense and 
actual value, neatly wrapped for de- 
livery—such a shop may be expected 
to serve the public as specialty shops 
in other fields do, charging a proper 
profit for what it offers. 


But in antiques the well equipped, 
well managed shop, is often selling 
for less than the glorified junk haven 
where cracked Syracuse china or 
chipped Heisey glass is high amongst 
Warner’s Safe Cure, Hostetter’s Bit- 
ters and Atwood’s Jaundice Elixir 
bottles, accompanied, it must be ad- 
mitted, with some pieces of really 
nice pattern glass. 

If, in antiques merchandising prac- 
tices, there is no relation between 
efficiency and deficiency, who shall 
blame the “consumer,” the ultimate 
purchaser, for feeling that price mak- 
ing is simply a matter of charging 
all the traffic will bear? 

In shop after shop there seems to 
be no price system at all. The dealer 
quotes all prices “out of her (or his) 
head” and can it be possible for any- 
one with a stock of hundreds of items 
to remember—yes, actually remember 
—the price paid for and the set sell- 
ing price of everyone of those items. 
Who shall blame the public for doubt- 
ing it? 

One can scarcely help wondering 
where the inexperienced little dealers 
get their ideas of prices. Here are 
some of the ways the prices are es- 
tablished by dealers who have no way 
of knowing what a thing is worth. 

In the anxiety to find out what can 
be asked for an item, and in the fear 
of selling it for less than the very 


top price, the dealer, or more likely, 
a “picker-up,” “shops around.” He 
visits all the available antique shops 
and finds out what they ask for such 
an item. He may even write to a well 
known dealer asking if he has such 
and such an item and how much it is. 
He poses as a possible purchaser— 
who would be as much afraid to buy 
as he is to sell. 

He takes two or three small folio 
Currier & Ives prints to someone he 
thinks knows about them and is told, 
“That Noah’s Ark picture (with a 
long tear, a hole, a crease and little 
margin) is ‘worth thirty dollars.” 
Then he is going to ask that or more 
and probably will have the print for 
a long time, perhaps forever. 

Or an acquaintance comes in and 
says, “Don’t sell that coverlet for less 
than seventy-five dollars. I saw one 
fetch that at an auction.” Well, the 
coverlet that brought $75 was bought 
by a bidder who was influenced more 
by sentiment than by actual value. 
The dealer would never get more than 
$40 for such a coverlet. 

Another helpful suggestion comes 
from the caller who picks up a blue 
china plate the dealer was asking 
$3.50 for and says, “My cousin’s got 
one just like that she refused twenty 
dollars for it the other day.” As a 
matter of fact, the dealer’s plate was 
one of those historical plates im- 
ported about 1900, made to retail for 
$2.50 to $3. The “cousin’s plate was 
old Staffordshire of about the same 
scene and the cousin wouldn’t sell it 
at all because it was a family piece 
and the nearest she came to being of- 
fered $20. was when someone said. 
“Would you sell that for twenty dol- 
lars?” A lot of “Would you sell it?” 
offers aren’t really offers at all. But 
the dealer at once boosts the price 
of his plate to $20. 

More inexperienced dealers have 
hiked up the price on this or that to 
an exhorbitant figure just on the 
strength of something seen or heard 
or imagined by some acquaintance 
with no knowledge at all of antiques 
values. 

Every time the inexperienced deal- 
er hears of a high price being asked 
(and perhaps never secured) on some 
such article as he has, he boosts his 
price and he boosts it a little higher 
than the quotation, to be sure of 
being on the safe side. And then 
someone can honestly quote his price 
and the upward spiral is on its way 
to new heights, but not necessarily 
to new sales. 

With no buyers’ strike organized or 
in contemplation, there is an in- 
creasing tendency in antiques for 
people who know and want good 
things to walk in and ask prices and 
walk out again without buying. The 
people who have been buying freely 
of antiques for a few years because 
they have plenty of money and found 
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it was the thing to do, are finding 
other things they would rather have. 
The people who really love antiques 
and want them know what such 
things are worth and, even though 
they have the money, object to being 
imposed upon—for that is what it 
seems like to them. 

I have recently seen in country an- 
tiques shop such prices as $400 for a 
six-leg drop-leaf table not refinished 
and with warped leaves. A fair-to- 
middling “bar-room” chair for $37.50. 
Gone-with-the-wind and_ student 
lamps at $75 to $125, which must re- 
turn the dealer something more than 
a modest profit. 

One can scarcely condemn these 
fantastic prices as dishonest, no mat- 
ter what it cost to buy the things, 
but one may condemn such pricing 
as being mighty poor judgment; 
based on getting while the getting is 
good. Well, the getting on such a 
scale will not be good for long and 
some will be left holding the bag 
when the public acquires as much 
judgment about buying antiques as 
it already has acquired about buying 
food and clothing. 

They say prices on antiques won’t 
go down because such things are be- 
coming impossible to get. Well, are 
they? Or is it merely becoming hard- 
er to get them for what ver 3 are 
worth. In the main antiques do not 
go out of existence anv more. They 
drift into collections, into dealers’ 
stocks. They fall into the hands of 
people who furnish their homes with 
them and there they may stay until 
a family breaks up, loses its money, 
or a younger generation comes on 
that does not care for old things. In 
time a large percentage of them come 
back on the market. Almost any 
dealer will admit that he can go out 
and buy all the good, bad or indiffer- 
ent antiques he needs—if he will pay 
the prices asked. That is the nigger 
in the woodpile—Price! And it is 
not all scarcity that elevates prices. 
It is the desire on the part of every 
dealer or householder to get out of 
om piece the very last- possible dol- 
ar. 

In no other retail merchandising 
field can a business be successful on 
a basis of all the traffic will bear. It 
cannot continue indefinitely to be suc- 
cessful in antiques buying and selling 
on that basis—even though we admit 
that this business is different from 
others. It is a retail business and as 
such it must be subject to the princi- 
ples of trade and commerce. If the 
people who own the backlog of an- 
tiques in homes persist in asking 
more than they are worth and if 
dealers continue to pay those prices, 
matching them up with the prices on 
other things bought cheaply, who 
shall blame the public for walking in 
and walking out again without buy- 
ing ?.

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The Collector and the Housing Crisis 


By E. D. COLLINS 


The housing crisis has much more 
than an academic interest to many 
hobbyists. They, are faced with an 
immediate decision when they get the 
dreaded notice to vacate property: to 
sell their collection, give it away to 
a relative who may not appreciate it, 
or place it in storage, with the atten- 
dant risks. 


Before giving way to panic, how- 
ever, it is ‘well for the collector who 
is faced with this problem, to ap- 
proach it calmly. It would be rash to 
take some irrevocable step, such as 
a forced sale of a collection when 
there may be some other way out. 


First, it depends on the type of 
material being collected. Obviously, a 
stamp or coin collector may not have 
the worries of a book collector. The 
latter, who would be hardest hit if 
forced to vacate, especially if he had 
an extensive collection. The packing, 
disposal or storage of books is per- 
haps the knottiest problem of them 
all. A hobbyist who collects antique 
furniture or household effects like- 
wise would be faced with a grave de- 
cision. Dispersal to relatives, or 
storage in a commercial warehouse 
is not pleasant to contemplate. 


If a collector cannot afford to buy 
a new home—if he can actually find 
one reasonably priced, or cannot find 
one to rent—he is faced with one of 
two alternatives; sale, or gy or 
dispersal of his collection if it is in 
the above category. Sale is unthink- 
able if he prizes the work of years, 
only to be the court of last reso 
Some collectors forced to sell, attac 
a rider to the deal, stipulating the 
option to rebuy at a later date, of 
course, repurchasing at a loss but 
this being part of the price of the 
fix he is in. Those who find they must 
store, since they do not wish to sell, 
select a warehouse concern of known 
reliability, ‘where the premises are 
carefully guarded and all possible 
precautions are in effect. Others 
lend their collections to museums or 
institutions on an indefinite basis, 
with a clause in the arrangement, to 
recall the material at any time. How- 
ever, many institutions are already 
badly crowded for storage and this 
may not prove a solution to those 
who would prefer this type of 
storage. 


If a collector is forced to sell, it 
is desirable that a good price be ob- 
tained since conditions may be such 
that he may not be able to regain 
possession at any forseeable time. 
Many times, a collector finds another 
hobbyist in his own field who will 
buy and pay a good price. If a dealer 
is. involved, there is practically no 
chance whatever for the hobbyist to 
repurchase his material. Dealers are 
the main avenue for distribution and 
dispersal and they are not in busi- 
mess for their health. and not for a 
hobby, but to make a profit. That is 
perfectly legitimate. Let the collector 
who is compelled to sell, and finds 
that only a dealer is willing to pay 
his price, understand that he stands 


practically no chance to get back 
what he is selling. 

Storage of a collection with rela- 
tives is another avenue of escape, if 
a hobbyist is unwilling to sell his 
prized possessions. But this entails 
risks, too. Usually, an attic or a por- 
tion of an attic, is turned over to 
him, and he must take pot luck with 
such things as extreme heat, and 
cold; mice, squirrels, wasps, spide 
flies, moths, and other denizens Q 
attics. In order to avoid trouble with 
the relative, and to keep pez 2 in the 
family, it ought to be unaerstood that 
storage is at the “collector’s risk.” 

Storage in a commercial ware 
house, of course, is the ideal answer, 
but as this runs into considerable 
money, many hobbyists may not be 
in a position to pay for the service. 
Here, even temperatures are main- 
tained; watchmen are on duty, and 
every human precaution is taken a- 
gainst insects, dust, theft and fire. 

Last but not least, let the collector 
make sure that he’ actually has to 
move before he succumbs to the panic 
of a distress sale of a collection. 
Vacate-notices in many communities 
involve considerable time even before 
there is any threat of legal action for 
regaining possession of an apart- 
ment, house or flat. In some states, 
it is all but impossible to evict unless 
for cause. 

Many collections do not lend them- 
selves to storage, nor do they take up 
~nch space. Fortunate indeed is the 
hobbyist who finds that when he must 
seek a new home, need not bother 
about the housing crisis.

There is good sprinkling of pub- 
lishers in both houses of Congress 
now, including men of both parties. 
They realize that the paper situation 
is getting to a point where it can 
permanently affect the business. Let 
us suggest that Congress lose no time 
investigating the mountains of paper 
that the Government has stored. The 
policy of the Government has been to 
take from ten to twenty per cent of 
the output of every mill in the coun- 
try and store it against future needs; 
the idea being that they should help 
themselves to plentv so that it will be 
available for propaganda purposes or 
used for fodder by New Dealer tax 
eaters; or possibly on which to print 
money. Pass a bill at once directing 
Government department heads_ to 
cancel all paper orders for 1947. Put 
that into industry and watch prices 
fall! Few realize that the Army re- 
quisitioned 20% of all the meat pro- 
cessed as well as other food-stuffs, 
and the same has been stored for 
possible Government use—a_ great 
deal of which has spoiled or deter- 
iorated. Try canceling these huge 
orders for even six months and watch 
prices tumble and watch speculators 
run for cover!

Col. McCormick of the Chicago 
Tribune asked his readers to write 
him their opinion about keeping the 
islands that we captured from Japan. 
They got something like 1,250 letters 
in one day. That is running pretty 
close to HOBBIES’ pulling power. 
He did not get a‘ letter from us, altho 
we approved of his plan, but we 
wanted to qualify our statement. 

We think the public should be ap- 
prised of the fact that everyone on 
those islands will have to be carried 
at a loss on the backs of the Ameri- 
can tax payer. If we don’t look out, 
and quickly learn how to govern other 
races, we will soon have the inhabit- 
ants of these islands spoiled by living 
at our expense and spending their 
lives watching the planes and ships 
come in. Right now complaint is made 
that the inhabitants of these islands 
no longer live in their native villages, 
but swarm round the military in- 
stallations, living easy off the largess 
of the military personnel. That is 
going to cost the people of this 
country a lot of money and it is 
going to lower the import trade of 
copra, rubber, shell novelties and 
many other commodities. 

Will the Tribune write another edi- 
torial and tell us how we can avoid 
having a load of expense on us to 
carry these islands for 50 years, per- 
haps, while the war material becomes 
obsolete? 
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You homemakers who are going to 
the grocery stores and the meat 
shops and you men engaged in busi- 
ness transactions every day will real- 
ize what a problem we have had con- 
stantly confronting us. We had to 
get increased revenue or decide what 
course we were going to take other- 
wise. 

In the first place, our increased cir- 
culation justified an increase in ad- 
vertising rates. There was no reason 
for the advertiser to get 40,000 cir- 
culation for the same price he was 
paying for 30,000. So we decided to 
put up our rates. That situation did 
not last long—prices kept on going 
up, so on July 1st we were forced to 
make another increase. We again 
chose to increase advertising rates 
because we were now driving on to 
the 50,000 mark. If we could get 
paper, we could go over that! 

We discussed these problems a 
great deal here. We are “agin ’em.” 
We always allow that when you raise 
prices your action may haunt you 
some day when you are going to have 
to lower them, and then you are 
going to have more grief to go 
through. Some say, “Don’t fret so 
much, you either will have to face 
these situtations that are beyond 
your control now or make your de- 
cision as to what action you are 
going to take when faced with a red 
ledger sheet.” 

This company has always taken 
pride in careful planning and pru- 
dent management. We put away our 
depreciation money so tnat we can 
buy adequate, speedy, modern machi- 
nery as soon as it is on the market 
and our old machines wear out. We 
put away in a reserve fund every dol- 
lar that you have paid us that might 
have to be returned to you in case 
the magazine did not, for any reason, 
continue; but we never thought it 
sensible to run a business in the red. 

In recent months we have, like 
most of you, been constantly dis- 
mayed by the trend our economics 
have taken. When it seemed that we 
were in a desperate fight for our 
existence, we kept up a policy of in- 
flation instead of managing so that 
our money carries a degree of re- 
erect. All this prosperity is phony— 
it is built on money that may become 
‘worthless. And many a business man 
and corporation is raising prices need- 
lessly. A little determined sacrifice 
now would pay big dividends later in 
less destructive adjustment. 

With last month’s issue, we return- 
ed to our book-back form. We are 
hoping soon to go over 200 pages— 
many in colors. We are hoping again 
for the day we can mail in envelopes. 
We plan a magazine that a dealer, 
for instance, could take to his bank 
and astonish the banker at the ex- 
tent of the antique business—con- 


vince him. of its dependability and its: 


worthiness of confidence and oc- 
casional credit. 

In years back, before HOBBIES, 
the flimsy little magazines that 
floated around were more of a dis- 
credit and disgrace than anything 
e'se. There is no American industry 
that needs occasional credit as the 
antique industry. We had planned to 
take the leadership and put a solid 
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rock of confidence underneath the 
whole industry so that it could ca 
on, through regular channels of cred- 
it. 

Most of the newspapers raised 
from 3c to 5c without notice. Some of 
the national magazines jumped from 
10c to 25c scarcely giving notice. 
Paper that we used to buy at five 
cents a pound when we first started 
has today doubled and in some in- 
stances trebled in price. Press rollers 
have been very reasonable so far— 
they have raised only 25%. Metal has 
gone from twelve cents to twenty 
cents in the past few days. Glue has 
doubled. How can we even keep 
going without raising our prices? 

HOBBIES has always had compe- 
tition, although most of it has been 
long since interred in the graveyard. 
A new one usually springs up just 
after another is buried. They usually 
give you 8 pages at $2 per year. But 
‘we have always had big competition 
as well as small. People who thought 
we were getting a swell head when 
we raised our advertising rates to 
the level that our circulation justified. 
were disappointed and incensed be- 
cause they had to pay more money 
for much less when dealing with 
these magazines that soon went out. 

But counting these bigger maga- 
zines together with the 10 newcom- 
ers averaging 8 pages—write them 
down and add them up for yourself 
—you would be paying $27 a year 
and you would be getting an average 
of 162 pages per month in all of them 
as against 176 pages in HOBBIES. 

We have always held that Ameri- 
can business men have had more luck 
than anything else; they just grew 
up with an expanding country. Lots 
of them did not become a success 
through resourcefulness. Many’s the 
time I thought all they knew was 
raising prices. I was editor of my 
first magazine at the age of 21 and, 
with luck equalizing itself up and 
down, I became known as making quite 
a success in these specialized maga- 
zines. In those early days I was very 
much tempted to put a motto on all 
of our literature-—“We do not rob 
our customers.” We saw instances, in 
many of the lines we served, of the 
tremendous profit from _ business 
made mostly through high pressure 
selling. Sometimes to this day I wish 
I had adopted the above motto and 
kept it. 

We had felt certain that the change 
would set in by now and things 
would begin to get cheaper but they 
have gone just the other way, as you 
all know. Can’t you give us $3 a 
year for HOBBIES on our promise 
that we will put the subscription 
price back down just as soon as the 
material and labor that goes into it 
enables us to do so? We determined 
when we made our last raise that be- 
fore we would make another wé 
would cut the number of pages to 
what we were getting paid for. On 
long reflection that would be a shame. 
We would have to eliminate more or 1es8 
advertising and leave out some of the 
valuable reading matter. As _ plentiful 
as money is, we cannot believe that our 
readers would want it that way. 

It is pretty hard, after all we have al- 
ready gone through, to try to plan 4 
large, improved—and inspired magazine 
—under the pineh of making ends meet!

Tiffany Favrile Glass 


One of the most interesting col- 
lections to be placed on the market 
lately was that housed in Laurelton 
Hall, Cold Spring Harbor, L. I., New 
York, and belonging to the Louis 
Comfort Tiffany Foundation. Lauren- 
ton Hall was Mr. Tiffany’s home and 
into it he fitted his famous collections 
from all over the world. 

The catalog of the sale of the col- 
lection, prepared by the auction firm 
of Parke-Bernet Galleries, Inc., New 
York, portrayed the vastness of the 
art objects and fine taste of this great 
American artist. 

The introductory notes in the cata- 
log were prepared by Hubert Nichols, 
artist and president of the National 
Academy of Design and Director 
of the Tiffany Foundation; who 
stated: 

“Louis Comfort Tiffany succeeded his 
father and grandfather as head of the 
great firm of jewelers bearing his name. 
His absorbing interest was art. He 
traveled extensively, painted and col- 
lected, particularly the art of the Orient 
and Near .East. It was therefore. natural 
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that he organize the Tiffany Studios in 
the late 1880's and thereafter devote his 
entire time to the creative and experi- 
mental work of that organization. He 
had studied the famed windows of the 
great cathedrals and concluded that the 
height of perfection had been reached 
in them. He began experimenting in 
glass from an entirely new point of view 
and many beautiful and original ec- 
clesiatical works were the result. Also 
the Studios experimented in ornamental 
glass. Inspired by the ancient Phoenician 
glass. Mr. Tiffany created the famous 
favrile glass, which became much in 
vogue and proved to be an enormous 
asset, 

“In 1919, he conceived the idea of the 
Tiffany Foundation, to give students of 
art the benefit of study in the beautiful 
surroundings of his estate, Laurelton Hall, 
at Cold Spring Harbor, Long Island, and 
the inspiration of his extensive collec- 
tion of art objects. Many artists, now 
well known, were among those who 
benefited by this generous opportunity. 
Until his death in 1933, Mr. Tiffany 
devoted much of time and interest to 
the conduct of the Foundation. 

“With the advent of war, the normal 
functioning of the Foundation became 
impossible. It was then decided to offer 
the estate to the government for war 
purposes. This offer was accepted by 
the Office of Scientific Research and De- 
velopment and from 1942 to the end of 
1945, important work was done for all 
branches of the Armed Services. 

“For some years, it had become ob- 
vious that the ever increasing cost of 
maintenance was impeding the purpose 
for which it was created,—the en- 
couragement and education of art stu- 
dents. Securing the permission of the 
courts, the Trustees decided upon a re- 
organization of the Foundation. This 
necessitates the liquidation of Laurelton 
Hall, its buildings and their furnishings, 
including the notable collection of rugs, 
objects of art, and paintings. The pro- 
ceeds of this sale will be added to capi- 
tal funds, the income of which will be 
given in grants of cash to worthy art 
students, enabling them to travel and 
study. The Trustees feel that this 
method will fulfill Mr. Tiffany’s desire 
to help the student in a much broader 
and practical way.”

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CHINA PARADOXES 


By BILL KANE 


1. Take for granted that Stafford- 
shire china bearing a British regis- 
try mark and number was made after 
1883. Therefore if the registry num- 
ber happens to be 1776 or other fig- 
ures forming what would be an in- 
teresting date, if it were a date, do 
not think you have made a marvel- 
ous find. Recently I was offered two 
evidently late Victorian vases, by 
dealers in widely separated localities, 
each with the date 1770. Each piece 
was worth no more than $7.50, but 
the asking price was nearly ten times 
as much. Each dealer had paid very 
well for his vase. Dated china is in- 
deed unusual. I have been a careful 
looker at china for 35 years and have 
never seen a piece of china bearing 
an early date except in museums. 

2. English China marked NEW 
HALL is old and rare. China marked 
OLD HALL is not very old, and is 
‘worth only the intrinsic value of each 
piece, that is it has no value to a col- 
lector. 

8. I have yet to be convinced that 
any student has proved conclusively 
that the crossed swords mark was 
first used on Dresden china. I think 
the very delicate mark in blue, on 
comparatively modern Dresden 
(Meissen), that positively was intend- 
ed to represent a pair of crossed 
swords was seldom used elsewhere. 
But a hurriedly made cross, with the 
lines off center, with a small tab ac- 
cidentally made as the stylus was 
lifted from the potter’s “dough,” is 
not the same thing, though often it 
looks like the crossed swords mark. 
This double check mark sometimes 
identifies very fine Staffordshire 
china, and some of it greatly resem- 
bles early Dresden. I have, in fact, 
never tried to contradict a student 
who was sure it was Dresden. Do buy 
the qualities you like in china. You 
are likely to obtain some mighty fine 
specimens moderatly priced, for, of 
course, marked china costs more than 
unmarked. I have seen sets of old 
Staffordshire, sometimes containing 
as many as sixty pieces that had al- 
ways been in the possession of fami- 
lies of the current owners, with only 
one piece in a dozen marked I have 
even seen dark blue historic Stafford- 
shire without any mark: At the time 
of making the mark on this china 
‘was an asset, because it had buyer ap- 
peal and dealers needed the markings 
to help them sort their stock correct- 
ly; its absence indicates how easy it 
was for china to escape marking. 

4. I have never seen any genuine 
Canton china that 'was marked ‘“‘Can- 
ton.” This lovely old stoneware, with 
a hard glaze that withstands wear 
and scratching, sometimes is marked 
with Chinese characters. The only 
china _ marked “Canton,” in my know- 
ledge, is a lovely old flowing blue 
Staffordshire floral pattern. 

5. Ironstone is not porcelain, but I 
have seen a plate marked “Ironstone” 
that was translucent, that had a good 
ring when rightly struck, and that 
evidently was a completely vitreous 
china. This piece was Japanese, and 
I wonder what queer reasoning im- 
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pelled the Nipponese maker to make 
an excellent piece of porcelain with a 
term that is rightly applied only to 
semivitrous ware. Of course, if the 
Jap had some knowledge of English 
and thought “Ironstone” indicated 
strong as irofi, he had something! 
Once I recommended “Iron Glue” t¢ 
an inquirer who asked how to mend 
a piece of broken red ware, and I was 
rewarded with “But is it good to 
mend anything but iron?” 

6. Not all china marked Limoges 
was made in France. Excellent porce- 
lain marked Limoges, decorated in 
the discreet manner that was popular 
in the 1890’s, was made in Trenton, 
N. J. I also have the notion that not 
all china marked Haviland was made 
in Limoges, France. 

7. I have seen blue Jasperware 
marked Wedgwood and unmarked, 
that was not made in England by 
Josiah Wedgwood. Some of this is 
Japanese china, and it is easy to iden- 
tify, because it is lighter than the

glass and the lime cleared the glass. 
Too much lime made it smoky. The 
sand used came from Morris River, 
N. J., and the lime from Ohio. The 
soda was imported from England in 
15 ton barrels or casks and later it 
came from Syracuse, in bags, 2100 
weight of sand was used for each 
batch. Some of the metallic oxides 
for making the colored glass were ox- 
ide cobalt, deep blue; suboxide of cop- 
per, ruby red; oxide of iron, dull green 
or brown; manganese, amethyst; pro- 
toxide of iron, green. 

The ingredients, together with bits 
of broken glass were melted in the 
clay pots in the furnace. After being 
melted all night it was ready to be 
blown into the various kinds and sizes 
of bottles. 

An assistant to the blower usually 
gathered on the end of the blow pipe, 
which was a straight iron pipe about 
five feet long, a sufficient quantity of 
melted glass to make the article de- 
sired. It was taken to a stone slab 
and rolled and shaped and blown a 
little before putting in an iron mold 
which worked with a foot treadle. 
Then it was blown to fill the mold, 
and upon the bottle’s removal from 
the mold a ring or rim was placed on 
top. 

A boy would take the blown bottles 
on an iron and then they were placed 
in rows in the annealing furnace 
where the heat was decreased grad- 
ually to keep them from breaking. 
The cooling process took about four 
days. The size of the small bottles 
was up to two quarts. Then came the 
demijohns which held gallons one, 
two, three, and rarely, four. They 
were made in the same way. Later, 
they made carboys, which were of 10- 
11-12-13 gallon size. These wéte made 
in a clay mold. The carboys were 
boxed separately with the top exposed. 
ea are still used for shipping 
acids. 


The demijohns were loaded in wag- 
ons with high flaring sides and carted 
to the cover houses, one of whicn is 
still standing. Henry Zupp, who is 
the oldest living former employee of 
the Glass Works, was superintendant 
of one of the cover houses. Here, or at 
home, women were employed in cover- 
ing the demijohns with reed or willow. 
This feature was of great value to 
families desiring some industrial pur- 
suit at home. The willow used for 
covering the demijohns was raised on 
a lot near the factory. The reed was 
purchased elsewhere. ve 
_The glass wagon was a familiar 
sight going through the village gath- 
ering the covered demijohns, which 
were then shipped away. Most of them 
were shipped by way of the D. & H. 
Canal up the Hudson and through the 
Erie Canal to the West. It was said 
that every covered wagon had an axe 
made at Napanoch, and a demijohn 
made at Ellenville. 

Many of the employees of the Glass 
Factory came to this country from 
England, Ireland and Germany and a 
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large number of their descendants are 
living here today. 


Among the glass blowers who blew 
glass at the Ellenville factory were 
Nial Williams, Ed Acklev John Con- 
nelly, Henry Kelb, Frank Ruckel, 
Thomas Van Deusen, Richard and 
Daniel McMullen. Of those named, 
there are three surviving and living 
in Ellenville today, John Connelly, 
Thomas Van Deusen and Frank 
Ruckel. - 


Envied indeed is the Ellenville resi- 
dent who can boast of an old piece of 
glass made in Ellenville or whose 
father or grandfather made the orna- 
ment which holds so proud a place on 
the hanging shelf or whatnot. 

These pieces have recently begun to 
be appreciated and many a vitreous 
treasure has been brought to light 
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from hidden places in old cupboards, 
cellars and attics. 


The usual amount earned for blow- 
ing small ware ranged from $4 to $6 
per day. The heavy ware or 5 gallon 
blowers received $10 to $13 a day. 


The cash value of the work annually 
finished was about $200,000. A 52% 
dividend was declared to the . stock- 
holders on August 22, 1845, and on 
October 5, 1850, a 50% dividend was 
declared. After this time the divi- 
dends seem to have decreased, until at 
the turn of the century competition 
became so great with other glass fac- 
tories which were nearer their natural 
resources that after many struggles, 
the factory was finally discontinued, 
leaving behind cherished glass me- 
mentoes of a once thriving Ellenville 
industry. 








Bow-Wow-Wow! Whose Dog Art Thou?

Every maker of porcelain or pot- 
tery has made big dogs, little dogs, 
middle-sized dogs and puppies. Per- 
haps it does not matter which dogs 
are which, but collectors like to know 
their dogs’ pedigrees. 


Spotted spaniels with black noses, 
reclining on china cushions. Sitting 
setters and pointing pointers. Hounds 
on the prowl. Scouting Scotties. 
Graceful greyhounds. Whieldon whip- 
pets. Pampered poodles clipped - half 
to their noodles. Dappled Danes and 
bridled bulls. 


Who made ’em and where and why? 

Mottled figures in various breeds 
of canines were made by Thomas 
Whieldon (Wheildon) in the latter 
half of the 18th century. Other potters 
made similar mottled pieces, but none 
quite in Whieldon’s class. 


Rockingham, England, made soft 
paste poodles from 1830 to 1850; half- 
clipped white poodles on dark blue 
base inkwells; fawn colored pugs, 
white and red hounds, dun colored 
terriers and other dogs of the Staf- 
fordshire school. 


Bennington, Vermont, potters made 
half-clipped dogs in the years around 
the 1850’s, a familiar type of which 
carries a basket with the handle in 
his mouth. These were in shades of 
brown, green, olive and even in white 
and have been called Rockingham, 
though not quite a match for the real 
English Rockingham. These Benning- 
ton dogs of 1847 to 1857, were made 
for peddlers to sell at fifteen to 
twenty-five cents. Today they bring 
high prices as rare antiques. 


In all the Staffordshire potteries 
Staffordshire dogs were a common 
product, from the half-clipped toy 
Pomeranians to the huge and some- 
times ungainly great Danes. 


Most of the Staffordshire potter- 
ies turned out dog figures: Wood, 
Walton, Caldwell, Wedgwood, Adams, 
Stevenson, Clews, Stubbs, Ridgway, 
Phillips & Co., T. Mayer, Jackson, 


Rogers, Godwin, Tams, Heath, Meigh, 
Green, Edwards and various lesser 
lights. If the Staffordshire pieces 
were not as well made as those of 
some other manufacturers, they, nev- 
ertheless, have as great an interest 
for collectors in many instances. The 
Staffordshire district reached for 
more than ten miles, covering the 
works of Burslem, Cobridge, Etruria, 
Fenton, Hanley, Lane End, Longton, 
— Stoke-on-Trent and Tun- 
stall. 


Continental potters also made 
dogs, the Hollanders giving them 
their typical Delft blue to match the 
Delft cows. French, Danish and Ger- 
man potteries developed their types 
of dog figures. 


Dog figures have always appealed 
to collectors and seem also to have 
had a special interest for figure de- 
signers. Collectors sometimes collect 
any kind of dog figures and 
they may end by having two or three 
hundred pieces. Other collectors may 
specialize on greyhounds, setters, 
poodles, spotted dogs, or what not. 
Collectors who ‘narrow their field in 
the latter way are often glad to se- 
cure slightly imperfect specimens to 
fill out the collection. 


Dogs’ heads too have their collectors 
who pick up heads made for bric- 
a-brac or souvenir use, for handles of 
canes, umbrellas, riding crops, and 
for mantle or wall ornaments. 


In common parlance all these fig- 
ures of dogs, as well as of other 


animals and people are called Staf- 
fordshire ornaments. Rarely are they 
marked with a manufacturer’s in- 
signia. The earlier figures are hollow 
and open at the base or have a hole 
somewhere in them, but later pieces 
cannot be surely identified in that 
way. Identification of the period is a 
matter for the student of paste, giaze, 
subject and color. Most collectors are 
satisfied to leave source indentifica- 
tion to those who have a just claim 
to be called figurine experts.

DRESDEN - MEISSEN

No one who possesses beautiful 
Dresden porcelain, call it china if you 
prefer, need worry over the fact that 
it was made at Meissen, some 14 miles 
away and is more properly called 
Meissen. The name Dresden was 
quite generally used in English speak- 
ing countries in referring to the prod- 
uct and has a greater appeal to the 
imagination. Both cities are situated 
on the Elbe in Saxony. 

It was Johann Friedrich Bottger 
(Bottcher) who began the production 
of hard paste or true porcelain at 
Meissen in 1709 after a long series 
of experiments. This young chemist 
had discovered that the use of kaolin 
(caoline), a pure white dry clay 
would produce a porcelain resembling 
that which had been coming from the 
Far East from the time of Marco 
Polo. Legend has it that Bottger 
found kaolin first in a sample of a 
wig powder, but history declares it 
was discovered in tne earth on land 
belonging to one Schnorr, a hammer- 
smith at Aue, Vogtland, Saxony. 

As early as 1710 a quantity of 
Bottger’s stoneware and a couple of 
samples of his porcelain were sent to 
the Easter fair at Leipzig, but dealers 
were not attracted, probably because 
the ware itself and the completed de- 
signs were too crude. 

At about that time Bottger was 
writing King Augustus II, Elector of 
Saxony and King of Poland, who had 
lived in France long eough to develop 


a taste for the fine arts. He told the 
King he could “produce good porce- 
lain with the finest glaze and paint- 
ing in such perfection that, if it does 
not surpass the East Indian, it cer- 
tainly equals it.” That was promis- 
ing a good deal when it is considered 
that at that time he had made only 
some imperfect experimental pieces 
and as yet had done nothing to show 
that he could apply color work suc- 
cessfully. 

The King, however, was interested 
and he appointed his goldsmith, Irmin- 
ger, to help get results and Bottger 
co-operated with him, declaring, “Ir- 
minger, he is a right man; he under- 
stands the work.” 

Royalty was quick to see the advan- 
tage of having a monopoly of the 
production of fine porcelain in Europe 
and Bottger and his formula and his 
equipment, along with the workmen 
who knew the process, were moved to 
the Albrechtsburg Castle, the for- 
tress of Meissen, there to become 
virtual prisoners, lest the secret of 
porcelain be acquired by other fac- 
tories. People in countries adjoining 
Saxony and elsewhere throughout Eu- 
rope were developing a growing 
“chinamania” and beginning to want 
Meissen pieces. After some vain at- 
tempts by outsiders to acquire the 
secrets of the process by various un- 
derhanded methods, in 1718 a work- 
man yielded to bribery and with assist- 
stance, got away to Vienna, from 
which place the secret was carried to 





Meissen (Dresden) porcelain and bronze mirror plateau and garniture. “Temple of Love” 
with garlanded columns and trellised cupola in the porcelain, entwined with porcelain flowers. 
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Hochst and Venice and in time be- 
came anyone’s property. A matter 
of fact, it never had been a real se- 
cret, if Europeans had but known it, 
for in the East the process had long 
been common property. 

Bottger had originally secured the 
King’s interest years before by declar- 
ing he could make gold with the aid 
of the philospher’s stone. The King 
had financed his experiments at Dres- 
den from 1701 to 1709 without seeing 
the color of gold, though he had in- 
vested thousands of thalers_ in 
equipment, factories and labor. Just as 
the King was reaching a point where 
he must have questioned seriously the 
sincerity of Bottger, the latter con- 
fessed to him that he could no longer 
promise any gold. Evidently however, 
Augustus II felt that his genius and 
his already partial success with porce- 
lain were worth a good deal to Saxony 
and, under the king, he was finally 
made the responsible head of the 
Meissen works and so remained until 
his death in 1719. 


—o— 
Meissen Production Really Begins— 

The first of Bottger’s Meissen porce- 
lain was simply a fine white ware 
which was distributed only as the King 
gave it to his friends. When the ap- 
plication of color began it was with 
simple gold decorations of an imper- 
fect sort. It was a goldsmith, Funcke, 
who began the gold work. Then, 
about 1715, the painter Pappelbaum, 
and in 1717 Stechmann and Boder 
began working in colors on the best 
ware. 

It was in 1719, upon the death of 
Bottger that Johann Wilhelm Herold 
(Herodt, Horoldt) came to the Meis- 
sen factory and it was he who brought 
order out of the chaos that had 
reigned there during Bottger’s last 
years of dissipation and drunkenness. 
Herold was a painter who had suc- 
ceeded in working in colors on porce- 
lain and he acted as director until 
1731 when the King himself assumed 
that responsibility. He, almost im- 
mediately, brought to Meissen Johann 
Joachim Kandler as a modeller and 
the latter became to the sculpturing 
of new shapes what Herold had been 
in painting them. 

As people began to weary of too 
much oriental decoration, new styles 
came into being. It became popular 
to cover the whole surface with a 
color, save leaving a white panel to 
be filled in with a subject painting 
around which was a gilt framework 
design. The ground color was some 
times yellow, sometimes brown. Yel- 
low was very popular in 1725-27. 
Many flat pieces had cartouches (ob- 
long panels) on the rims, in which 
Watteau subjects were painted, or 
armorial designs. 

A good many pieces were so im- 
perfect as to cause them to be thrown 
out before decorating. These white 
“seconds” or “rejects” were often 
given to the workmen who, though it 
was forbidden, disposed of them out- 
side to inferior artists who painted 
them and sold them as true Meissen. 

In the 1730s began the introduction 
of baroque (barock) styles, irregular 
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Pair Meissen (Dresden) bird statuettes. Crested white hoopoes, stippled in sepia and 
tawny orange, perched on white stumps. 





and peculiar shapes and forms. These 
resulted in ultra ornate pieces, having 
handles, knobs, etc., in various shapes, 
almost fantastic and including heads 
of animals, birds, fishes. Table ser- 
vices were made with entire sets in 
the same meretricious motifs. 


From this baroque style it was only 
a step and a short one to the rococo, 
the quaint, fantastic, tasteless pat- 
terns that prevailed for a time in the 
1740s, following the styles prevalent 
in France in the time of Louis XV. 
And yet it is the Meissen of this type 
that was then and is today greatly in 
demand. It embodied shepherds and 
shepherdesses in Watteau costumes, 
cupids (amorint), which were then 
popular throughout Europe. 


An interesting fact is that Kandler 
who was so fond of the cupid figures 
during the 1730s, 1740s, 1740s, under- 
took what was probably the greatest 
porcelain monstrosity ever planned. 
It was nothing less than an equestrian 
statue of King Augustus III, over 30 
feet high. The statue was never 
erected. 


Since the Meissen porcelain was 
avowedly, from the outset, an effort 
to imitate in materials and decoration 
the porcelain coming from the East, 
it is not strange that the process of 
making the underglaze blue of Nan- 
king was sought and a suitable cobalt 
ore was found in Saxony. But it was 
not until 1739 that it became possible 
to produce a consistently satisfactory 
blue-decorated porcelain. 

It was following this that the 
famous Meissen “onion” pattern came 
into being, to be produced into the 
twentieth century. The pattern was 
not based on the humble onion. The 
fruit that gave the pattern its name 
was really a Japanese peach, or pos- 
sibly the pomegranate. It will be 
observed that, in the earliest pieces of 
this pattern, the tops of the fruits 
point inward, toward the center of 
the dish. Later they came to point 
either way, as the artist happened to 
fancy. Besides the so-called “onions,” 
there are peonies and foliage and a 


border of conventional flowers and 
leaves between rim and center. In 
the middle of the plate would be a 
large aster with thickly leaved 
branches. The pattern was probably 
copied from the Chinese. 

The Meissen factory passed through 
a long period of vicissitudes between 
1756 and 1774 as war and changing 
sovereigns effected business, together 
with increasing competition from va- 
rious European rivals who had 
achieved good results in the ware. 
Meissen lost prestige and not until 
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Frederick Augustus Ii took over the 
government and appointed one Mar- 
colini as head of the factory did condi- 
tions improve. 


The English Staffordshire potters, 
with Wedgwood a chief offender, were 
imitating Meissen and on so large a 
scale that with the market 
becoming overstocked, Marcolini was 
not successful in building up the busi- 
ness. After years of hardship, helped 
out with state subsidies, production 
was suspended for a time in 1810, so 
great was the outcry from the work- 
ers that production was again started, 
making white, undecorated porcelain, 
almost altogether. 


Acier, a sculptor brought from 
Paris in 1764 had been responsible 
for a spurt of prosperity. He de- 
signed the more delicate figures that 
became popular, including the little 
lace figures and the French street 
criers, the latter series rivalling the 
popularity Kandler’s period had 
achieved with its “Monkey Orchestra” 
caricaturing in twenty-one pieces the 
Royal Orchestra of Dresden. 

Acier found it difficult to draw his 
employers away from the idea of pro- 
ducing and reproducing the same old 
designs that had been the backbone 
of the original success of Meissen. 
Acier worked with Meissen for fif- 
teen years and retired on a pension 
that had been promised him if he 
would remain that long. It was dur- 
ing Acier’s career that Meissen made 
for the first time the famous bleu-de- 
roi (Royal blue) and it was also at

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that time that Meissen was success- 
fully fighting back at Staffordshire 
potters with its imitations of Wedg- 
wood’s blue jasper with white relief 
decorations. 

The earliest of the Meissen prod- 
ucts was marked with imitations of 
the Chinese marks, since the effort 
was to duplicate the Eastern ware. 
When Meissen became good enough to 
stand on its own feet, the Chinese 
marks were discontinued and after 
a brief period when no marks were 
used, the crossed swords appeared. 
These, when they became widely imi- 
tated, without apology, by Worcester, 
Bristol, Derby, Caughley, were dis- 
continued. 

It does not appear absolutely cer- 
tain that any Meissen was marked 
prior to 1723. The crossed swords 
while used earlier to some extent, did 
not come into regular use until 1725, 
and until 1740 they were often used 
in conjunction with the letters, “K. 
P. M.” (Konigliche Porcellan Manu- 


faktur), the official name of the fac-’ 


tory. 

In brief, factory marks reliably 
known, were K. P. M. from 1723 to 
1730. Crossed swords, 1725 into the 
present century. “A, R.” (Augustus 
Rex,) 1725 to 1740 on pieces for the 
King’s own use. Cadaceus (Mercury’s 
wand), 1727 to 1735. This last mark 
is exceptional and not definitely men- 
tioned in records. 

The crossed swords, it will be seen, 
do not necessarily constitute a certain 
mark of Meissen or Dresden porce- 
lain. The K. P. M. mark was not to 
be placed on every piece during its 
use, but only on two pieces in every 
breakfast service, viz., teapot and sug- 
ar bowl. Thus it may be understood 
that there was much Meissen, made 
in different periods, that did not nec- 
essarily bear any of the accepted 
marks. 

The crossed swords, when accom- 
oanied by a dot between the handles, 
are held to be indicative of the period 
between 1756 and 1780, approximately. 
The dot gave way to a circle about 
1778, to be folléwed by a star about 
1796, the last being continued until 
1816. These dates are, however more 
or less in dispute and cannot be con- 
sidered exact. 

Now and then Meissen is found 
bearing lines across the middle of the 
swords, sometimes as many as four of 
the lines. These lines were ordered, 
beginning in 1766, placed on all porce- 
lain that passed out of the factory 
undecorated.

She stooped down and opened the 
doors in the lower part of the side- 
board and began taking out Westward 
Ho goblets and Westward Ho sauce 
dishes, one after another, until I 
thought, in my dizzy mind, there would 
be no end to it all.

I counted in 
a daze, two, three, four—eleven. 


“Eleven?” I asked, in a voice that 
sounded far off to me. 


“Yes, eleven goblets and eleven 
sauce dishes.

Yes she had set a 
price in her mind and figured if any- 
one ever came along who wanted it 
bad enough to give her that price, she 
would let it go. Her husband had 
told her if she sold the glass they 
would use the money to take a long 
desired vacation trip. But she had told 
him she would put the money in the 
bank instead. Next time I am out that 
way I am going to stop to see them, 
and by way of making conversation 
I'll ask how they spent the summer. 
I imagine I'll learn which bank they 
patronize! 

Maybe you can tell me whether it 
was Mary’s prayers, the broken mir- 
ror, Friday the thirteenth or the lad- 
der over the steps that led us to that 
Westward Ho. I can’t seem to decide 


for myself. 
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MINIATURE ITEMS IN PRESSED GLASS

Relatively little attention has been 
paid until recently to miniature items 
available in many patterns of pressed 
glass. Wherever these are found, in 
cupboard or attic, they are likely to 
be regarded as “salesmen’s samples,” 
or oddities without much significance 
as mementoes of bygone times. As a 
matter of fact, these miniature pitch- 
ers, plates and mugs were a vital part 
of the life of some child, and could 
they speak their history, would tell us 
a good deal concerning the relatively 
uncharted field of nursery Americana. 
In the course of our fascinating search 
for all types of collectables connected 
with the activities of children we have 
come upon a number of “toy” pieces 
in pressed glass, and—to the extent 
that money and time permitted—have 
tried to possess them. This is not al- 
ways an easy matter, for even in the 
back country where “finds” are still 
to be made, it often takes a consider- 
able persuasion before the owner will 
part with grandmother’s baby plate 
or the “play dishes” of a favorite aunt. 
These stories of former ownership 
help us to place roughly the time when 
such dishes came on the market as in 
the late ’70’s. The surmise is appar- 
ently confirmed by the fact that most 
of the patterns used are from that 
period or later. We have yet to see 
an old trade catalogue in which toy 
sets were advertised as such, and 
would appreciate receiving informa- 
tion as to when these first appeared. 
1870 is probably too late for a “first” 
in this field, for one of the choicest 
collectables in nursery Americana is 
the Lacy Sandwich creamer and sugar 
bowl about two inches high. Certainly 
the sale and use of miniature items 
in presed glass did not gain much cur- 
rency until the last quarter of the 
nineteenth century, and most of the 
glass to be found belongs to this 
period. 

Early pressed glass of interest to 
collectors of nursery Americana falls 
into two groups. The first includes 
mugs and plates used in the actual 
feeding of children; the second minia- 
ture sets used by children in their 
dramatic play of adult living. In the 
first group many patterns of pressed 
glass may be listed which include a 
child’s mug or plate along with their 
other pieces; among the most common 
are Beaded Loop, Beaded Dewdrop, 
Cupid and Venus, Printed Hobnail and 
Jewel. Many earlier patterns such as 
Bellflower, Horn of Plenty and Honey- 
comb have a mug, but it is difficult to 
say whether these were intended for 
children. certainly the small mug in 
New England Pineapple suggests such 
ause. Small mugs in Princess Feath- 
er, Fine Rib and Westward-Ho are 
fairly difficult to locate, but there are 
mugs in many unlisted patterns which 
leave no doubt as to the intended iden- 
tity of the ultimate consumer; marked 
for “little brother” and ‘““mama’s pet” 
or carrying similar whimsies, these 
products of American glass houses 
mark the character of the late Victo- 


rian era as deftly as do the Currier 
and Ives lithographs. Given away as 
premiums like so many other items in 
pressed glass, these mugs seem to 
have come gradually to replace the 
older Staffordshire cups which were 
being imported from England. 


Pressed glass child’s plates are no- 
where near as numerous as the mugs, 
and it is probable these never became 
as popular for eating purposes as the 
Staffordshire plates, coming with gay 
pictures in their center and alphabet 
borders. Lacking these colorful pos- 
sibilities, many manufacturers of 
pressed glass tried for their share of 
this market by bringing out pressed 
alphabet bordered plates with animal 
centers. Occasionally, as in stippled 
Forget-me-not, the plate border was 
made similar in design to the adult 
sets and a baby or animal] head was 
placed in the center. In Lion a plate, 
cup and saucer was made. Practically 
all of the plates came only in clear 
glass, an exception being the six inch 
Thousand Eye plate, with clock face 
and alphabet border. More colorful 
and interesting as a group are the 
pressed glass mugs. They come in 
colors of deep cobalt, aquamarine, 
vaseline, amber, opalescent, and even 
in blue, white and black milk glass, 
Arranged in a window they are par- 
ticularly attractive, and because of 
their relatively small size are desir- 
able to many collectors with limited 
display space. Seeing them together, 
it is easy to recapture the delight 
which those gay objects must have 
engendered in the young owners. 


In making of miniature sets in pat- 
tern glass is a part of that late Victo 
rian solicitude toward the play activ- 
ities of children. As the new genera- 
tion of Hannahs and James grew into 
young girlhood without the ever pres- 
ent sampler stitching, which had en- 
gaged if not amused their mother, 
their attention was turned to elab- 
orate dramatizing of the activities of 
adults around them. And as mother 
was acquiring the gay new glassware 
for her table, what more fitting addi- 
tion to the playhouse table than a min- 
iature set of the same pattern. Enier- 
prising glasshouses were quick to 
seize upon the possibilities of this 
market, and half-size molds were 
made up for many patterns, including 
Hobnail, Currant, Lion, Liberty Bell, 
and Late Sawtooth. The pieces in- 
cluded in the standard set were butter 
dish, creamer, spooner and sugar bowl. 
As has already been pointed out in 
different articles, the notion that these 
were salesmen’s samples will have to 
be discarded. No manufacturer would 
have gone to the mold expense for such 
purposes. Further confirmation of 
their real utility in the playhouse was 
received recently, when a very old 
lady told us she remembered several 
souvenir sets being sold at the Phila 
delphia Centennial for use by children. 
These give us an insight into the play 
of bygone days. 
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GRANDMOTHER’S GARDEN IN GLASS

Grandmother’s garden bloomed 
from May to September. Mine blooms 
throughout the year. For mine hap- 
pens to be grandmother’s garden 
transformed into glass goblets, each 
flower-bedecked stem “collected” hit- 
her and yon, much as grandma collect- 
ed her slips and seedlings and pre- 
cious seeds. 


My glass garden is a mixed bou- 
quet much as was grandmother’s— 
lilies-of-the-valley crowding into rose 
bed, for-get-me-nots nestling among- 
st the daisies, grape and ivy and cle- 
matis hugging the same trellis as 
likely as not. and all manner of odd- 
ments of plant and flower life, even 
to strawberry plant, tucked in here 
and there. A wholly delightful hodge- 
podge, and how we all loved it! 


It happens that I love the soft 
patina of old glass ware, I love the 
feel of it, and I love to use it in my 
table settings for all occasions. May 
I suggest that goblets are a good be- 
ginning for a glass collection because 
they can be used almost anywhere, 
even with dishes that have a distinct- 
ly modern air about them; and, more- 
over, they are not hard to find if you 
do not insist on a single pattern. 

Also, not limiting yourself to one 
flower pattern enables you to col'ect 
for the proverbial song. What other 
people discard, you may find and 
treasure. For you there are finds at 
rummage sales, auctions, church ba- 
zaars. Your mother-in-law just 
couldn’t give vou her old compote, 
that was a wedding present, but that 
one glass goblet—well you certainly 
may have it. 

It is some years since I attended my 
first auction at the home of a neigh- 
bor and family friend, known affec- 
tionately to all of us as Tamte Agnes, 
and there got my first flower goblets. 

Tante Agnes had grown up in 
Stockholm. Her sister was a famous 
Swedish dancer. Poor Agnes was 
cross-eyed and because of this afflic- 
tion she had no suitors from her own 
class of society. Finally, she married 
a handsome laborer who brought her 
to northern Minnesota where the 
pines grew tall and dark. There, on a 
farm, Agnes herded the cows in the 
woods, frequently lost her way, and 
her husband would find her, volumin- 
ous skirts torn by the brush. All of 
her dresses, even everyday ones, 
were silk and had come across the 
ocean in a painted henna and blue 
wooden chest. And at night as the 
calves were fed, Tante Agnes would 
stand by and wipe their . dripping 
mouths with handwoven damask nap- 
kins, a part of her dowry. 

She was very young and gay then, 
80 my Mother has told me, but she 
was a very old lad-- at the auction, 
too old to be allowed to live by her- 
self any longer. But Tante Agnes was 
still smiling, still courtesying. 

At that sale Mother bought a drop- 
leaf table, a feather bolster and a 
walnut cupboard with perforated tin 
doors, remember? In that cupboard 
were six perfect lily-of-the-valley 


goblets. As I look at my one remain- 
ing goblet, sti!l unchipped, I do not 
think of the fact that it was made in 
the Seventies, but I do think of the 
fields of wild lily-of-the-valley in 
Sweden as Tante Agnes described 
them, unforgetably lovely and fra- 
grant. 

Did Tante Agnes choose this pat- 
tern because of that memory, or did 
it just happen to be the premium 
glass that came in her oatmeal box? 
Anyway, my one lily-of-the-valley gob- 
let grew into a set of others of simi- 
lar size and shape, goblets whose 
stems were the same height but whose 
decorations were individual; bleeding 
heart, tulip, wind-flower, open rose, 
Cape Cod, ivy, barberry, thistle, 
cherry, currant, blackberry. acorn, 
pressed leaf. The point is that you 
may combine in a table setting any 
goblets whose general character is 
the same. Those that I have mention- 
ed all have a clear band at the top, a 
flowered rounded bowl, and a simple 
fluted stem. (In a glass garden you 
may pick your flowers extravagantly 
providing you watch your stems.) 

Last March because of distance and 
bad weather I was unable to attend a 
sale in the old neighborhood. Tom had 
farmed his mother’s place, finally 
giving it up in his old age. When his 
mother died a few years before, I re- 
called that none, not even her son, 
knew her exact age. The minister had 
said, “she was a hundred years old, 
more or less.” Remembering this, I 
asked a friend to buy for me the pan- 
try contents sight unseen. My hunch 
was good. Out of the lot, I gleaned 
ten pieces of fine glassware, all au- 
thentic, and gained another goblet 
for my collection. 

Even a husband who doesn’t know 
a daisy button pattern from a sun- 
flower may unwittingly lead you to 
just the piece of old glass you want. 
A few summers ago mine asked me 
to get the second-hand hose advertis- 
ed in our loca! paper. It was that aw- 
fully dry summer and three people 
were ahead of me. I watched them 
buy the hose. the red sofa, the kit- 
chen stove. When they had gone, I 
asked, “Have you any old dishes, glass 
creamers, sugars, saucers, goblets, or 
that kind of thing?” 


“Well now I haven’t thought of 
anything like that for a long time.” 
said the owner. “I remember just as 
well as that day when my grandmother 
put three piles of stuff on the floor. 
Then she said to my two brothers and 
me, ‘There’s one pile for each of you,’ 
and in mine there ‘was mostly glass 
and dishes.” After all these years 
there was still a trace of disappoint- 
ment over his lot. 

’ “Have you got any of them left?” 
I asked hopefully. 

Yes, and I’m through carting that 
stuff all over the country.” 

Piece by piece came out of an old 
sideboard. There was Ironstone china 
and much miscellaneous glass, all old 
enough to be valuable. I sorted out 
what I wanted, refusing two choice 
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pieces that looked crude and imper- 
fect. ‘(I learned later that they were 
really valuable pieces!) 

“Are you sure your wife would 
want you to sell these pieces?” I 
asked, feeling guilty although I had 
paid a little more than he asked in 
price. 

That remark drew fire from kit- 
chenward, an exasperated voice was 
saying: 

“Go ahead, ’twas his grandmother’s, 
not mine!” 

I came home with beginnings of a 
new table setting a little more so- 
phisticated than I had heretofore af- 
forded. These goblets are taller with 
the bowl narrower and _ straighter 
than the others described, the stem 
and foot more elevated, as in the 
panelled forget-me-not, the rose 
sprig, wi!d-flower, flowerband, scroll 
with flowers, and the willow oak. 

Again in collecting goblets for a 
congenial table setting you need only 
remember that the general contour 
must be the same, not necessarily the 
pattern. 

If you like to serve at card tables 
it is comparatively easy to collect in 
foursomes. The ribbed ivy, ribbed 
grape, plain rib, and ribbed bell- 
flower go beautifully together. They 
are the same age (1860) and were 
made at McKee & Brothers, Pitts- 
burgh. Their faces are all ribbed but 
with pattern differences enough to be 
distinguished. They are pioneers in 
American glassware but the ribbed 
bell-flower has the right to boast for 
it was the very first pattern made for 
general table use in America, that is 
in many different forms: tumblers, 
plates, cruets, compotes, etc. I know 
of a bel!-flower spoonholder that sat 
for many years in a neglected corner 
of our church kitchen. Its inside was 
worn rough from spoons. It had been 
designed to fit spoons with shorter 
handles than we use now. I watched. 
over it carefully but at last it was 
recognized. A much younger spoon- 
holder has been substituted for it. I 
do not mind if it is loved for itself, or 
if someone will give it to a museum. 

If you enjoy colored table-cloths 
and doilies try them with milk white 
goblets. At Christmas time there is 
no table more festive than in rich red 
and white; in summer none lovelier 
than cool gree damask enhanced by 
white glassware. Milk glass can be 
found in pineapple, blackberry, straw- 
berry, gooseberry and grape design— 
if you have patience. 

When you have found enough white 
goblets to set your table (Of course 
you know some of the most interesting 
tables are set for just two) it is com- 
paratively simple to acquire the plates. 
Can’t you remember seeing their open 
edges strung with a satin ribbon, tied 
into a bow knot, and nailed up on the 
wall? If your grandmother should 
still have such an old-fashioned front 
room, perhaps she will let you take 
them down, scrub off Niagara Falls 
with Dutch Cleaner, and serve un- 
hulled strawberries on them. 

On a blistering hot day serve your 
iced drink in stippled goblets. If you 
are sitting on a porch or out in the 
garden, and if there is no table set, 
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you may at such a time forget about 
the shapes and sizes, and think only 
of holding a cool glass in your hand 
—the opportune time to use all your 
variants. 

The flower goblets that I have 
spoken of so far may all be completed 
into sets, but many other flower gob- 
lets can be found that were never 
made except in goblet form. These 
are just as desirable for our kind of 
table, and so very much cheaper if 
bought in an antique shop. Could 
ever a drink be more refreshing than 
when served in rose-in-snow, ivy-in- 
snow, out of dahlia, primrose, clover, 
out of wood-flower and forget-me-not 
—all stippled surfaces reminiscent of 
frost? 

For the average person it is most 
fun to collect something which is use- 
ful every day. That is why goblets 
are so much fun. If they are fifty 
years old you may be sure they are 
worth accumulating. That is a long 
unbroken career for anything as frag- 
ile as glass. After the goblets you 
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may be an addict and forced to con- 
tinue collecting egs cups, dessert 
plates, and the like. Good luck! When 
you search your hardest you are often 
disappointed. On the other hand when 
you desire nothing in the world but 
sleep, for instance in a room for tour- 
ists, your most elusive goblet and 
pitcher will be discovered on a table 
by your bed. Sometimes a rival col- 
lector has beat you to it by a few 
hours. The goblet is gone, but better 
yet there is a story there for you—a 
—_ of somebody’s life to be treas- 
ured. 


If your love is history, its progress 
may be traced in glass. Is your hobby 
animals and birds? They too, have 
been pressed into glass. But if you 
love flowers, the old-fashioned com- 
mon ones, you will want to start to 
collect them right away, a heritage 
perhaps, for your grandchildren. For 
yourself you will have an absorbing 
interest, years of pleasure — Once 
More, your grandmother’s garden in 
continuous bloom. 





_ MY OLD GLASS ACCESSORIES

As far back as I can remember I 
have been interested in things that 
are old; old houses, old furniture, old 
letters, books, china, and glass. It was 
a real tragedy to me, when just a girl 
in high school, to return home one 
afternoon and find that my mother 
had cut the old blue coverlet in 
squares to make padding to go under 
the stair carpet! Also, she had clean- 
ed the closet under the stairway, 
giving all old and extra pieces of 
china and glass to old aunt Martha, 
our colored help at that time. The ex- 
cuse was the usual one, the coverlet 
was not good, it had a small hole in 
one corner, the china and glass 
matched nothing that we had. My 
tears did no good, Aunt Martha 
thought I was a selfish child to be- 
grudge her the trash that she packed 
in the clothes basket and carried 
away so triumphantly on top of her 
head. 

The years passed, I married, and 
Aunt Martha was working for us 
again. I tried to locate some of the 
things that were given her out of the 
closet under the stairway; she had 
used and broken them in usage, or 
had sold them to collectors who be- 
came interested before I did. 

I haven’t a real glass collection, 
that is, not a set of glass in one pat- 
tern, but many old pieces of glass in 
use in the different rooms of my 
home. I think I must have a “one 
track mind,” for when I started col- 
lecting about twenty years ago, 
could see only the thing I was in- 
terested in at that particular tine. 
When I was interested in beds, I 
could see nothing but beds, and when 
I was hunting chests and cherry drop 
leaf tables, I could see only chests 
and tables; consequently I passed by 
many lovely pieces of glass, only to 
find later, when I retraced my steps, 
that others had not been so blind. 

It was 1926 that I really began to 
collect the accessories to go with my 





furniture. My twin sons and I had 
gone to Pennsylvania to visit my 
mother who lived near Muncy. A 
friend who had some lovely old lamps 
told us of a “favorite dealer” who 
lived in Milton. One of the twins and 
I took the bus to Milton the next 
day. I purchased two old lamps that 
trip, one tiny one with marble base 
and brass stem with nine shields 
around its glittering glass bowl, 
which I use on my desk in the library. 
The other has a milk white stem and 
base with an all over diamond pat- 
tern around its bowl. This one I use 
on the dresser in my bedroom. That 
type of lamp is not found very often 
in central Missouri where I have al- 
ways lived. Many other trips to Mil- 
ton proved interesting, as I knew 
little about old glass, and the “An- 
tique Lady” was most gracious and 
generous with information. She also 
gave my little boys milk glass rooster 
and hen covered dishes to encourage 
them. to eat their breakfast eggs. 
These dishes have served their pur- 
pose and now occupv a place in the 
corner cupboard with the cake plate 
which belonged to my son’s great- 
grandmother, the pineapple salt and 
covered milk glass compote which I 
also found in Pennsylvania. I attend- 
ed a sale in Muncy during this visit 
and bid on a pair of frosted glass 
vases with perfect decorations in red, 
green, and gold which became mine 
for a small sum. They are not the 
bulbous type but are straight sided 
and flare a little at the top. They are 
on each side of my clock on the man-, 
tle in the living room. 

When I returned home in the fall, 
my friends were enthusiastic about 
the things I had brought home and 
asked me to have the “Antique Lady” 
at Milton get certain pieces for them, 
which was the beginning of a small 
“sell on commission” business taken 
care of in my home. When a barrel 
of glass came it was a real event. 
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Many of my choice pieces came to me 
in this way, such as the lamp with 
all original prisms, marble base, 
brass stem and small thumbprint 
bowl which the man in Kansas City 
said was one of the finest he had 
ever wired. I also acquired the lovely 
thumbprint lamp with marble _ base, 
brass stem, and tulip shade. Yet I 
did not keep any Lion glass as I had 
intended doing. I would select a piece 
from the next shipment. That time 
never came, but the “depression” did 
come and as this is an agricultural 
section, money could not be spent for 
unnecessary things. I could not sell 
the glass I had on hand, so I re- 
turned it to the “Antique Lady,” end- 
ing my little “antique business,” but 
not the love of handling, placing, and 
caring for old things. 


I must tell you about my mille-fiore 
paper ‘weight and blue lamp, and how 
they became mine. We have our auc- 
tion sales on Saturday afternoons 
down town on the public square. An 
old colored woman’s household goods 
were being sold on this day, so as 
usual I went down to poke among 
her things to see if there was any- 
thing that would interest me. I spied 
the paper weight in a basket with 
jar tops, chipped saucers, and other 
junk. Of course I appeared disinter- 
ested and hoped there would be no 
one else there who thought an old 
paper weight worth buying. Luck was 
with me. Although a small bid had 
been left with the auctioneer by a 
lady in the country, the paper weight 
became mine for less than a dollar. 
It is a very nice one. A few years 
ago a similar one was shown in 
“House Beautiful” and dealers have 
tempted me many times, but my re- 
sistance is not worn down. . .yet. 


My neighbor had the blue lamp a- 
long with many other beautiful old 
things which I never expected to own. 
The bank holiday, and invalid son, 
the urgent need of cash, and a few 
notes hastily written and passed 
back and forth by the children of the 
family brought me possession of the 
lamp and some pieces of old furni- 
ture I had coveted. This lamp is the 
only one of its kind that I have seen 
in this locality. It is of milk glass 
with the base and stem white, the 
double bowls with match holder be- 
tween are blue. Again, my “one track 
mind” could see only the things I 
had always admired most, so I lost 
two cranberry hobnail pitchers. One, 
which had been given my neighbor 
as a wedding present, she thought so 
pretty that she bought a smaller one 
to go with it. My sister-in-law bought 
the larger one, and when I see it on 
her table it seems to reproach me 
for not keeping it with its old com- 
panions. 


As I said, I have no complete set 
of old glass, but I am sure there 
could be no more real enjoyment de- 
rived from. one pattern than I get 
from my different and varied pieces. 
As I go from room to room I hesitate 
long enough to have another look at 
the milk glass in the corner cup- 
board, and the two “Daily Bread 
Sheaf of Wheat” plates, one of which 
was given me by a favorite aunt 
many years ago. There are the old 
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bottles in the window, the vaseline 
hen sitting on the shelf where the 
light is just right, the cup plates now 
used as ash trays (every one is cer- 
tain they are going to get broken), 
the thumbprint sugar bow] filled with 
candy, and the Argus Victoria cover- 
ed compote that is my. particular 
pride and joy. The last thing I see at. 
night and the first in the morning is 
my little blue hobnail pitcher which 
partly compensates for the loss of 
one of the two in cranberry. 


The little twin boys who “hoped 
mother would never find another an- 
tique” are grown, they too appreciate 
and love the old things, even at times 
taking my place at sales. My house is 
full. I think I am not going to get 
another piece, though I have definite- 
ly not made that statement. One has 
to leave a loophole, for it would take 
entirely too many explanations if a 
bargain or an interesting pieces should 
present itself. Perhaps it is just as 
well that the intensive search in the 
surrounding country and among the 
populace is over, for now my brother- 
in-law will not have to make good 


his threat of having a guardian ap- 
pointed for his wife and me. . .but 
that is another story.

AURENE 


Many collectors have been inter- 
ested by the unusual and beautiful 
metallic-like glass in blues or golden 
glints which has appeared in so many 
shops during these part few years. 


The primary identification has been 
simplified by the marking of the 
pieces, which usually bear both the 
words Aurene and Steuben. The glass 
was made by the Steuben division of 
the Corning Glass Works at Corning, 
N. Y., from 1906 until 1933. Although 
the ware is patently not antique, it is 
eminently worth the attention of any 
serious collectors of American glass. 
Although it resembles very much the 
Tiffany glass which many collect to- 
day, it is an independent process 
worked out in England by its inventor, 
and was independently produced in 
America. This remark is included 
for the benefit of those who have of 
late been claiming that Tiffany glass 
was a Corning product. 


The inventor of Aurene glass was 
Mr. Frederick Carder, whose inven- 
tive genius and flair for design have 
put America in the position of lead- 
ing the world in the production of fine 
and exquisitely designed glass. Mr. 
Carder, English by birth, was appren- 
ticed to Northrup, the great English 
plaque-maker, and spent his early life 
in the manufacture of ceramic prod- 
ucts. When he came to America in 
1903 he brought with him the idea for 
Aurene glass, on which he had been 
working before that date. 


_ The chief distinguishing character- 
istic of Aurene is that it is a metallic 
glass, containing the rare metals, sil- 
ver and gold, in solution. Its very 
name, which was compounded by Mr. 
Carder is derived from auwr—gold, and 
ene—indicating sheen. In the produc- 


tion of the glass the metal is kept in 
solution during the melting and work- 
ing until the object is completed. 
When finished, the metal is reduced to 
a metallic state on the surface by re- 
ducing gases and flames. After this 
has been accomplished the piece has a 
very bright and shiny metallic sheen. 
The piece is then sprayed while hot 
with another metallic chloride which 
crinkles the metallic surface into thou- 
sands of fine lines. Simply stated, the 
final process is one of subjecting the 
surface to a controlled process of 
cracking, since a fragment of the glass 
will disclose that the crinkling is ac- 
tually a series of fine cracks. 


Many examples appear which are 
cased on either the inside or outside 
in glass of another color, cream and 
blue being favorite colors for this pur- 
pose. These cased pieces achieve a 
delicacy of design and feeling un- 
equalled in most glass. 


The collector of Aurene will hear 
many fantastic tales as‘ evidence of 
the reason for removing the glass 
from production. Mr. Carder ex- 
plained it to us as simply reflecting a 
trend in taste away from colored 
glass, which had been widely and 
cheaply imitated, to crystal pieces. 


Like Picasso, who during his own 
lifetime is assured of a place among 
the immortals of art, Mr. Carder has 
during his own achieved the distinc- 
tion permanent ranking high in the 
small group of great glassmakers of 
all time. Certainly Aurene has played 
no little part in bringing about that 
recognition.

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Our Nineteenth Century Glass Industry 


By R. C. ROLFE 


Of all the information to be gain- 
ed about the glass which we collect, 
and about its manufacture, there is 
none quite so helpful or quite so 
fascinating as that which embodies 
the contemporary opinion. How, we 
are able to learn did the public of the 
time feel toward the glass which we 
have so enshrined in our collections 
and homes today? There are many 
valuable lessons to be drawn from this 
information, not alone in evaluating 
the glass of that century, but perhaps 
to teach us better to evaluate and ap- 
preciate the ware of our own time, 
and to discover what, of the thou- 
sands of attractive products of to- 
day’s manufactories. will be worth 
preserving for the collectors of the 
future. 


Aside from all these benefits, there 
is a particularly satisfying feeling to 
be gained from knowing that the 
sources at hand are uncolored by the 
glow of age, and that the opinions 
expressed are merely those of a re- 
porter whose job it is to give a clear 
and unprejudiced report of an in- 
dustry that, at the time, was one of 
the first in America in importance, 
prestige and promise. 


The sources which are _ readily 
available are those old bound maga- 
zines which are ever available to por- 
tray for us again, with all the vivid 
actuality of authority, the times 
which are past. If we are to attempt 
to gain a fair contemporary impres- 
sion of the glass industry, we must 
employ different types of journals, 
appealing to varied types of readers, 
and we must, as will be learned later, 
search as avidly for negative evi- 
dence as for positive. Negative evi- 
dence, can, in this case, tell us more 
than direct statements. The absence 
of mention of glass in pages which 
deal primarily with the conduct of 
the home must tell us that in the 
reader group of that publication there 
was absolutely no fashion for the 
ware. Again, asewe will show, the 
absence of scientific discussion of ad- 
vancements in the production of glass 
in a journal devoted to that purpose, 
must prove a period of comparative 
stagnation, or, as we rather should 
infer, a period in which the gains of 
the past were being solidified, and 
progress was in the application of 
know, rather than in the search for 
new, principles. This eloquent testi- 
mony to the absence of anything of 
sensational news value at a given 
time is borne out again and again by 
the historical facts which establish 
our chronologies of American Glass. 
This is not an attempt to trace public 
reaction to the glass industry through 
the whole period, nor even to isolate 
any one erra and establish it as typi- 
cal. It is an attempt to choose at ran- 
dom two or three periods and to 
check the opinions of only those 
journals which would be readily 
available to the average collector. 
There are many publications for ex- 
ample, the Reports of the Franklin 
Institute, which will throw a new and 
often completely different light upon 








long accented facts. It is our sole pur- 
pose to establish a method by which 
research can be accomplished, and to 
introduce some representative con- 
temporary opinions as typical of the 
opportunity open to other investiga- 
tors who may choose a highly refined 
field for their labors. 

Any old magazine will amply repay 
the time spent in search of material. 
Let us first examine a volume of the 
Scientific American. The one at hand 
is Vol. 2, from September 1846 to 
September 1847. Before it is possible 
to understand the eloquent silent 
testimony of a publication it is nec- 
essary to seek out all the direct evi- 
dence. 


We know that glass was an import- 
ant subject of scientific thought at 
the time from the constantly recur- 
ring comments to be found in this 
volume. Aside from any specific re- 
ports there is a continued series on 
glass in general which traces it from 
its supposed origin according to Pliny 
through the period of publication. We 
may infer from: this that the readers 
of this magazine were seriously in- 
terested in glass, and that it was a 
subject of sufficient general and time- 
ly appeal to justify the inclusion of 
a detailed history of the field in a 
magazine whose chief purpose was to 
report the new discoveries in science 
and industry. This then leads us to 
the conclusion that the era of the 
40’s was one when, for almost the 
first time, Mr. Average Citizen, and 
even more, Mr. Part-Time Scientist 
were sensing a vast and untenanted 
field for investigation and work. Also, 
to look ahead a few paragraphs, we 
soon learn that the new discoveries in 
glass are very few indeed, and only 
one important patent is recorded dur- 
ing the—period. We learn that such 
progress as is being made is, in the 
most part a public announcement of 
hitherto private and trade secrets, 
and attempts to find new applications 
of the old knowledge of glass. This 
leads us to our determination of the 
value of the silent or negative testi- 
mony of the volume. We infer, as 
above suggested, that there is no 
particular need at the moment for a 
completely mew approach to the 
manufacture of glass. We feel, after 
perusal of the pages that there was 
no new and daring person in the field 
of American production glass, but 
that his absence at the time was due 
completely to the need of people who 
were administrators and impressarios 
rather than research scientists. Many 
substantial gains had been made -in 
the decade just past, and this was a 
period of consolidation. 

The most. significant announce- 
ment, significant, that is, to us as col- 
lectors, was the one which follows. 
It appeared on November 21, 1846. 
IMPROVEMENT IN GLASS FURNACES 

This improvement consists in extend- 
ing the fire place and flame chamber en- 
tirely around, so as to encompass the 
melting pot, instead of placing the fire 
place on one side of the pot, as is the 
custom in ordinary glass houses. Invent- 
ed by Demming Jarvis—entered Oct. 3. 
How important was Deming Jar- 
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ves, or Demming Jarvis, as they 
spelled it, and how important was 
his new patent to the editors of the 
Scientific American? The announce- 
ment appears at the bottom of a col- 
umn devoted each issue with patents 
on the improvement of bridges, a 
device allowing a railroad rail to be 
reversed as it becomes worn, thus 
giving a longer life, improvements in 
tidewater mills, in mechanical pen- 
cils, and a treadle pump for a shower 
bath. This is a rather unflattering 
position for a man of Jarves’ pre- 
sent stature to find himself allotted. 
Yet, it shows us several things. First, 
that the discovery was of sufficient 
importance to rate a position as a 
separate notice, rather than being al- 
located to the columns of fine type 
which recorded the majority of pat- 
ents, and second, that it was of suf- 
ficient importance to gain this promi- 
nence on merit alone, without the ap- 
peal to the imagination which char- 
acterize its fellow inventions on the 
page. In truth, of all the inventions 
recorded in the column this alone 
seems to be of any real and per- 
manent value. The others are of the 
sensational, human-interest value 
sort. They make good copy but are 
of little value. 


To us, this announcement means 
Ahat Jarves was after all the great 
man of American gilass.’It was he 
who was constantly seeking new and 
better methods of production, just as 
it was he who was first to see the 
possibilities of the pressing machine. 
It tells us that this glass business in 
which 'we are so interested was of 
sufficient public interest in 1846 to 
cause the inclusion of a dull and 
routine renort of a new vatent on a 
method of firing as a news item, 
rather than as a mere line among 
the many patents of the day. 


Next in the same volume we en- 
sounter a series entitled “The Manu- 
facture of Glass.” This is a story of 
giass which is frankly designed to 
enlighten the layman, and it includes, 
in its opening chapter a definition of 
terms, and a description of the tools 
with which a workman is equipped. 
In a second part of the story we find 
a complete listing of the types of 
glass in production with a typical 
formula for each. Here, as we are to 
find later, the writer deals mostly 
with the actual production of win- 
dow glass, inasmuch as the blowing 
of this type of glass was one of the 
most spectacular sights to be found 
in a factory, and one which, we re- 
gret, can not be.seen by our genera- 
tion. In a desire to show the pro- 
duction possible in a given branch of 
the industry, the writer has cannily 
chosen the ovroduction of bottles. 
These, he says, were blown in a 
mold, and required no further atten- 
tion than the application of a neck. 


‘ Here a blower, a workman, and a 


gatherer could produce 120 dozen 
quart bottles in 10 hours, an average 
of about 2% per minute. This was 


—consistently done in glass houses, and 


in some plaecs, according to the arti- 
cle, production was limited to 3 bot- 
tles a minute, in order that the 
quality of the bottle would not be 
slighted. It then states that the duty 
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on English bottles had been recently 
removed, and an idea of the price of 
these bottles could be obtained from 
the cost of English bottles, quarts. 
Production figures on the English 
works seem to have been more readi- 
ly available, for we learn that it cost 
about 14 shillings per gross to pro- 
duce the bottles at the works. This 
figure is then broken down and the 
actual cost of the glass by weight is 
considered. Manufactured quart bot- 
tles appear to have cost only 7L per 
ton. The cost of workmen and inci- 
dentals was deducted, and the figure 
for the actual price of bottle glass 
given as 5L per ton. 


Here we must pause, and consider 
the implications of these statements. 
They, in those days, valued most 
highly the crown and plate window 
glass. The cost of bottles is given as 
an indication of how ridiculously little 
such a product costs, yet today we 
value most highly of the products dis- 
cussed, the bottles. Evidence is again 
presented to prove that the collector’s 
items of the future are the goods of 
general use today. An_ interesting 
point is that made of the English bot- 
tles now coming duty-free. If, at that 
time it seemed advisable to lift the 
duty on English bottles, several 
speculations seem in order. Was the 
consumption of glass bottles so in- 
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occupy itself with the beautification 
of its output, and to attempt to cap- 
ture the public fancy through color. 
We find an explanation of the process 
by which overlay is obtained, and a 
set of partial formulae indicating the 
material which was employed to give 
color to glass. Of especial importance 
is that statement that ruby is ob- 
tained from oxide of gold, but that 
it is a color which is neither obtained 
nor retained with any certainty. In 
fact, the writer continues, the modern 
glass-maker is quite at a loss for 
this color. There can be no doubt, he 
says, that the ancients obtained this 
color, and a much finer color, too, 
from the use of sub-oxide of copper. 
This art, he savs, has been lost for 
centuries; the difficulty being the pre- 
vention of this substance from per- 
oxidising. The article further states 
that because of these difficuties, ruby 
is a color that was used seldom at 
that time. 

We are to find later in our in- 
vestigation that the problem of a 
satisfactory ruby glass has been 
solved, but even at a later date 
neither inexpensively nor with com- 
plete satisfaction. e

no longer handle it? Had a tariff been 
imposed to protect an infant, and 
economicaly speaking, an inefficient 
industry?

Had the American glass in- 
dustry progressed to the point Sr 
it needed foreign markets for its dis- 
tinctive wares, and had tariffs abroad 
been imposed upon our goods in re- 
taliation, so that it was necessary to 
allow English bottles duty-free ac- 
cess to this country in return for the 
privilege of foreign markets for our 
glass? This latter seems reasonable, 
especially in view of the known ex- 
port, at about this time of lacy glass 
from both the New England Glass 
Co. and the Sandwich works. Yet we 
must realize that the arranging of a 
protective tariff is a job requiring a 
great deal of influence, and the evi- 


siderable publicity throughout the 
volume, so we must believe that there 
was a great deal of public interest in 
the development at the time. The 
chief problem in this work was to 
produce a fine clear base, free from 
bubbles, and to provide, in the ap- 
plication of the enamel, for flux, to 
insure that the colors will not fuse 
under the successive heat treatments 
which are essential to the processs.

of workers, enough to offset the pos- 
sible loss to the consumer.

Whatever 
the reason, we must further realize 
the necessity for viewing bottles, 
with some question, if we feel them 
to be products of the period after 
1846.

confirmed in a paper read before the 
British Association of Arts and Scien- 
ces by Mr. Osborne, a_ well-known 
chemist of his period.

A point of greatest significance ap- 
pears further in this series. First we 
find that the glass-minded of the day 
were primarily concerned with color. 
This indicates, of course, that the in- 
dustry had so far progressed as to 
have passed the point of pure utili- 
tarianism, and could now profitably

We find recorded also that a Mr. 
Burdick of Albany had just invented 
a new process by which to manufac- 
ture glass from clay, giving many 
colors, and an especially high lustre. 

Some of the projected plans we 
find rather fantastic, we must wonder 
if they really were, in the light of 
today’s developments in glass. For 
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example, we learn that Paris was 
about to roof two entire streets with 
glass, a project of great expense and 
equal vision. Were the editors wrong 
in believing that a project of such 
merit would spread, until in most 
cities the principal shopping areas 
would be completely covered? This 
writer thinks not. If subsequent gen- 
erations did not profit by such sound 
suggestions, it is to their -lack of 
vision that the blame must be placed, 
but not attributed to any flight of 
can in the mind of an editor in 
1 i 


If this is not enough to convince 
us of the applications of glass to the 
life and necessities of the day we learn 
that in England ruby glass is being 
substituted for the ebony keys on 
pianos. In Bridgewater, Mass., a Mr. 
C. H. Packard had for some time 
prior to this announcement been 
working on the same project, and had 
lately obtained the American patent. 
The editors of the Scientific American 
believe that this is a highly desir- 
able suggestion, and wonder only if 
the glass can be as firm to the touch 
as the wood. 

Perhaps the neatest summation of 
the miracles which were being 
wrought in glass is found in the fol- 
lowing notice which we quote. . 


GLASS PENS 

Wonders will never cease. Glass is 
now made into all sorts of things, There 
is cloth manufactured in England of 
glass, and it has even been used as the 
mainspring of a chronometer, and an- 
swered well for such a purpose. But for 
a pen to be made of glass, who would 
have believed it? Yet it is so, and most 
excellent writing pens they are, It is well 
known that with a flux of lead in com- 
bination with the silicon, in right pro- 
portions, that glass can be made very 
ductile. These pens are now becoming 
not uncommon and they are perfectly 
anti-corrosive by the most impure ink. 

The implications of the foregoing 
paragraph are .too broad to require 
pointing, but it is especially note- 
worthy that in 1846 glass cloth was 
being woven. In a future article we 
shall show how this practice had be- 
come common by the eighties, and 
that it was a favorite amusement of 
glass workers to fashion scarves and 
even neckties from glass fabrics, 
which by that time they had learned 
to make. This is an interesting point 
to remember the next time you read 
the virtues of today’s discoveries in 
glass extolled. 

In a crude manner, ventilation was 
attempted, for we find in the same 
year that a patent was granted on 
a This consisted only 
of panes of glass with holes regularly 
arranged, and drilled on an upslant, 
to provide a circulation of aid. True, 
this is not a practical solution of the 
ventilation problem. but if suffices to 
show that the people of that time 
were aware of the needs, and of the 
potentialities of glass to fulfill those 
needs. 

The editors comment upon the 
gratifying progress which was being 
made by the Albany Agate and Glass 
Works. They were at that period 
about to undertake the production of 
plate glass. It was the opinion of the 
editors that this concern, which had 
men of recognized scientific ability 
at the helm, must be successful in

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Silver Spoons—My Suppressed Desire

close to the hardy pioneers and the 
idealist who had a mission to make 
Kansas a free state. We had an in- 
born courage to meet hardship. We 
felt always personal responsibility 
for our own welfare and the public 
welfare as well. I wonder if our 
grandchildren ‘will have what we had 
or will these glittering promises of 
security soften character. 


The food was plain and so was the 
white ironstone china. The “silver- 
ware” was usually teaspoons of a 
metal called German silver—so were 
the serving spoons, but in that day, 
the big spoons were called tablespoons 
always. The knives and forks were 
plain steel blades and tines with 
black wooden handles. Most every- 
one had a sugar shell and butter knife 
of platéd silver and usually a set of 
plated spoons. This plated ware was 
most always “Roger’s 1847.” This 
Roger’s plate was brought out 
when we had special company for sup- 
per. At such times to go with the few 
pieces of plated silver, all this black 
handled cutlery had to have the steel 
blades polished. We didn’t rush into 
town and buy polish endorsed by Good 
Housekeeping and sold accompanied 
by opera over the radio. No, we simp- 
ly pulverized a fragment of old red 
brick and used this brick dust for our 
polishing powder. 


In the towns, life was simpler than 
today, but much more sophisticated 
than in the country. Everyone of any 
social rating had a castor in the cer 
ter of the dining table. The table was 
always kept set and covered over with 
cheesecloth with a hem _ feather- 
stitched in turkey red. The tall castor 
helped a great deal in keeping the 
cheesecloth cover from dipping into an 
open sugar bowl or a cut cherry pie. 
A pickle castor was brought out for 
special occasions. Sometimes, most 
gorgeous of all, a silver butter dish. 
Many people even had napkin rings of 
interesting design. Cute figures sup- 
ported the ring— owls, squirrels, 
butterflies and little children were all 
used and they are prized antiques to- 
day. : 
Before the turn of the century, I 
went to live with a favorite aunt and 
uncle. He was a country editor and 
they traveled a lot. Passes were very 
freely given on all railroads in that 
day. They went to all the National 
Editorial meetings and to all the 
great expositions. All of these won- 
derful big cities they visited were 
often discussed at the company dinner 
table as the quests commented on ‘the 
souvenir spoons served with the des- 
sert. These spoons, mementos of far 
away places, were sterling and kept 


polished iike new. The “Roger’s 1847’. 


spoons also polished nicely. I was 
twelve years old and had the privilege 
of polishing all of these spoons. We 
used whiting moistened with gaso- 
line and applied with a soft cloth and 
“elbow grease.” I loved doing this 
modest task and I have never ceased 
to enjoy the bright shining silver grow 
brighter and brighter in my hands. I 





loved too having the nicer things to 
use. Now that I have been married 
forty years, I continue to be suscept- 
ible to silver spoons. 


On my honeymoon to the Portland 
Exposition. I brought souvenir spoons 
all the way out and back. I didn’t stop 
buying spoons until I had a dozen for 
the trip. They never went out of style 
for me. I continue to buy a nice one 
once in awhile. All of my souvenir 
spoons are divided into sets accord- 
ing to size for my daughters to own 
and use some day. 


One set of spoons I prize very high- 
ly were given to me by a dear friend 
who had no children of her own. They 
were handmade for her mother by an 
old, old man. He was among the very 
last of such  silversmiths. These 
spoons were company silver and so 
they will be used by me. My friend, 
Kitty Jackson, had a story to tell of 
old “Uncle Hiram”, the silver crafts- 
man, as solid in faith as his spoons 
were solid of silver. The church people 
of their Iowa town were having a 
great union prayer meeting to pray 
for rain in one of the devastating 
drouths. Dear “Uncle Hiram” came to 
church with his umbrella! 


The prize of all my spoons is a table 
spoon of nice heavy weight, of beautti- 
ful craftsmanship. The distinguishing 
feature of this prize antique spoon is 
a peg or pin one-fourth inch long on 
the back of the handle. It is set at 
right angle to the handle of the spoon 
just after the handle grows wider. It 
is for the utilitarian purpose of keep- 
ing the spoon from slipping down into 
a bowl of applesauce or a dish of 
mulligan stew. It is so heavy I expect 
to use it on my table for everyday 
and just who will have it later, I’ll 
decide some other time. I bought it 
in Connecticut at an interesting road- 
side antique shop in a converted old 
red barn. The dealer told me it was 
made by a Philadelphia firm well over 
one hundred years ago. I never have 
seen another one like it, either in a 
shop or museum. I would like to know 
if others have seen such a spoon. 


The spoon next in interest, to this 
museum spoon with the peg, is a little 
mustard spoon of Georgian silver. I 
found it in a lovely antique shop in 
Frankfort, Kentucky. The quality is 
good and the hall mark of the best of 
silversmiths, but the heart interest 
for me was my own family crest en- 
graved on the handle. The dealer 
couldn’t remember where or when it 
had been purchased. None of our 
family ever lived in Kentucky that we 
have known. Surely a lot of romantic 
interest is attached to this little spoon 
so far removed from the ancestral 
home in England. 


Since moving to Kentucky, I have 
found a spoon with my own family 
crest. 


A set of “Old Newbury” teaspoons | 
covet and I am hoping this very 
minute that they are written into my 
friend’s will for me. The story my 
friend tells about these spoons of her 
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mothers has what editors call “reader 
interest.” Ruth Taylor grew up a prim 
little Quaker maid in Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania. She married and came 
to Kansas in the days of drouth and 
srasshoppers. The white rose bushes 
she brought from her grandmother’s 
home in Bucks County died in the hot 
vind and the mortage on the farm 
yeighed heavily on her heart. When 
her twenty-fifth weddine anniversary 
arrived, with all the hardships, she 
vas a happy wife and proud mother. 
One daughter was in a Kansas col- 
lege and one in Cornell getting her 
master’s degree. Ruth was bravely 
content with her hard life on the 
farm. This was all comprehended by 
a dear old Quaker lady back in Bucks 
County ‘who remembered the sweet 


little bride on her wedding day. She 
would also remember her twenty-fifth 
anniversary. From Bucks County, she 
wrote to Kansas—‘Dear Ruthie: Al- 
ways I have known thee from the 
time thy dear mother died. Thee has 
always been like one of my very own. 
It is twenty-five years since thy 
marriage to Fred and I want it to be 
thy silver wedding anniversary as it 
should be. We have not been too pro- 
sperous, but I am sending thee a set 
of sterling silver spoons. Use them 
and remember that I know of thy 
sterling character and nothing but 
sterling spoons would do for thee.” 
The name of this sainted Quakeress, 
I do not know, but the memory of her 
generosity and sweet thoughtfulness 
will inspire me all the rest of my 
days.

thing, a pack rat as it were, I natural- 
ly brought out after a sufficient stir- 
ring a few nice things.

Occasional- 
ly if things looked encouraging, I 
retired to the back porch and wood- 
shed. Once I snooped in Auntie 
Blank’s cupboard in East Mouse, 
Pennsylvania, and was rewarded for 
my foresight with two utterly pre- 
cious luster pitchers. This period of 
peering in windows and stopping the 
car in every village and hamlet went 
on for some time. Even if my collec- 
tion of glass wasn’t growing my am- 
bitions most emphatically were! 


The truth is I hadn’t bought a 
thing. I was still looking and hav- 
ing a gorgeous time. Every place I 
went I got no further than another 
look around. I wasn’t even trying to 
inform myself. I hadn’t read Ruth 
Webb Lee or as much as visited a 
museum. I couldn’t recognize the 
much chatted about Westward Ho 
and had only a fair idea as to what 
lacy Sandwich glass looked like. My 
friends discussed their Lion, Thou- 
sand-Eye, and Wildflower sets, and 
here I was with not much more than 
a compote I couldn’t call by name and 
a cake stand that. was just lovely. I 
was asked to look for a Milk Glass 
Blackberry Creamer when all I knew 
was what a blackberry looked like. 

And now comes the _ interesting 
chapter in my quest for glass. An old 
warehouse in my possession was to 
be torn down. Things stored for years 
and uncalled for were left at my dis- 
posal. An exhilarating treasure hunt 
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awaited me and I approached it with 
a curiosity like unto Pandora’s . 

The final result of my glass orgy 
was that I now possessed some lovely 
American glass. Mostly, I didn’t 
know what it was. I was sure I didn’t 
have a Stiegel piece or a cup plate. 
The grab bag at the church social 
was a mere bagatelle compared to 
what I took from barrels, trunks and 
bread-boxes. On a Tuesday I drew 
from a box a blue, semi-opaque, 
crinkled-edge banana stand. On 
Wednesday a cranberry pitcher—so 
plump and verfect—followed by six 
tumblers. And so it went on for a 
good many days. It was a grand 
game and when I finallv finished and 
my collection was washed and polish- 
ed, I knew I had something that I 
should enjoy—-something for which I 
had a real feeling. 

Today there is something so homely 
about my glass. Most of it is only the 
“garden variety” of pattern, however, 
I have a deep regard for it. I didn’t 
put my glass behind cupboards. It is 
out in the open, where I’m using it. 
It makes my home more attractive. 
My celery jar goes every place about 
the house and is used for everything 
but celery. The Moon and Star com- 
pote looks best on a walnut wine 
cabinet, showing its reflection in the 
mirror. The green compote I keep at 
the beach with small glass balls in 
it. The milk-white eagle and boat are 
on the glass shelf at the beach, and 
my amber hen looks lovely in the 
west window when the sun is low. 
The twelve square blue saucers are 
beautiful for candy, as they have so 
much charm and quality. 

Then finally I like to conjure in my 
mind where my glass may have come 
from. It’s real to me when I know it 
was cherished by someone, some 
place long ago. There’s pathos back 
of my Thistle covered butter dish or 
my Grape spoon holder. My Tree of 
Life dish hints of romance. I know 
there was something spiritual about 
the owner of a candlestick shaped as 
a crucifix. Maybe the Hobnail goblets 
were used when the parson came to 
dinner on a Sunday. Maybe the 
Horseshoe pickle dish came as a soap 
or coffee premium. Maybe my coffee 
tonight will taste better for having 
the cream and sugar served in a pre- 
cious blue sugar and creamer that 
was wrapped in an old quilt that I 
found in a trunk. It will taste better 
to me, at any rate.

the new venture. As proof of this we 
learn that the Albany Agate Door- 
knobs were of exceptional quality, 
and evidenced the ability of the firm 
to produce a superior grade of any 
kind of glass. It was suggested, how- 
ever, that these knobs ought to be 
polished by some less expensive and 
more efficient method than was then 
employed, and the editors, again, 
suggest through their columns to the 
management of a glass house that 
they investigate a better method of 
production. If this is not conclusive 
proof of the interest which was wide- 
ly felt in the progress of the glass 
business, we can find no better. 

Further on in the volume we learn 
that the future of the glass business 
as it then existed would be in grave 
doubt if the European reports of a 
new treated paper proved true. This 
paper was presumed to have all the 
qualities of glass except its tendency 
to break. If the report is true, we 
learn, there may exist an answer to 
long search for malleable or unbreak- 
able glass. = 

We know that the answer did not 
lie there, but we have seen an at- 
tempt to substitute paper bottles for 
glass in which to deliver our milk, 
and have purchased fruit-juices this 
way in delicatessens. As to the fea- 
ture of unbreakableness in glass, we 
are reminded that in three legends, 
all of which are constantly recurring, 
this discovery is presumed to have 
been made. Under a Roman Emperor, 
under a Doge of Venice, and under 
Cardinal Richelieu, a workman is sup- 
posed to have reported that his, and 
his alone, was the secret of malleable 
glass. In the first two cases, the ruler 
assured himself that no one else 
shared the secret, and then had the 
man put to death. In the latter case, 
the Cardinal had the man imprisoned 
for life on the theory that his dis- 
covery was detrimental to the French 
glass interests. In our day, in the 
very month in which this is written, 
we learn that a newsreel contains an 
illustration of a new and successful 
malleable glass. At any rate the dis- 
coverer is not to suffer death for his 
work, but whether this is the long- 
awaited invention remains to be 
proved.

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EMPIRE FURNITURE DESIGNERS 


By LARRY FREEMAN 


The last “grand style” in antique 
furniture design has been called var- 
ious things in different times and 
places. In France it was called Em- 
pire, after the reign of Napoleon and 
we most frequently think of the 
massive, pawfooted and brass de- 
corated furnishings of the early 19th 
century by that name. A more de- 
licate version in England is known 
as Regency. In America we speak of 
Federal Period furnishings, or sim- 
ply make the attribution to its chief 
designer, Duncan Phyfe. 

The real heart of this whole move- 
ment was undoubtedly in France. 
After ten years of disorder under 
Revolutionary control, there arose a 
man who, first as Counsel and later 
as Emperor, brought order out of 
chaos. National finance was restored, 
roads and waterways developed, ed- 
ucation and the fine arts encouraged. 
The one strong governing idea of 
those times was the belief that what- 
ever was practiced under the long 
oppressive monarchy was of doubt- 
ful virtue, if not certainly wrong. Not 
only was there to be an overthrow 
of long-established order in political 
realm, new forms of art must also 
be devised, if possible as original and 
contrasting as those of the new 
government and social order. To em- 
phasize the break with the past, 
public and private buildings were 
given anew treatment as well. Chosen 
architects and artisans, acting under 
decrees of the once Counsel, now Em- 
peror, gave zealous attention to new 
ideas in design, decoration and fur- 
nishings. 


These men determined to seek the 
fundamentals of their art in the an- 
tique or classical motif. They visited 
Greece to study her ancient build- 
ings. Pompeii furnished them with a 
wealth of home interior details which 
they adapted or copied. Mass, almost 
to the point of a masonry effect, was 
the first-glance impression given by 
the new “pure” style, which they 
effected in furniture. Broad unbroken 
areas were sought on which to mount 
finely wrought and gilded brass or- 
naments. Use of human and animal 
heads or feet ‘was common in this 
brass ornamentation. Chests looked 
like boxes, beds like a sarcophagus 
and chairs became heavily upholster- 
ed and massive. 


It is customary for lovers of the 
Chippendale and Sheraton periods of 
furniture to decry the empire style 
which so quickly replaced them in 
popular fancy. But because Empire 
furniture was substantial, much more 
of it stood up and came down to us 
than with the earlier periods. And 
we must remember that Empire, too, 
had its great designers and its prize 
exhibits which spell perfection to the 
connoiseur. 


Most prominent and_ talented 
among those active in the Empire 
furniture in France were Pierre Fon- 
taine and Charles Percier. Fontaine 
was appointed chief architect to 
Napoleon. He and his partner design- 
ed many interiors and the accom- 








panying furniture. They left a clear 
record of their ideals in design and 
of their regard for their predecessors 
in a book published in 1812. This book 
on furniture and interior decoration 
had a tremendous vogue in France, 
in England and even in America. It 
is the Bible of the Empire Style. In 
the opening pages, Fontaine and 
Percier express themselves as fol- 
lows; “The past century displays the 
meanness, falsity and insignificance 
of its taste, in the gilding of its 
woodwork, the outlines of its mirrors, 
the contortions of its chairs, as in the 
miscelinear plans of its buildings and 
the affected compositions of its paint- 
ers.” Their contempt for the past was 
matched by a great respect for things 
Greek and Roman. They say, “It 
would be vain to seek for shapes pre- 
ferable to those handed down by the 
Ancients. In them can be seen the 
reign of the power of reason, which 
more than anyone thinks is the true 
genius of architecture, of ornamen- 
tation and of furniture.” 


True to their ideals, Fontaine and 
Percier forsook the dainty furniture 
of the Louis XIV and XVI periods. 
The nearer they could come to a box 
or an oblisk the better they liked it, 
They went in for sharp corners and 
plain surfaces, veneered in such a 
way as to conceal the necessary 
framing of the piece. Mouldings and 
overhangs almost entirely disappeared 
and the true functional lines tended 
to emerge. Elaborate carving was 
gone from furniture, and in its place 
came brass ornamentation, some of 
such complexity as to require the 
skill of sculptors and goldsmiths. To- 
day we tend to think of the tripod 
tables as the most characteristic of 
the designs sponsored by Fontaine 
and Percier. Some have solid tops; 
others—called Lavobos—are open at 
the top to admit a wash basin. All 
such tables have elaborate brass or- 
namentation and curved legs remin- 
escent of designs seen on Greek 
vases. 


The constant aim of the Empire 
style was to make for symmetry and 
balance. This is especially notable in 
the beds of the period, from the el- 
aborate low bolster made for Em- 
peror to the more ordinary “sleigh” 
beds of American Empire with mat- 
ching head and footboard. While the 
brass ornamentation for the palace 
featured the cornucopia and sphinx, 
these tended to be left behind in the 
adaptations made for more ordinary 
homes. In America, under the hand 
of Duncan Phyfe and his fellow work- 
ers, the best of the Empire style was 
preserved and refined. Greater del- 
icacy and grace was introduced into 
chairs and sofas. Chests still kept 
their functional character without 
losing 4 comfortable air of .abstan- 
tiality. That is why many antique 
furniture experts are saying today 
that the best of the Empire type al- 
though not the purest is found in 
homes that were far removed from 
the inspiration of the original palace 
designers. 
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Claim your BUCKETS | 


Tue first fire buckets used in New 
York were made by the shoemakers 
of the city and were hand-sewn 
of the best tanned sole leather. 
Until suctions for the engines 
and leather hose came into prac- 
tical use, the water supply had to 
be conveyed by buckets which the 
residents were required by law 
to keep available in their houses. 
These were generally hung at the front of the 
house so that when an alarm of fire was sounded 
and the cry taken up, ““Throw out your buckets,” 
the firemen and civilians racing to the fire could 
readily pick them up. 

When the nearest source of water was located, 
two lines of firemen and citizens were formed 
in order to douse the fire or to supply the en- 
gine. Women and boys~frequently assisted in 
this duty, taking places in the line returning 

empty buckets to the water supply 
while the other line of men passed up 
the filled buckets. Any person at- 
tempting to break through these lines 
during a fire usually found himself 
stretched upon the ground drenched 
with several buckets of water. 
When the fire was out (more likely 
burned out), the buckets were loaded 


into a cart and carried to the City 
Hall and the Watchmen sent out 
to announce that the buckets 
were ready to be returned to 
the owners by the familiar cry, 
“Claim your buckets!” 

Until 1795 private citizens fur- 
nished most of the fire buckets, 
but it was found that this system had become 
unsatisfactory through neglect. Buckets were fre- 
quently used as receptacles for all sorts of tnings. 
There is a story of one individual who made his 
buckets the depository for beans. After carrying 
his buckets to a fire he, forgetting the beans, 
emptied them in undue haste into the pumps, 
making the engine useless. 

The city later undertook to supply buckets, 

and as an improvement, each engine-house re- 
ceived two poles long enough to carry a number 
of buckets. As may be seen from the specimens 
pictured here, buckets were made in 
various shapes and sizes. Their 
capacity as fixed by law, however, 
varied between 2% and 3 gallons. 
Fire buckets were usually marked 
with the name, initials or number of 
the owner. Many were emblazoned 
in oil paints with coats-of-arms, por- 
traits or other insignia.

From Here and There 


Collectors of cacheted first day 
covers relating to airmail travel are 
having a field day it seems. Practical- 
ly each release -from Washington 
tells of some new line that is being 
inaugurated for the carrying of mail. 
In most instances, special cachets 
have been arranged for these events.

The lowering of airmail rates has 
had a salutary effect according to re- 
ports from. Washington. 

Based on revorts from 30 offices, 
which handle 75% of the air mail 
business, 91,638,840 pieces of mail 
were handled during the first 15 days 
of October under the new 5-cent rate, 
as against 72,454,680 the first half of 
September, a jump of 19,184,160 or 
an average increase of 26.48%. The 
largest percentage gains were count- 
ed at Cheyenne, Wyo., with 53.51; 
Nashville, Tenn., 47.71; Los Angeles, 
Calif., 42.96; Newark, N. J., 43.97, 
and New York, N. Y., 35.04. 

Commenting on the rise in air mail 
business, which he believes will con- 
tinue, Postmaster General Robert E. 
Hannegan said: 

“Experience has proven that by offer- 
ing a good service at reasonable cost, 
the public will utilize that service in 
ever-increasing volume. We are con- 
a that this will be true of nickel air 
mall. 

“From October 27 to November 2 we 
are celebrating Air Mail Week to bring 
to the attention of the American people 
the advantages of air transport. The 
President of the United States has added 
to the significance of this event by pro- 
claiming this period as National Air Mail 
Week. 

“The response to 5-cent air mail has 
been most encouraging,’’? Mr. Hannegan 
added, “and I am sure that in the days 
ahead we can look forward to an un- 
precedented growth in this vital and 
dynamic field of mail transportation.”’

The United States collection of R. 
K. Albright of Buffalo, N. Y., sold by 
H. R. Harmer, Inc., New York, Nov- 
ember, brought a total of over $15000. 

A marginal copy of the 1847 5c un- 
ased with traces of gum _ brought 
nearly double catalog at $90, while 
an unused 10c with a small defect 
reached $77.50, falling to Warren H. 
Colson. A pair of the 1851-57 5c red 
brown creased pair pencancelled on 
cover, brought competition up to $75 
before going to a private collector in 
the room. 

In the 1869 issues a 30c, no grill, 
o. g., sold at $70 and an o. g., fresh 
copy of the 90c, also without grill 
$170, both selling “to order.” In the 
1875 re-issues the 90c part o. g., 
reached $72.50. 

A used block of four of the Colum- 
bian $3 yellow-green with three 
stamps with minor faults sold for 
$250 and the $5 o. g., and well center- 
ed, $100 (over catalogue). 

The 1895 issue sold well, a used 
block of the $1, type I bringing $48 
and of the $5 (very fine) $205. The 
1898 Trans-Mississippi $2 in a used 
block, two stamps with tiny faults, 
went to Spencer Anderson at $230.

Library of Congress 


Spots Stamp Solecism 
Discovery by a staff member of the 
Library of Congress of a 48-year-old 
grammatical error on Sudan postage 
stamps has caused the government of 
the Sudan to issue a new set of 
stamps, Harold W. Glidden, Chief of 
the Library’s Near East Section, has 
been informed. 

The international story of this 
officially perpetuated solecism was 
told today by Luther H. Evans, Lib- 
rarian of Congress. It reads like a 
stamp collector’s dream. For nearly 
half a century Arab and British 
scholars and postal officials of the 
Sudan had failed to notice the error. 
Natives and travelers apparently just 
licked the stamps and mailed their 
letters. 

Dr. Glidden, as skilled a linguist as 
he is philatelist, spotted the gram- 
matical error in the printed Arabic of 
a stamp on a letter he received from 
Sudanese friends he had met in 
Jerusalem two years ago. 

He casually reported the error to 
his friends, Richard L. Hill, author 
and professor of history at Gordon 
Memorial College in Khartoum, Su- 
dan, and Mrs. Hall, librarian of the 
college. They informed the Director 
of Posts and Telegraphs in the Su- 
dan, G. W. Ogden, who later wrote 
Dr. Glidden that a check on the gram- 
matical error had resulted in plans 
to replace the offending stamps with 
a new issue. 

Adding that the errors are found 
on the first issue of the “camel” 
stamps in 1898, and have persisted to 
the present, Ogden promised to send 
a set of the new issue which the Su- 
dan Government is arranging to print 
as quickly as possible. -- 

The singular form of the Arabic 
word for “piastres,” a coin worth five 
cents, had been used instead of the 
dual and the plural form for all 
stamp values from two piastres up- 
ward on the Sudan “camel” postage 
stamps since the first issue. 

Identical errors are found on the 
air mail stamps printed between 1931 
and 1938, but spelling and grammar 
both were correct on the Gordon com- 
memorative issue of 1935 and the 
iceguanonal “Palm Tree” series of

our neighbors and club friends pop 
off too early. 

Suppose you had to make a correc- 
tion, or add a new issue or several to 
an already poorly arranged layout. 
What would you do? Remember first 
that every correction, rearrangement 
or change costs money. Real money. 
Sometimes because of position and 
the lack of a free space at the end 
of the country, a few minor changes 
kick the whole thing alone for several 
pages. Therein maybe is the reason 
for what we have styled the “dust- 
pan” listing of all items of the same 
design, and without thought (much) 
as to chronological correctness. Per- 
haps too the paper shortage, which 
still exists, plus the cost of cuts and 
new plates and a full correction is 
more of a factor than the deals of 
kickers on color nomenclature and 
chronological issue. : 

Think it over. If you, as editor, had 
endless money, endless time and a 
desire to “suit everyone,” you would 
be confronted by cost first. And cost 
would determine the changes, even 
through you agreed with the kickers, 
critics and starry eyed “fixers.” 

And too, cost would decide the final 
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completion of the corrections. Many 
could be made. Some should be made, 
some are matters for deliberation. 
But made or not, cost is the deter- 
mining factor. 

In the past some additions, notes 
and changes were the result of per- 
sona! animus, even if we don’t like 
to, discuss them. 

Now, the personal is gone, the new 
editor has first the cost, mext the 
paper supply, next his own know- 
ledge of facts and times of issue and 
then maybe he’ll get around to the 
carping critics. 

I hope he kicks back at some of 
them, especially the color sharks and 
the condition pricers. 

Paper Quality 

Again the question of paper quali- 
ty rises. Complaints as to the paper 
of recent issues, or their tearing in- 
stead of separating at the perfora- 
tions. That, it seems, may well be 
something beside the paper. In some 
places where the air is dry, or the 
temperature has extreme variations, 
there must be differences in the re- 
sistance of the paper and in tearing 
by the perforation lines. 

P. M. Wolsieffer of Philadelphia, 
made it a business to warn customers 
not to separate mint stamps without 
folding them first. He said “Safer 
and much more sure not to get a 
marginal tear.” Might be that would 
cure where the kicks come form. 





Patriotic Covers of World War II 


By JOHN MAX RUSH 


| ohana COVERS of World 
War II have become very profuse. 
There are many varieties—one design 
with many different colors—and many 
colors in the envelopes, too. 

It is said that patriotic covers made 
their appearance as early as 1860 in 
the Presidential ca:npaign when pa- 
triotic feeling between the North and 
South was aroused to inevitable war. 
It is estimated that there are 10,000 
different designs of Civil War covers 
and a complete collection would com- 
mand a high price today. Single cov- 
ers have brought as high as one hun- 
dred dollars. 

Since it is impossible for many of 
us to have a collection of Civil War 
covers, we can, if we are willing to 
pay the price, get an almost com- 
plete collection of World War II cov- 
ers. But it won’t be easy, for some 
are already scarce. Many who pub- 
lished patriotic covers in the U. S. be- 
fore the war began are not doing 
it now. It is these that will be hard to 
find even though they are pre-war 
covers and used betore Pearl Harbor. 
Many who published them entered 
the service; others have passed 


on and some have quit. Many people 
bought these covers and used them 
and thought nothing about keeping 
them any more than ordinary plain 
white envelopes. Not being collectors 
themselves, they did not know their 


value as collector’s items and like- 
wise it is true of those who received 
them. 

Patriotic Covers made their ap- 
pearance in 1940 when war seemed 
remote to the U. S. These_ covers 
were published during the period 
when America was preparing for de 
fense. The designs reflected the tenor 
of public sentiment. They were pro- 
phetic of things to come. 

A list of scarce Defense covers 
would be those published by Tex Ed- 
mund and sponsored by The Okla- 
homa City Stamp Club. There are six 
in the set and all are numbered con- 
secutively. They have beautiful de 
signs and titles which show that 
America is Preparing for her De 
fense. There are not many of these 
sets because they were printed for 
members only. 

“Appeasement” covers also made 
their debut around 1940 or maybe 
earlier, and must be included in any 
collection because they are closely al- 
lied with the patriotics that followed. 
These covers represent a “lost cause” 
and some are not obtainable now. 

Some of the appeasement covers are 
not so scarce and have interesting in- 
scriptions. A few of them will be 
given here for those who might like 
to start a collection:—‘“Unity of all 
races and creeds will bring about 
World’s Peace and Prosperity.” “The

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World has more land, food and re- 
sources than humanity can use.

They have come into 
their own and have been given au- 
thoritative recognition. They tell a 
story not told by stamps.

Four more covers announce impor- 
tant dates: “Dec. 13, 1941”—states 
that Romania, Bulgaria and Hungary 
are at war with the U. S. “Dec. 22, 
1941”—-Winston Churchill arrives at 
the White House. And, on “Jan. 2, 
1942” a cover makes known the fall 
of Manila and Cavite. “Feb. 15, 1942” 
—Singapore Surrenders.” 

This will give you some idea as to 
how Patriotic Covers really became 
interpreters of the war period of 
emotion and suffering, quite as much 
as any other pictorial or graphic art. 
This is the age of Coverdom. And 
never have we been so conscious of 
our Liberty as now and so proud to 
be Americans. We are saying so and 
expressing it in every possible man- 
ner. 

The mailbags of today are, just as 
they were during the Civil War, filled 
with colorful envelopes that express 


the sentiment of the people, Filled - 


with covers that have apt sayings by 
public persons, maps and imaginative 
scenes, many of the designs refer 
to incidents that doubtless will be ob- 
scure to future generations, but Pearl 
Harbor will never lose its signifi- 
cance. Some are crude but others 
achieve real beauty. All are interest- 
ing and a collection of them furnishes 
as dramatic history of World War II 
as will be found in history books. 

The significance in these titles of 
“America’s first year in the war” can 
be easily grasped py anyone. Pearl 
Harbor—“Praise Tae Lord and Pass 
The Ammunition,” Wake Island — 
“Send Us More Japs!”, Bataan — 
“They Were Expendable,” Corregi- 
dor—“They Came From Shangri-La,” 
“Scratch One Flat Top,” Guadalca- 
nal—“Let "Em Have It,” the Atlantic 
—“‘Sighted Sub; Sank Same,” Solo- 
mon Islands—“We Hit Them High, 
Wide and Handsome” and “The 
Yanks Land In Algiers.” 

The second series of historic covers 
under the general theme “America at 
War”: Bombers —rilying Fortresses 
laying eggs, Fighter Planes — dog 
fights, attacking infantry, Warships 
—battleships, cruisers, destroyers, 
carriers and landing crafts, Amphibi- 
ous Boats—“ducks” spewing their in- 
digestible belly-loads on Odyssean 
shores, Submarines — lurking and 
deadly against superiors.

At a place 
in Belgium, he says, all day long 
Sergeant Roy Steinhauer of Cali- 
fornia, once sat before a wooden table 
in a small Belgian farmhouse and list- 
ed dead men’s effects. Most American 
soldiers carried things into battle—a 
picture of someone they loved, a reli- 
gious article of some kind, and 
American Dollar Bill. On the table 
were a few letters, a photograph of 
the dead soldier’s wife or sweet- 
heart, a pocket knife, a Catholic 
saint’s medallion, a pen and pencil, 
AND A ONE DOLLAR BILL.

One of 
the attackers stepped on a thistle and 
his loud “Ouches” awakened the 
sleeping soldiers and saved them 
from defeat. 


An exchange says tarnish is re- 
moved from silverware by placing the

Finger printing an old art. Freling 
Foster in Colliers says a coin used in 
China today carries a thumbnail im- 
pression accidentally made in the wax 
model of its design by an Empress in 
the seventh century. 

Japanese Sword Hilt Money. Issued 
during the Samurai period, 14th or 
15th century, given by the Emperor 
to members of Royalty or to honored 
persons. Bronze, 4% ounces gold*in- 
laid. The design was to bring long 
life and happiness and to ward off 
evil. (Bolender’s Auction Cataloque.) 

MISCUES in our metal coins are 
many and various, and a freak coin 
found in change seldom brings a com- 
ment. But mis-printed paper bills are 
rarities indeed. To a person that has 
visited the Bureau of Engraving at 
Washington and watched them make 
paper money, it doesn’t seem possible 
to even make a misprint occassional- 
ly, so carefully is the printing of the 
bills done. Letters like the following 
from Houston, Texas, are few and far 
between: “I have in my currency col- 
lection a one dollar bill in fine to very 
fine condition with the reverse side 
printed upside down.” 

COUNTERFEITERS in China 
went the Italian counterfeiters one 
better. The Italians printed their 
bills “Redeemable in AWFUL U. S. 
money.” A counterfeiter in China in 
1944 engraved on his bills in very 
small letters, “U. S. Army coming 
1945.’ 


COTTON NOTES will soon be in 
circulation if the following news ac- 
count is correct: “Surplus stocks of 
short-staple cotton will be diverted 
to the manufacture of paper for use 
in dollar and larger bills, Victory 
bonds, etc.” Paper containing cotton 
fibers, the item says, is especially 
tough and long-lived, will withstand 
a lot of handling and folding, and 
will last for long periods. 

THEY HAVE A NAME FOR IT. 
The paper money issued by the guer- 
rilla forces in the Philippines during 
Japanese occupancy is known as 
Mountain money, and is of very crude 
workmanship. 

The money we formerly used in 
Africa is called spear-head money. 

In France invasion money is called 
Flag money because of the tri-colors 
prominently displayed on every 
piece. 

German and Japan invasion money 
is called Bayonet currency because 
of its being forced on the people by 


the bayonet.

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‘THAT “CONTROVERSIAL” PENNY

Several years ago—in 1909 to be 
exact—the citizens of the United 
States were engaged in an argument 
over a single cent, the Lincoln penny. 


That coin probably caused greater 
controversy than any other ever 
minted by the United States Govern- 
ment, because it was to be the first 
coin to bear the portrait of an Amer- 
ican political leader; second, the de- 
signer of the coin placed his initials 
on jit; and, third, the motto, “In God 
We Trust” was to appear on the one- 
cent piece for the first time. 

The Lincoln penny was first minted 
as part of the centennial-year observ- 
ance of the Civil War President’s 
birth. The energetic Theodore Roose- 
velt, was the chief actor in the plot 
to replace the famous “Indian Head” 
cent with one bearing the profile of 
Lincoln. 

It is said that Roosevelt’s inspira- 
tion came from a medallion he had 
seen at Hodgenville, Ky., where he 
went in February, 1909, to lay the 
cornerstone at Lincoln’s birthplace 
memorial. 

(Curiously, the “Indian Head” pen- 
ny came from the mint in 1864 during 
Lincoln’s own residence in the White 
House.) 

Roosevelt commissioned Victor D. 
Brenner, sculptor, to design the coin. 
Brenner used a Lincoln profile that 
he had done in 1907. The original 
model was a portrait of Lincoln taken 
by Brady in 1864. 

The controversy over the use of a 
political leader’s portrait on a coin 
preceded the actual minting.. This 
controversy is hard to understand as 
stamps had long been decorated in 
this manner. 

Warned the New Orleans Picayune: 
“The Republican institutions are top- 
pling and our nation is about to be- 
come a monarchy. This new Lincoln 
cent may be said to mark the first 
visible and outward emblem of the 
transmogrification of the republic with 
an empire.” 

Chimed in the Richmond Times: 
“No President, with the possible ex- 
ception of Washington, occupies such 
relation to the American people as 
justifies his being memoralized on 
their coins.” 

From the northern half of the na- 
tion came support of the idea as ex- 
pressed by the Rochester Post Ex- 
press: “If the Lincoln cent is a pre- 
cedent then American money may 
acquire an historical value.” 

An enthusiastic reporter on a mid- 
west newspaper urged, “that the na- 
tional coinage be further diversified 
by using the heads of other great 
Americans on other coins.” 

The reporter proposed a Grant dol- 
lar, a Sherman quarter, and a Sheri- 
dan half-dollar. He evidently was a 
member of the Grand Army of the 
Republic! 

Editorially, the reporter’s newspa- 
per agreed with the suggestions but 


opined “that there were probably 
more American heads than denomina- 
tions of coins on which to place their 
portraits.” 

Fortunately, the controversy over 
the use of the portrait cooled down by 
the time the coin was issued. It had 
been rumored (or at least it was un- 
derstood) that the coin would be used 
for the memorial year only and the 
objector’s barbs were somewhat dulled. 

The lid of public opinion really blew 
off a few days after the coin was is- 
sued on August 2nd, 1909. By that 
time the country had discovered the 
sculptor’s initials (D. V. B.) on the 
reverse side of the coin. No sectional 
lines on this item—everyone was sore! 

Brenner, the artist, could not have 
anticipated this outburst of disap- 
proval. After all, the designer’s ini- 
tials has been on previously minted 
coins—but, they were the gold ones. 
Perhaps the rank and file had no ac- 
cess to them! 

Great pressure was brought to bear 
on the director of the Mint. The ob- 
jections were sustained! 

Shipments of the pennies were stop- 
ped: and dies were immediately pre- 
pared without the “offending” initials. 

Typical of the venom that was 
spilled over the initials was an editor- 
ial in the Illinois State Journal pub- 
lished at Springfield—Lincoln’s home 
town. The editorial appeared on Sun- 
day, August 5; three days after the 
coin was put in circulation. 

“He (Brenner) is all fussed up over the 
proposition to eliminate them from it— 
as much as a sign painter whose trade 
mark had been dauned out by the owner 
of the sign. 

“It is not hard to understand why the 
Secretary of the Treasury should order 
the initials of Mr. Brenner cut out of 
the design of the new penny. It is 
difficult to understand why he didn’t go 
ahead and eliminate the remainder of it. 
a coin would have been made up right 

“As for Mr. Brenner, he is impossible. 
Why any artist should want his name 
connected with the flossy lettering and 
nature faking (probably referring to the 
two formalized sprigs of wheat on the 
reverse side) which appears on recent 
issues of United States coins passes all 
understanding.” 

Brenner fought back. He demanded 
an explanation and insisted that the 
initials be returned. The “initials” 
controversy vied with the trial of 
Harry K. Thaw for front-page pub- 
licity during the hot August of 1909. 

It was not until 1918, however, that 
they were returned to the coin. This 
time on the obverse side and in let- 
ters so small that they can be read 
only under a magnifying lens.- In 
1918 not a murmur of protest was 
raised. In nine years “initials” had 
become acceptable! 

As a result of this national hub-bub, 
there were two issues of the Lincoln 
Penny in 1909—one with the initials 
and one without. No one gained in 
the controversy except the coin col- 
lectors who were given an additional 
Lincoln Penny feature to capitalize on. 

Just why there was objection to the 
use of the phrase “In God We Trust” 
is in these days pretty hard to deter- 
mine. The records are not clear. 
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The objections seem to come prin- 
cipally from members of the Congress 
and it took the prestige of the in- 
defatigable “Teddy” to get it on the 
Lincoln Penny. 

The phrase had been made legal for 
coins by Congressional action in 1865 
(Lincoln’s last session) and had been 
used on coins of higher denomina- 
tions from that date. Evidently it 
was felt that a penny was too lowly a 
coin to bear this ecclesiastical phrase. 

Not all Americans felt that the is- 
suance of the Lincoln Penny was an 
end to democracy in the United States. 
The negroes, in particular, thought it 
was their coin. They considered this 
“emancipation money” as lucky and 
there was soon a thriving business 
among them in making charms from 
the coin. 

The plentiful pre-minting publica- 
tion that the coin received whetted 
the general public’s appetite for the 
coin and on the day of issuance many 
persons stood in lines at the banks in 
order to get the new Lincoln cent. At 
one time the sub-treasury in Wall 
Street was so crowded with people 
attempting to exchange currency for 
the new cent that twenty policemen 
were necessary to maintain order! 


At Boston the demand was so urg- 
ent and the supply so limited that the 
coins were “rationed” and only 50 
Lincoln pennies were allowed to each 
individual seeking the new coin. 

A “black market” in the coins bear- 
ing the “V. D. B.” initials sprang up 
in every large city. Persons who were 
able to get a supply of them were 
peddling them at the rate of three 
for five cents. Typical of the trades 
was two of the new Lincoln cents for 
five “Indian Heads.” 

Many business firms saw the pub- 
licity value of the new coins and had 
them attractively encased in alumi- 
num for presentation. Today, these 
encased Lincoln pennies are choice 
collectors items. 

Trouble followed the Lincoln Penny 
all through the early days of its cir- 
culation. (Not to mention, of course, 
the trouble caused by copper and 
penny shortages during World War II 
and the subsequent coinage of the 
“nuisance” zinc and iron substitute.) 

A news story with the date-line of 
August 10, 1909 stated that the “slot 
machines of the country and the new 
Lincoln pennies issued by the govern- 
ment, do not do business together, ac- 
cording to Washington dispatches. It 
is complained by the machinemen that 
the rim of the new one cent piece is 
higher, and that the coins will not al- 
ways work the combination.” 

When this complaint came in, an 
order was given to stop their stamp- 
ing until alterations were made. At 
that time over twenty-seven million 
of them had been coined and nearly 
fourteen-million of the pennies in cir- 
culation. . 

By the 18th of this fateful August 
it had been discovered by experiment- 
ers that the new penny could be sub- 
stituted for slugs then used in pay 
telephones. Disgruntled editors, still 
smarting from the fact that this coin 
had been minted, gave explicit- in 
structions to their readers as to how 
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‘to make the Lincoln cent do a 
nickel’s work!” 

There is no record of government 
action on this last problem! 

The momentum gained by these 
early arguments over the Lincoln 
Penny caused that coin to be a favor- 
ite among collectors. Even the chain 
and variety stores capitalizing on this 
interest have sold truck loads of 
Lincoln penny cards. There is scarce- 
ly a home without one—usually not 
filled! 

Lincoln pennies for such collections 
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are available at prices ranging from 
one to ten cents each. Serious col- 
lectors offer from 20 cents to $6 each 
for rarer issues of the penny. 

Although the prejudices of 1909 no 
longer exist, there has been no other 
Lincoln coin produced on a large 
scale. There was a Lincoln half-dollar 
minted in celebration of the Illinois 
Centennial in 1918; the number of 
these coins was limited. 

It may be that the controversy of 
1909 still echoes through the United 
States Mint! 





THE PINE TREE SHILLING 


From Frank Leslie’s Popular Maga- 
cine Feb. 1876. 


Captain John Hull was mintmaster 
of Massachusetts, and coined all the 
money that was made. His was a new 
line of business; for, in earlier days 
of the colony, the current coinage 
consisted of the gold and_ silver 
money of England, Portugal and 
Spain. These coins being scarce the 
people were often forced to barter 
their commodities instead of selling 
them. For instance, if a man wanted 
to buy a coat, he perhaps exchanged 
a bear skin for it; if he wished a bar- 
rel of molasses, he might purchase it 
for a pile of pine boards. Musket bul- 
lets were used instead of farthings. 
The Indians had a sort of money cal- 
led wampum, which was made of 
clam shells; and this strange sort of 
specie was likewise taken in pay- 
ment of debt of English settlers. 
Bank bills had never béen heard of. 
There was not money enough of any 
kind, in many parts of the country, 
to pay the ministers; so that they 
had some times to take quintals of 
fish, bushels of corn, or cords of 
wood, instead of silver and gold. As 
the people grew more numergus, and 
their trade with one another in- 
creased, the want of current money 
was still more sensibly felt. To sup- 
ply the demand, General Court 
passed a law establishing a coinage 
of shillings, sixpences and threepence. 
Captain J. Hull was appointed to 
manufacture this money, and was to 
have about one shilling out of every 
twenty, to pay him for his trouble in 
making them. Hereupon, all the old 
silver in the colony was handed over to 
Captain John Hull. The battered sil- 
ver cans and tankards, and silver 
buckles, and broken spoons, and sil- 
ver hilts of swords that had figured 
at court, all such curious old articles 
were doubtless thrown into the melt- 
ing pot together. But far the greater 
part of the silver consisted of bullion 
from the mines of South ‘America 
which the English buccaneers (who 
were little better than pirates) had 
taken from Spaniards and brought 
to Massachusetts, All the old and 
new silver being melted down .nd 
coined, the result ‘was, an 1mmense 
amount of shillings, sixpence, and 
threepences. Each had the date of 
1652 on one side, and the figure of a 
Pine tree on the other side. Hence 
they were called pine tree shillings. 
And for every twenty shillings that 
e coined, Captain John Hull was 


entitled, by agreement, to put one 
shilling in his own pocket. The magis- 
trates soon suspected that the mint- 
master would have the best of the 
bargain. They offered him a large sum 
of money if he would give up that 
twentieth shilling, which he was con- 
tinually dropping into his pocket. But 
Captain Hull declared that he was 
perfectly satisfied with the shilling. 
And well he might be, for so diligent- 
ly did he labor, that in a few years 
his pockets, his money bag, and his 
strong box were overflowing with 
pine tree shillings. This was probably 
the case when he came in possesion 
of his grandfather’s chair; and, as he 
worked so hard at the mint, it was 
certainly proper that he should have 
a comfortable chair to rest himself 
on. When the mintmaster had grown 
very rich, a young man. Samuel Sewell 
by name, came courting his only. dau- 
ghter. His daughter—whose name we 
do not know, but will call her Betsy— 
was a fine hearty damsel, by no means 
so slender as some young ladies of 
our days. On the contrary, having al- 
ways fed heartily on pumpkin pies, 
doughnuts, Indian puddings, and 
other Puritan dainties, she was as 
round and plump as a pudding. With 
this round, rosy Miss Betsy did 
Samuel Sewell fall in love. As he was 
a young man of good character, in- 
dustrious in his business, and a mem- 
ber of the church, the mintmaster 
very readily gave his consent. “Yes 
you may take her,” said he in his 
rough way, “you will find her a heavy 
burden enough.” 


On the wedding day, we may sup- 
pose that honest John Hull dressed 
himself in a plain coat, all the but- 
tons of which were made of pine-tree 
shillings. The buttons of his waist- 
coat were sixpences; and the knees 
of his small-clothes were buttoned 
‘with silver threepences. Thus attired, 
he sat with great dignity in his 
grandfather’s chair; and, being a 
portly old gentleman, he completely 
filled it from elbow to elbow. 

On the opposite side of the room, 
between her bridesmaids, sat Miss 
Betsy. She was blushing with all her 
might, and looked like a full-blown 
peony, a great red apple, or any other 
round and scarlet object. 

There, too, was the bridegroom, 
dressed in fine purple coat and gold- 
lace waistcoat, and with as much 
other finery as the Puritan laws and 
customs would allow him to put on.

THE .ONLY CERTIFIED CHECK 
ever issued by the government as far 
as is known, says Freling Foster in 
Colliers, was for $1,590,854, payable to 
the State of Wisconsin in exchange for 
33,870 acres of land, June 22nd, 1945. 
To comply with a law of the state, 
the check had to be “Guraranteed as 
good” by the Treasury Department. 

MISS RUTH MUCK, three years 
old, Wichita, Kansas, is probably the 
youngest coin collector to boast a 
major collection of her own.

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Recollections of an Old Collector 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


No Cheap 1793, 1799 
and 1804 Cents 


Times were when one could get a 
respectable 1793 cent in good condi- 
tion for $10. Not so today. In fact 
there seems to be no merely good 
1793 cents lying around anywhere. 
It is a popular date, and collectors of 
moderate means have to take what is 
offered. Even the poor examples are 
hard to find. 


As for 1799 cents, they are seldom 
seen today in any condition and there 
seem to be a hundred collectors wait- 
ing for any one which shows up. A 
dealer who was holding a small sale 
had a very tolerable 1799 cent in the 
sale. He said at first he was offered 
$50 for it, then $75, then $100; now, 
some days before the sale he is tot- 
ing it around with an offer of $175 
and it may go to $200 before the sale 
closes, a novel way to get bids, take 
the coins around and show them to 
prospective buyers hundreds of miles 
distant. I presume the plan will pay 
anyone. 


It is seldom one offers a merely 
good 1799 in an advertisement. It will 
command any price up to $50 for a 
worn, merely good example with a 
good date. 


It is like the 1856 cent only more 
rare, with dozens of collectors wait- 





ing around to vick up any 1799 which 
comes onto the market. Even dates 
like 1806, 1809 and 1823 are bring- 
ing fancy prices also. It is the same 
old story, more collectors than coins 
of such dates. 


The same story about 1804. It is 
nearly as rare as 1799 and in big de- 
mand always. Any 1804 showing a 
plain date in tolerable condition 
brings $30 today. Much more for bet- 
ter ones. 


The Price Upsurge 


It now seems a bit difficult to see 
how the antique and coin and paper 
money market can help advancing 
its prices somewhat. Look at com- 
modities, such as, butter, bread, shirts 
and many other articles. This sit- 
uation cannot be ignored indefinite- 
ly by dealers in coins and paper 
money, naturally. Gold coins have 
been going up consistently.. Brazil 
has recently marked up her coin 
values as to U. S. Dollars, Mexico 
and Canada have done the same, 
meaning these .countries value our 
dollar at less than it used to be. The 
old dollar dies hard and many think 
we still have a dollar. Well Babson 
and others have figured we no longer 
have much of a dollar. Don’t forget 
it was devalued 41 cents in 1932. 
Since then it has done other stunts. 
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It is hard to visualize at this time 
what will be the ending of all these 
price markups in commodities and 
things we eat and wear. It is a mat- 
ter for the concern of any thinking 
person when the fate of currencies 
in other countries are remembered. 
We can rest assured everything 
possible will be done to arrest fallin 
dollar values. Just how successf 
these efforts will be is another ques- 
tion. In all it looks more and more 
each day as if coins and paper money 
are not only good hedges against in- 
flationary trends but that these items 
are the very cheapest things to be 
bought today. In foods it is not re- 
markable to see things marked up 10 
to 15% in a single day. That sort of 
mark up has not taken place in our 
hobby items like coins and paper 
money. Furthermore dealers do not 
want to see coins go up fast. They 
are not that unsentimental. 


A Long Association 
of Coin Sales 


My first coin sale was held 44 years 
ago, 1903, to be exact, and my first 
public sale of coins was held in Sept- 
ember, 1905, in New York City. I had 
moved there in April, 1904. Several 
of the New York dealers, were very 
loath to see me arrive, in fact two of 
them wrote me, and hoped I would 
change “my mind. 


From September, 1905, my sales 
went regularly along and the last 
one a mail sale was held, after I 
moved from New York in 1940. It

had held, as many as Low had held in 
his lo years of experience. Low’s 
last sal@ was held about 1924, when 
he died. Outside of myself he had 
held more sales than anyone. After 
my removal from New York. E. T. 
Newell president of the A. N. A. 
wrote me a nice letter regretting 
that my New York sales had come 
to an end. 

Recently I got another letter from 
an official saying several people had 
expressed regret that my sales were 
no longer held in New York City. It 
gave me a feeling of satisfaction to 
know some people still missed me so 
far as sales were concerned. Well, I 
have held my last coin sale, it goes 
without repeating. I have had my day 
in coin sales and have enjoyed many 
sale experiences. The greatest kicks 
came from the H. C. Miller sale in 
1920 and the Lawrence sale in 1929. 
Both were of utmost importance in 
their lines. The Miller contained 1,000 
lots of magnificent Roman coins and 
many other classes, while the Law- 
rence sale made some great records 
in private gold, etc. 

The Woodin and Mougey sales in 
1910 and 1911 were most important 
also, and attracted wide attention. I 
have had my coin sale fling. Others 
have taken my place in New York, 
but in view of the date of my entry 
there, these are newcomers, more

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modern. Low and I were the real old- 
timers. 


S. Mint Cent Incidents 1908-9 

The advent of the new S. Mint 
small cents, the first from that mint, 
in 1908 and 1909, created only a mild 
sensation at the time of their issue. 
First because there were in that day 
only a small fraction of cent hunters 
as against the army of today. 

The writer had a coin shop in New 
York. He got coins direct from an 
employee in a bank in San Francisco 
and got them cheap. There was no 
wild demand for them anywhere. 
Prices were cheap, from 2% to 10c a 
coin. There was at the time, a small 
concern at 150 Nassau Street called 
the Money & Stamp Co. conducted 
by a very decent young man who sold 
the writer 1909S. Lincoln cents with 
V. D. B. all fine to very fine at $10 
per 100. He had, I think, two bags 
of a thousand coins each. I bought at 
times a hundred from him. There 
was so little demand that 100 lasted 
me for months. The concern, I be- 
lieve, failed afterwards and could no 
make it go on Nassau Street. Below 
at 65 was the old veteran, Wm. P. 
Brown. I don’t think he collected the 
new S Mint cents at all. If so, he 
never offered any to me though he 






was gathering up mint proof cents 
all the time. 

The demand and prices of these 
1908 and 1909 Indian and rare Lin- 
coln cents continued low for many 
years. As late as 1917 they were sell- 
ing for not over 25 cents apiece. 
Right now the Lincoln with V. D. B. 
1909 of the S Mint bring uncirculated 
$12 apiece and fine $7.50. So the 
poor fellow of the Money & Stamp 
Co. had $14,000 worth of coins in 
those two bags of his had he held 
them unti! today. The two bags were 
worth $200 then. It all proves coins 
are substantial investment, even 
cheap coins, if held long enough. The 
uncirculated 1909 S Mint Indian head, 
red, sells today for about $25. In the 
old days I found that one much more 
common than the 1908 S Mint Indian. 
For many years I sold the 1909 for 
not over 25 cents for an uncirculated 
specimen. Some bargain! Yes, I know 
quite a few stories about coins. My 
experience of 58 years with coins has 
brought all phases of coins and col- 
lecting before me. Oh, yes, even the 
1909 S. Lincoln cent without initials 
has also become very scarce. One 
man asks $3.50 for one. He is a 
California coin dealer also. Of course 
for a red, new example, not a cir- 
culated one. 





Earliest Spanish-American Coins and a 
Coin-Hunting Adventure in Mexico, 1945

THE YEAR 1506, fourteen years 
after Columbus set forth on his 
voyage which resulted in the discov- 
ery of the Western Hemisphere and 
its settlement by Europeans, and 114 
years before the landing of the Pil- 
grims in New England, saw a coin- 
age minted for use on the Island of 
Espanola, 

The request for this coinage was 
written by Nicholas de Ovando, who 
pore the title of Governor of the In- 
dies and Terra Firma of the Mar 
Oceano, in the year 1505. The request 
was received with favor by Ferdinand 
of Spain, who, in December of the 
same year ordered the mint at Seville 
to strike coins of copper or vellon for 
use in the Indies. 

None of the coins so ordered by 
Ferdinand have been identified by 
numismatists. They are believed to 
have borne the letter “Y” in the man- 
ner of the quartos or small base 
metal coins of Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella which were used in Spain, but 
also bore the letter “F,” which letter 
did not appear on those used in Cas- 
tile and Leon. This “Y,” with the let- 
ter “F,” together with the letters “S” 
and “P,”’ however, did actually ap- 
pear on the well-known issues of Car- 
los and Joanna which have been at- 
tributed to the Island of Espanola 
(Hispaniola, Dominica, or Santo Do- 
mingo). 

Joanna la Loca (the Insane) was 
the daughter of Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella. Carlos, her son, who reigned 


with Joanna, was Charles I, of Spain, 
and Charles V, of the Holy Roman 
Empire. The copper coins of Carlos 
and Joanna conld have been issued any 
time after the death of Ferdinand, 
which occured in the year 1516, and 
it is presumed they were so coined 
until the years 1555-6 when a new 
type of copper coin was minted on 
which the king was styled “Cuarolvs 
Quintus Indiarvm” instead of “Car- 
olvs Et Iohana or “Karolvs Et lohana 
anna,” which legends the coins had 
borne previous to the death of Joan- 
na. An interesting issue of silver 
with “S-P” thereon, and the letter 
“F,” as borne on the copper coins, 
parallelled the copper coinage of Car- 
los and Johanna; specimens of al] is- 
sues thereof were very rare. It may 
be that all of the foregoing men- 
tioned issues were coined in Spain 
for use in the Indies, or, it may be 
that some were actually coined on the 
Island of Espanola. 


On May 11, 1535, permission was 
granted for the establishment of 
mints in New Spain. The cities in 
which these mints were to be situated 
were not mentioned in the permit, but 
it was stipulated therein that a Lat- 
in M was to be placed on some of 
the coins “so that it may be known 
that it was made in Mexico.” The 
Mexico City mint began to function 
in 1536, but it is not certain the 
other authorized ever did come into 
being. Various surmises have been 
made concerning its operation, and 
even contemporary records both as- 
sert’and deny its existence. Concern- 
ing it, much has been written, brief 
and inaccurate articles mostly, few 
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of them agreeing with each other. 
The seeker for truth is puzzled. 


Data concerning the operation of 
the mint at Mexico City is more 
prolific, but far from complete, and, 
until lately little or nothing was 
known of the first coinage actually 
minted in America, that of Carlos 
and Joanna, except that the issues 
were emitted during the reign of 
those monarchs, and that they were 
issued in denominations of 4, 3, 2, 1, 
%, and % reals. Few of the three 
real pieces were issued as the order 
for their discontinuance was dated in 
1537, and they are now exceedingly 
rare, and only two of the one-quarter 
real have been recorded as now ex- 
isting, both in the Wayte Raymond 
collection. 


The Carlos and Joanna coins made 
in Mexico City were of two general 
styles, those without water at the 
bases of the pillars and bearing the 
initials R, G. P. and F.; and those 
with water below the sw and 
bearing the initials G. B. 8... 
and O. These initials aoe those rep- 
resenting the various assayers (not 
mintmasters) who worked in the 
Mexico City Mint between 1536 and 
1556. “O,” whoever bore that initial, 
carried over as assayer into the 
reign of Philip II. As the coins of 
Carlos and Joanna were not dated, 
their sequence has, until this time, re- 
mained unknown. For 400 years this 
first issue of the New World has re- 
mained very much a mystery to col- 
lectors. They knew the coins were the 
first actually made in the Western 
Hemisphere, they knew who reigned 
when they were minted, but there 
was more unknown than known. 


And now, 414 years after the first 
coin slipped from between the dies 
in Mexico City, comes Robert I. Nes- 
mith, of New York, a collector of the 
coinages of the Americas, and an ar- 
dent student thereof. He has an un- 
quenchable thirst for knowledge of 
the very important first coinage of 
the Western World, and, at great ex- 
pense in time ,and money, this New 

orker is tracing down all published 
and documentary records and ac- 
counts pertaining thereto. He has 
gathered together all treatises on the 
subject and secured the illustrations 
therefrom, photographed and en- 
larged them, and redrawn them. In 
recognition of his talent and dili- 
gence in collecting data, he has been 
given free access to the finest and 
largest collections of the Carlos and 
Joanna coins in North America, the 
collections of Dr. A. F. Pradeau, of 
be a Raymond, of Stuart Mosher, 

L. Freeman, of Oliver K. Rum- 
a, ‘of. George C. Martin, and of 
other individuals, and of the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society of New York. 
He has been nobly aided by that 
Dean of American coin dealers, 
Thomas L. Elder, who has searched 
out many fine specimens to build up 
‘the Martin collection, which has been 
photographed by Mr. Nesmith almost 
in its entirety. Many of the coins in 
these collections were of S hither- 
too entirely unrecorded and unknown 
in Carlos and Joana literature, and 
some confirmed the existence of coins 
mentioned by early writers, but not 
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known to exist today until this time. 

In the search for specimens and 
data occurred many. happenings 
quite exciting to an ardent numis- 
matist, the discoveries of heretofore 
unreported and unrecorded types, and 
the finding of specimens which con- 
firmed recordings of writers who lived 
in times contemporary with the act- 
ual issuance of the Carlos and Joan- 
na coins. One incident of the kind is 
worthy of mention. 

It appears by an ancient record 
that the Indians of Mexico objected 
to the use of the copper coins issued 
by Carlos and Joanna, considered 
their use (which was enforced by the 
Viceroy) “a symbol of poverty, and 
cast it from him into the gutters and 
into Texcoco Lake that it might 
never more be seen.” “In a year or 
two the Indians succeeded in getting 
rid of more than two hundred thou- 
sand peso’s worth of this offensive 
medium of exchange.” (Dr. A. F. 
Pradeau’s “Numismatic History of 
Mexico,” which cites Torquemada’s 
“La Monarquia Indiana.”) It is evi-

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The Side-Arms of Stephen Badlam 


Noted Officer of the American Revolution 
By SAMUEL E. SMITH 


From the rank of sergeant in an 
artillery company at the battle of 
Concord to. that of Brigadier General 
of Militia in 1779 is the spectacular 
military record of Stephen Badlam, 
one of many Revolutionary War 
heroes from Massachusetts. 

Records show that Stephen Badlam 
was born in Milton, Mass., in 1748 
and as a young man of 27 years of 
age is listed as a sergeant on the 
muster and pay roll of Captain Daniel 
Vose’s company in Colonel Robin- 
son’s regiment which marched to 
Roxbury following the battle of Con- 
cord. His length of service at that 
time was for 14 days following the 
battle and before the completion of 
the standing army. This information 
is taken from the Record Index to 
the Military Archives of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, Volume 
18, Page 148. z 

Delving further into these archives, 
we find that Stephen Badlam next ap- 
pears with the rank of Captain- 
Lieutenant on the muster roll of 
Major Thomas Pierce’s artillery com- 
pany, Colonel Gridley’s regiment, 
dated August 1, 1775. He~had enlist- 
ed from Dorchester, Mass., on May 
6 and served for seven months and 


three days. Records at the Adjutant 
General’s Office at the War Depart- 
ment in Washington, D.C., show Bad- 
lam as captain of his own company of 
Colonel Knox’s regiment of artillery, 
Continental Troops. His name ap- 
pears on the company muster roll 
covering the period from December 
8, 1775 to December .29, 1776 and 
also shows he was commissioned on 
January 1, 1776. The record also 
bears the remark, “On August 1, fur- 
lough by Gen. Gates to Boston.” 


In July of 1776, Major Badlam, 
commanding the artillery in the de- 
partment of Canada, took possession 
of the eminence opposite Fort Ticon- 
deroga and named it Mt. Independence 
upon receipt of the news that the 
declaration had been adopted by the 
Continental Congress. 


As a major of artillery under Col. 
Marinus Willett, Stephen Badlam 
was in the garrison of some 700 
American Patriots under the com- 
mand of Colonel Gansevoort who so 
gallantly defended Fort Schuyler 
during the siege by the British and 
Indians of St. Leger in August, 1777. 
Historians consider this grim siege 
to be a turning point in the Revolu- 
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‘Hamilton and much 


tion in favor of the Continental 
Army. 

A letter of Badlam’s dated June 
27, 1778 and signed by him as Super- 
intendent of Suffolk County appears 
in Volume 205, page 378 of the Re- 
cord Index to the Military Archives 
of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. It was written to General War- 
ney at Fishkill and concerned the 
raising of recruits. Badlam must 
have been quite adept in this field 
too, because in 1779 he was made a 
Brigadier General of Militia. He was 
a personal friend of Alexander 
esteemed by 
General George Washington and his 
history is found in Appleton’s Mili- 
tary Biography. 

In addition to the battles mention- 
ed, Stephen Badlam fought at Bunker 
Hill, the siege of Boston, Freeman’s 
Farm, Monmouth, and most of the 
battles of the Northern Arm. 

General Badlam died August 25, 
1815. Bedloe’s Island, in New York 
Harbor, got its name from ownershi 
at one time by members of the Bad- 
lam family, though it was distorted 
in later years to Bedloe. 

The two flintlock pistols in the ac- 
companying illustration are the side- 
arms of Stephen Badlam, but it has 
not been proven definitely whether 
he carried them throughout his entire 
Revolutionary War Service. They 
were in use by him at the end of the 
war, however. 

The large pistol is a fine example 
of the early American product of the 
period and, though unmarked, was 
made by Halbach & Sons. This firm 
of gunsmiths worked in Baltimore 
about 1780 and later is listed in the 
Washington, D.C., business directory, 
making cutlery as well as firearms. 
Several pistols of this type, marked 
in script upon the lockplate “Halbach 
& Sons,” are known to collectors. All 
specimens by this maker are distin- 
guished by the brass butt cap with 
the American eagle, shield, and 13 
rudely cut stars to represent the 13 
original colonies. General Badlam’s 
pistol is 12 inches long with a maple 
full stock, carved at the top, and 
horn tipped. The bronze barrel is of 
.50 calibre, rifled, and is 6% inches 
long. Some specimens by this maker 
are known with smoothbore bronze 
barrels and others with smoothbore 
iron barrels, but otherwise they are 
similar to the pistol shown. 

The small pocket pistol is a com- 
mon English type of the latter half 
of the 18th Century and is stamped 
“H. Nock London” on the box-lock. 
It is calibre .47 smoothbore, with 1% 
inch round removable barrel for 
quick loading. It has the usual fold- 
ing trigger and is but 6% inches 
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long, a convenient pocket size. Burn- 
ed into the top of the stock is the 
name “S. Badlam.” Such a combina- 
tion of a large holster pistol and a 
smaller pocket weapon was common 
in those early days. Shown with this 
pistol is its original barrel wrench 
which was used to unscrew the barrel 
in a hurry for quick loading. 

The powder horn is 14-inches long 
and is a beautiful specimen, scraped 
very thin and semi-transparent to 
show the amount of powder it con- 
tained. It has the original stopper 
and on the neck of the horn is carved 
the initials “S. B.” 

Tracing the history of the pistols 
and the horn, it is known that they 
meg "2 from the descendents of Step- 

en Badlam down through the Char- 
les Badlam family and were acquired 
by Walter C. Wyman of Evanston, 
Ill., and of New York City. He traded 
them to the late G. R. Moore of 
Janesville, Wis., on December 30, 
1920 for a group of Indian artifacts 
and I obtained them from Mr. Moore 
just 16 years later to the day. Of 
considerable interest are the old 
affidavits, letters, Adjutant General’s 
Office records, and copies of the Mili- 
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tary Archives Records of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts which 
have been handed down with the 
weapons. 

HOBBIES readers who have the 
foresight to save and perhaps bind 
back numbers of the magazine should 
refer to the July, 1936, issue for a 
very interesting article by Mr. Car- 
roll B. Skillin entitled “The Ances- 
toral Pistols.” Although Mr. Skillin 
did not know it at that time, his 
pair of Revolutionary War pistols 
were also made by Halbach & Sons 
and are a fine example of the iron 
barreled type. Aside from the inter- 
esting association of ownership of 
this Halbach pistol by a Revolution- 
ary War General, pistols of this type 
are very rare and less than 20 speci- 
mens are known today.

Dr. Arthur E. Hertzler, author of

dent that the Indians made an ex- 
cellent attempt at getting rid of the 
disliked coppers, as very few speci- 
mens are now in the hands of collec- 
tors. Of the copper issues, only one 
specimen of the two Maravedi piece 
was known to be extant a year ago. 
This was in the Guttag collection, and 
is owned now by Lt. P. K. Anderson. 
In this effort to add to his Carlos 
and Joanna pieces, Oliver K. Rumbel, 
a Texas collector, secured five or six 
specimens of the copper coins. They 
were covered with verdigris, and lake- 
bottom earth was impacted into them, 
but when cleaned two of them proved 
to be varied types of the rare two 
Maravedi piece of which one only, the 
Guttag specimen, had been known 
previous to 1948. And, upon investi- 
gation, it was found that these rare 
coppers obtained by Mr. Rumbel 
were found during the course of ex- 
cavation in the now dry bed of Lake 
Texcoco near Mexico City. In this 
manner was the statement of Torque- 
mada as to the means by which the 
copper coins were disposed of con- 
firmed. 

Also, in connection “with the re- 
search of Mr. Nesmith, several jour- 
neys into old Mexico have been made, 
and several more planned. The first 
was to Mexico City, Cuernavaca, Ta- 
co, and other cities and towns of the 
Vicinity. One would naturally think 
that a coinage 400 years old would 


be exceedingly rare except for those 
specimens in the hands of collectors. 
Such, however, is not the case. The 
coins are not common in Mexico, but, 
they are findable. One would think 
that it would be easier to find Pine 


‘Tree coins in the hands of the rural 


population of New England than to 
find a coinage 116 years older in the 
ossession of peons in Mexico. In 

axco, where existed the silver mines 
of Cortes, the Conquistador, a silver- 
smith had eight pieces of Carlos and 
Joanna, which he had bought from 
peons for their weight in silver. An- 
other had five or six pieces, all of 
which were obtained, in Cuernavaca. 
Near the ancient palace of Cortes, a 
curio shop had a few specimens. 
Some were found in curio shops in 
Mexico City, but most prolific were 
the small stands along the sidewalks 
in the street markets. They were 
found on the stands of dealers in 
shoes, old keys, cheap jewelry, and 
even vegetables, and some in the 
shops of keysmiths and watchmakers. 
Specimens were found on the stands 
and spread serapes on the sidewalk 
of what used to be the “Thieves Mar- 
ket,” in old cigar boxes and trays 
mingled with old buttons, coins of 
Philip II, III, IV and V, and gold 
capped teeth from skeletons removed 
from cemeteries to make room for 
fresh interment. In Mexico the 
graves are rented, When the relatives 


of the dead no longer pay the rent, - 


the remains of the bodies are removed 
to make room for fresh burials. The 
grave-digger gets the dental work. 
Possibly a hundred specimens that 
had never before been in the hands 
of collectors were secured. A number 
were uncirculated but bore evidences 
of having had, at one time, eyes sol- 
dered to their centers, and had un- 
doubtedly been used as buttons. These 
were obtained at San Angel, and a 
close inspection of the mummies in 
the convent there suggested the 
means by which they had been pre- 
served in such perfect condition. The 
convent of San Ange] was one of the 
very earliest religious edifices in Mex- 
ico. In vaults in its interior some of 
the Conquistadors and of the early 
generations of their descendants were 
interred. The bodies were placed in 
coffins lined with sheet lead, and they 
had shriveled and dried rather than 
decayed. Back in the days of the Rev- 
olution of 1914-15, the convent was 
occupied by insurgents. The vaults 
were looted by them, the coffins 
opened, and the lead linings torn 
from their tops. The mummies were 
looted of rings and other jewelry, and 
even the buttons were all cut from 
their clothing. It is probable that the 
Carlos and Joanna coins obtained at 
San Angel were buttons looted from 
the mummies there. The mummies 
can still be seen in the convent. They 
lie in their coffins which are 
propped against a wall in the base- 
ment, clothed as they were at the 
times of their burials, and on stones 
which once sealed them within their 
vaults are the names, titles, and 
dates of burial. A Spanish nobleman 
of the Conquest period and his fam- 
ily, priests, nuns, and other impor- 
tant individuals of the past, were 
among them, and quite notable, an 
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Aztec in priestly vestures, physical 
evidence of the adoption of the re- 
ligion of the conquerors by the con- 
p nae a A gruesome feature of the 
isplay is the fact that two of the 
nuns had apparently been sealed into 
their coffins while still alive, their 
arms up-raised and pfessing against 
the sheet lead coverings as in attempt 
to escape. Locally, it is stated that 
burial while alive was a punishment 
meted out for infractions of religious 
rules. 

However, there were also other 
sources from which the coins in Mex- 
ico were derived. There were no banks 
in the early days in that country. 
Iron chests were the banks of the op- 
pulent. Holes in walls, excavations in 
the ground, and other secret places 
were used for the purpose of storing 
money. Many of these hiding places, 
due to the deaths of their owners, 
were forgotten. Such a hoard was un- 
earthed not many years ago when 
excavation was undertaken for the 
building of the Opera House in Mex- 
ieo City. The coins then found were 
issues of Carlos and Joanna, Philip 
II, and Philip III, the latest date be- 
ing 1610. Many of these are now in 
the Nesmith, Rumbel and my own 
collections. Another and later find 
consisted of small coins of the reigns 
of Philip IV, Charles II and Philip V, 
all of which specimens fell into the 
hands of a curio dealer, Two buried 
hoards have recently been found in 
Texas, one consisting of almost 200 
Pieces of eight reals dated 1861 to 
1865, found near Brownsville; the 
other an earthenware pot with gold 
pieces of the Civil War era, found 
near Pearsall. Inquiry among the 
merchants in Mexico City who had oc- 
casional specimens for sale revealed 
the fact that the Indians from the 
mountains and the valley around the 
Capitol occasionally bring into town 
specimens of the older coinages of 
the country, and dispose of them for 
a few centavos that are spendable. 

There are no true dealers in coins 
in Mexico. There are no set or fixed 
values. The owner makes his or her 
price and the prospective buyer ac- 
cepts or refuses to purchase as may 
be the case. Extremely rare and val- 
uable coins sometimes sell for a few 
cents, and, again, 20 times the worth 
of a common coin may be asked for it. 
The most recent journey into Mexico 
in the search for Carlos and Joanna 
coins was undertaken by R. I. Nes- 
mith, of New York, Oliver K. Rum- 
bel, and George C. Martin, Texas col- 
lectors. Due to lack of time only the 
cities of Monterey and Saltillo were 
visited, In these cities severa] hun- 
dred coins were obtained at exceed- 
ingly low prices, but very few of the 
Carlos and Joanna issues. The dollar 
size issues of Zapata at silver weight 
(about thirty cents) and the “Muera 
Huerta” dollars at the same cost 
sound like bargains to collectors. 
Much footwork was required in the 
search, up one side of the street, down 
the other, the inquiry, “Tiene Vd. 
monedas antiquas?” repeated a hun- 
dred times in the course of each day. 
But on the return to the hotels eaeh 
night the summing up and examina- 
tion of each: day’s finds was an in- 
teresting experience. 
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The background for one of Sir 
Walter Scott’s novels is said to be 
that of a collector, Browne Willis, an 
English antiquarian, who began col- 
lecting in the early first half of the 
seventeen hundreds. 


Until Willis’ jaunts into the dusty 
haunts of the past, few people were 
so interested in old buildings or 
furniture or customs, it is said. Wil- 
lis’ eccentricities made him almost 
famous. 

He inherited a comfortable fortune 
from his father, Dr. Thomas Willis, a 
well-known physician. As a boy he 
attended the Wesiminster schools, 
near the old Abbey. Here he was ab- 
sorbed with ecclesiastical and archi- 
tectural antiques. And when he be- 
came old enough he made pilgrim- 
ages to cathedrals and churches in 
England and Wales. His plan was to 
visit each one on the festival day of 
the saint for which it was named. He 
spent most of his income of 4,000 
pounds a year in restoring these an- 
cient places of worship. 

As a result he had very little 
money or time for such unimportant 
things to him as clothes, or other of 
the so-called necessities. The story is 
told that he wore one pair of high 
boots for 41 years, and they were so 
patched and repaired that they con- 
tained little of the original leather. 
He wore three, and when the weather 
was extremely cold, four old coats, 
bound to his body with a leather gir- 
dle, and his hat was much the worse 
for several ye&rs contact with the 
wind, rain and sun. 

It is pretty generally established 
that this eccentric person was the 
original of the hero of Scott’s novel, 
“The Antiquary,” although the au- 
thor does not say that is so in so 
many words. In his preface, however, 
he says: “The character of Jonathan 
Oldbuck in The Antiquary was partly 
founded on that of an old friend of 
my youth. . .I thought I had so com- 
pletely disguised the likeness that it 
could not be recognized by anybody 
now alive. . .But I afterwards learn- 
ed one of the few surviving friends 
of my father knew at once to ‘whom 
I referred.’” The bovhood of Scott 
was passed in the neighborhood at

the time Willis was digging around 
ruins for antiquities. His tale gives 
many intimate and familiar sidelights 
on the ways of collectors of those 
days. 


When Washington Irving visited 
Scott at his home in Abbotsford in 
1817, he found to his apparent de- 
light that his host was a full-fledged 
antiquarian, with a collection of relics 
from Melrose Abbev as a favorite, 
but with his house overflowing with 
things he treasured. Irving relates: 


“In the course of our morning 
walk, we stopped at a small house be- 
longing to one of the laborers on the 
estate. The object of Seott’s visit 
was to inspect a relic which had been 
digged up in a Roman camp, and 
which, if I recollect right, he pro- 
nounced to have been a tongs. . .AS 
he stood regarding the relic and 
making comments upon it, half grave, 
half comic, I seemed to see before me 
that character he himself had creat- 
ed, that prince of antiquarians and 
humorists, Jonathon Oldbuck. 


“Whenever Scott touched in this 
way upon local antiquities there was 
always a sly and quiet humor under- 
lying his enthusiasm, as if he was 
making sport of his own relish and 
interest in such relics. ‘It 'was a pity,’ 
he said, ‘that antiquarians were gen- 
erally so dry, for the subjects they 
handled were rich in historical and 
poetical recollections, in picturesque 
details, in quaint and historic char- 
acteristics, and in’all kinds of curious 
and obsolete ceremonials. . . Every 
fragment from old times has, in 
some degree, its story with it, or 
gives an inkling of something char- 
acteristic of the circumstances and 
manners of its day, and so sets the 
imagination at work.”

The Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, D. C., is celebrating the 
100th year of its founding. This great

The chief hunting and fighting 
weapon of the early Tehuelche was 
the bow and arrow, which finally 
went out of use in the first half of 
the 19th century (Morrell, 1832, p84;

“Northern Colorado’s First Set- 
tlers,” is the title of one of the most 
concise publications giving informa- 
tion on the Lindenmeier Site of Fol- 
som Man in Northern Colorado, that 
has come to our attention. It is a 20- 
page pamphlet (now out of print) 
written by Roy G. Coffin, associate 
professor of Geology, Colorado State 
college, in 1937. The text is hand- 
somely illustrated with halftone cuts 
and line drawings depicting the site, 
the various types of the “Folsom” 
points, besides other flint artifacts 
and fossilized animal bones unearthed 
while excavating the site. In point of 
age, some archaeologists figure that 
the “Folsom” man inhabited North 
America about 1500 B. C. Since the 
discovery of the “Folsom” man, I be- 
lieve that the “Sandia” man, who is 
claimed to be the older inhabitant, 
has been unearthed in New Mexico 
also. Anyway, it all leads to the fact 
that the Americas were inhabited by 
the human race a long, long time be- 
fore Columbus discovered the conti-

There were no actual Folsom points 
associated with these New Mexico 
bones. Dr. Roberts did find, however, 
one type of arrowhead different from 
anything hitherto collected by archeo- 
logists. Presumably it was another 
artifact of the “first men” in North 
America. Archaelogical Discoveries in 
New Mexico. 

Above the lake bed, however, Dr. 

Roberts found a laree number of so- 
ealled “Yuma points.” This type of 
rojectile head is larger than the 
Folsale, is often much finer in work- 
manship, and follows a slightly dif- 
ferent design although the general 
pattern is such that some have re- 
arded it as related to Folsom. There 
as been much controversy in the 
ast as to which came first. The San 
on find seemed to confirm the belief 
which Dr. Roberts has held in the 
past that the Yuma is a later develop- 
ment than the Folsom. 


In still more recent strata Dr. 
Roberts found a quantity of project- 
ile heads similar to those used in the 
region when it was traversed by the 
first Spanish explorers. 

The site was discovered a few 
years ago by a local cowboy who re- 
ported it to archeologists of the Uni- 
versity of New Mexico. The» indica- 
tions are that bands of hunters camp- 
ed year after year on the shores of 
the lake.

CREEK LORE 


Among the accomplishments of the 
late J. N. B. Hewitt, of the Bureau 
of American Ethnology of the 
Smithsonian Institution, was a col- 
lection of data relating to the educa- 
tional, legal, and religious systems of 
the Creek Indians after their settle- 
ment in Oklahoma. The material was 
later published by the Institution. 

The information was given Mr. 
Hewitt by two eminent members of 
the tribe who visited Washington in 
1881-82 before white influences had 
very seriously changed the abUriginal 
institutions of that 49-town confeder- 
ation, or at least effaced the memory 
of them from the minds of living In- 
dians. The Creeks were building up a 
sort of nation at the time, a civiliza- 
tion of far from an inferior order 
Which embodied much of their ancient 
Philosophy and folkways. 

Among the Creeks the husband 
most assuredly was not boss in his 
own househo'd. He had, it is said, “no 
more to do with the discipline and ed- 
Uation of his children than an alien. 
He could not punish their misconduct 
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in any way, but he had such a right 
in some other man’s family, i.e., in 
the family of the man who had mar- 
ried his sister. The husband might 
sit around and talk in his wife’s 
house, but he had no authority there. 
He had full authority if he wished 
to exercise it in the house of* his 
sister and her husband. 


“In every town there was an old 
man who taught the children. He 
went from house to house, gather- 
ing them around him and telling 
them tales, singing songs, instructing 
them first in their duties at home, 
obedience to their superiors, their 
mothers, their uncles, instructing 
them that they must not tell false- 
hoods, must not steal, must not in- 
jure anyone, must not fight, must not 
quarrel, must not ki'l. As soon as 
they were 6 years old the boys were 
instructed to bathe in a stream every 
morning before sunrise, especially in 
winter. They were taught to play 
ball, and once every year they were 
“scratched,” that is, muscles of their 
calves and their thighs were scratch- 
ed until the blood ran out in order to 
make them grow and to harden them. 
This was continued until they were 15 
and it was regarded as an honor for a 
young man at the ball games to show 
his scratches in regular order on his 
arms and legs. 


The object of all instruction. was to 
develop a fine body and a good char- 
acter. The girls were instructed in 
their duties by the same o'd man. 
When a boy had been detected in an 
offence, such as theft, he was brought 
up for trial and the old man was 
asked whether he had been taught 
not to steal. If the reply was in the 
affirmative he was Severely punished. 
If the teacher said that he had never 
been so taught, no punishment would 
be inflicted. 


Mr. Hewitt obtained trom the In- 
dians considerable data on the legal 
system of the Creeks. The funda- 
mental idea regarding punishment 
was that it cleansed the culprit from 
the guilt of his crime. Criminals 
carried no guilt with them out of the 
world. After undergoing the prescrib- 
ed punishment a culprit was innocent, 
it mattered not what he had done, 
and the matter never could be 
brought up against him again. 


Law was essentially an agreement 
between clans, especially in regard to 
murder. A slayers’ life was forfeit to 
the clan of his victim, if the relatives 
wished to take it. There were various

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ways, however, in which he might es- 
cape. If he was a man of eminence in 
the community, the kinfolks of his 
victim might willingly adopt him to 
take the place of the slain individual. 
If the injured clan had suffered some 
indignity in battle, he might volun- 
teer to avenge them. One of his own 
clan of lower standing in the com- 
munity might be substituted for him. 
His relatives might try to atone for 
the crime by payment of gifts. If no 
settlement was made, the murderer 
was executed by the relatives of his 
victim—with bow and arrow if he 
happened to be a man of distinction, 
and with war clubs by the old women 
if he was a fellow of no standing. 
If a serious personal difficulty 
arose between members of different 
clans it was settled simply by agree- 
ment between them. All matters of 
this sort were disposed of by calling 
the town together. In case a member 
of one clan lost an eye by act of a 
member of another clan, one of the 
other clan must also sacrifice an eye, 
if reparation was not otherwise made. 
A very troublesome man was often 
killed by his own clansmen after due 
warning. Or he might be outlawed. 
Then no individual could kill him but 
he was slain by the collective body. 
Stealing between clans was set- 
tled quite simply. The clan whose 
member had suffered the theft sim- 
ply notified the clan of the thief and 
reparation was made of two-fold the 
value of the objects stolen. There 
was little discussion over it, if the 
clan was satisfied that their member 
was guilty. It usually was, since such 
charges were not made lightly. If the 
case was aggravated, in addition to 
compensation for the loss the culprit 
might be turned over to the injured 
clan for punishment, usually whip- 


ing.

He, 
as well as the rest of his orchestra, 
not in the picture, took the perilous 
journey from Litnoges, France, al- 
though his calm demeanor would lead 
you to believe he had never been up 
to anything more exciting than fin- 
gering the masterpieces of Liszt or 

opin. 

There are two phases to this col- 
lection. Pianos that are chosen for 
their charm or story and those which 
have other occupations than that to 
which they lay claim. 

Among the latter are ones which 
double as a candy dish, flower dish, 
powder box, savings bank, book ends, 


potted plant ho'der, cigarette box, - 


perfume bar, mending kit, pin cushion 
and jewel box. Eight of them con- 
tain tiny Swiss music boxes. 

They are made of many materials, 
among which are plastic. glass, por- 
celain, plain wood, solid oak, solid 
walnut, tin, lucite, iron, copper, fine 
china, blown g'ass, sterling silver 
and solid gold. 

The sizes vary from the largest 
whose keyboard has a four and a 
quarter inch spread to the smallest 
which is seven-sixteenths of an inch 
wide and whose sterling silver keys 


are presided over by a miniature 
musician who realistically moves 
from the waist to give the impres- 
sion of an enthusiastic pianist. You 
will find both of these instruments, 
being held by the lady of the story 
in the accompanying picture. 

If you ask Mrs. Sponsler which is 
her favorite piano ihe will tell you 
she does not know because each has 
its own special story and represents 
the loving thought of some dear 
friend or some special occasion in 
commemoration. Even those that have 
been purchased by her represent the 
thrill of discovery of a new link in an 
ever growing chain. Since the pic- 
ture was taken*she has added many 
new and exciting items to the col- 
lection, which is well on its way to 
one hundred pieces. Where it will 
stop depends wholly on when the 
ingenuity of the artist in man gives 
out, which from all indications will be 
a long time. 

Mrs. Sponsler has carried the piano 
motif into her personal adornment. 
To prove that she not only has an ear 
for music but actually two of them, 
she wears a pair of tiny pianos as 
earrings. In her piano jewel box at 
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the end of the day reposes a charm 
bracelet with eight different little 
pianos; also a gold filigree necklace 
with a tiny piano mounted on a milk 
stone; and she wears a little white 
piano in the form of a baby grand 
pinned to the front of her gown, 
Thus, as she says, she is able to 
have her beloved pianos with her. 

Although Mr. Sponsler is not a 
musician in any sense of the word, 
he is perfectly content to always 
have harmony in his home, so he en- 
courages his wife’s hobby to the ful- 
lest extent. 

Needless to say the only way to 
get the greatest amount of pleasure 
and happiness out of anything is to 
share it with others. So, Mrs. Spon- 
sler has decided to display her little 
pianos during the coming winter to 
various public gatherings, giving 
lectures on the History and Evolu- 
tion of the piano; its relation to the 
arts and culture of the people; its 
universal language and its role in 
creating a love and appreciation of 
music. Maybe she doesn’t realize it 
herself but before the winter is over 
she is going to add not only many 
more beautiful little mementoes to 
her material collection, but a host of 
what is of more importance, new 
friends made by her sharing of the 
joys of her hobby.

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JOHN NEAL, JOURNALIST 


By JOHN LAKMORD WAYNE 


JOHN NEAL, the subject of this 
sketch, was born in Portland, Me., at 
that time known as Falmouth, on 
October 25, 1793. After some com- 
mercial experience at Baltimore, Neal 
applied himself to legal studies and 
became a member of the bar, but 
chiefly distinguished himself as a 
most voluminous contributor to 
letters, novels, plays, poems, history, 
and critical reviews without number 
bearing witness to his indefatigable 
industry, versatile talent, and. ease 
and sprightliness of style. Commenc- 
ing authorship by making a_small 
book on the works of Lord Byron, 
published in “The Portico, “he soon 
acquired sufficient courage to essay 
his first novel, which was published 
in 1817. Of this book “Keep Cool,” 
Neal later wrote: “A paltry, con- 
temptible affair: my second offering 
to the public, my first in the shape of 
a book. Much to the credit of my 
country, Keep Cool is forgotten, or, 
where it is known at all, it is looked 
upon as a disgrace to her literature- 
—perhaps to myself. I-am glad of it.” 

Of “The Battle of Niagara, Goldau 
of Maniac Harper, and Other Poems, 
by Jehu O’Cataract,” (1818), which 
Neal republished in 1819 under his 
own name, and “Otho; a Tragedy” 
(1818), he later said: “Works 
abounding throughout in _absurdity, 
intemperance, ectation, extrava- 
gance, with continual but involuntary 
imitation; yet, nevertheless, contain- 
ing altogether more sincere poetry, 
more exalted, original, pure, bold, 
poetry, than all the works of all the 
other authors that have ever appeared 
in America. A volume could be col- 
lected out of the whole which would 
contain as much great poetry as any 
single volume of this age. A few pass- 
ages are equal to any poetry that 
ever was written, to my knowledge, 
Cry out, if you will. What I speak is 
the truth. It is my honest opinion.” 

Of his next work “Index to Nile’s 
Register, 1818” he says: “The most 
laborious work of the kind (the 
Index) perhaps in the world.” This 
was followed by Paul Allen’s “History 
of the American Revolution” of which 
Neal wrote about one fourth in col- 
lection with Dr. Watkins. then came 
“Our Ephraim; a Play ” followed by

a novel “Logan” (1821). Again he 
criticized his own work: “So out- 
rageously overdone that nobody can 
read it entirely through. Parts are 
without -parallel for passionate 
beauty. It should be taken as people 
take opium: a grain may exhilarate; 
more may stupify; much will be 
death.” 

In 1822, Neal published “Seventy- 
Six”, a novel written in 27 days. This 
was republished in London in three 
volumes and Neal wrote of it: “I pro- 
nounce this to be one of the best ro- 
mances of the age. So far as it goes, 
it is quite a faithful history of the old 
American War, told with astonishing 
vivacity.” In the same year he pub- 
lished “Randolph”, a novel written in 
86 days, however, it was four volumes 
and as Neal tells us:“‘About as cour- 
ageous a book as ever was or ever 
will be ‘written; full of truth— 
alarming truth—to the great men of 
America. It struck them with con- 
sternation. It is a novel; a plausible, 
well connected, finely developed 
novel.” Still another novel appeared 
is 1882, also republished in London in 
four volumes, it was “Errata, or the 
Works of Will Adams,” written in less 
than 39 days. Of it he remarks: “A 
curiosity of literature: a powerful 
work; loaded with rubbish; full of 
deep interest nevertheless.” 


These works were followed by 
“Brother Jonathan”, written during 
the author’s visit to England in 1823- 
27, and published in London in three 
volumes; “Rachel Dyer,” a story of 
the Salem Withcraft, 1828; Author- 
ship, by a New Englander over the 
sea,” 1830; “The Down-Easters”, a 
novel 1831; “Ruth Elder,” a novel. 

On his return from his European 
tour, in 1827, Neal commenced the 
publication of “The Yankee, a weekly 
Miscellany.” In a short time he trans- 
ferred his periodical, and himself with 
it, to Boston. At the end of the year 
it was merged with the “New Eng- 
land Galaxy,” and Mr. Neal retired to 
Portland where he continued to re- 
side for many years. 

The story of “Quarles” and “Jehu 
O’ Cataract”—that is to say Edgar A. 
Poe of Baltimore and John Neal of 
“The Yankee and Boston Literary 
Gazette”—is an old one. It concerns 
the attempted revival of “The 
Yankee” in 1829. The second run or 
new series consists of six numbers 
July to December, 1829. On the final 
page of “The Yankee’ for September, 
1829, was this note: “If E. A. P. of 
Baltimore whose. lines about 
“Heaven”, though he professes to re- 
gard them as altogether superior to 


anything in the whole range of 
American poetry, save two or. three 
trifles referred to, are, though non- 
sense, rather exquisite nonsense would 
but do himself justice, might make 
a beautiful and perhaps a magnificent 
poem. There is a good deal here to 
justify such a hope.” Then comes 
some lines of Poe’s, tagged with the 
editorial comment, “He should have 
signed it Bah? We have no room for 
others.” 

In December of the same year, in 
the same “Yankee” of John Neal, we 
find Poe calling this September notice 
‘the very first words of encourage- 
ment I ever remember to have heard. 
Poe’s psychographer, Dr. Robertson, 
remarks, “If these are the “very first 
words of encouragement,” then Poe’s 
poetic genius must have budded in a 
literary frost.” Be that as it may, 
attention of some sort was what Poe 
wanted, and he got it first from John 
Neal and “The Yankee.” Neal knew 
some of Poe’s family and was not 
adverse to givirlg an editorial pat-on- 
the-back to a young rhymer, But, of 
course, Poe was then only twenty and 
had not begun to do the things that 
made him great. Neal’s faint praise 
was all that was called for, and his 
patronizing air‘he no doubt considered 
essential to editorial dignity.

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MINERALOGICAL THOUGHTS 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


It’s Lucky This Rock Is Rare 


Everyone has seen meteors shoot 
across the sky and it is obvious that 
they travel much faster than any- 
thing man has been able to devise. 
Careful observers will have noted that 
meteors seen in the early morning 
travel faster, are brighter and have 
longer trails than those seen in the 
evening. That is because the earth 
has to hit a speed of over 18 miles 
per second in its journey around the 
sun in order to make New Year’s 
eve come on time. In the evening we 
see the meteors that overtake us and 
in the morning we see those that run 
head-on into us. If a meteor that is 
coasting along at 40 miles per second 
overtakes us, it only strikes with a 
velocity of 22 miles a second, but if 
it hits us head-on, it falls at a speed 
of 58 miles per second. 


Friction with the earth’s atmos- 
phere produces a heat great enough 
to fuse the surface of a meteor. This 
molten material is swept away by the 
rush of air as fast as it forms and 
unless the body is of considerable 
size, its entire mass is wasted away 
before it reaches the surface of the 
earth. 


If the meteor is of huge size. it 
reaches the ground with a speed of 
many miles a second and its arrival 
is as spectacular as the explosion of 
an atomic bomb. The enormous en- 
ergy of the ‘mass is instantly con- 
verted into heat When it strikes, and 
if it is large enough, this heat will 
not only melt the meteor but instantly 
turn it into vapor, causing a tremen- 
dous explosion that produces a great 
crater in the earth’s surface. 


The above explains why meteorites 
are found only in very small meteor 
craters. The big ones are empty be- 
eause the mass forming them was 
vaporized, 


When the great Arizona meteor 
struck, it was finally stopped down in 
the Coconino sandstone. Some of this, 
was crushed into a very fine powder 
while some was actually melted by 
the sudden heat. The sandstone was 
composed quite largely of quartz 
grains and these were fused into the 
variety of silica known as lechatelié- 
rite. The resulting rock is somewhat 
porous and quite different from the 
original sandstone. It is one of the 
rarest rocks in the world, which is 
certainly lucky for the human race as 
it is hard to imagine what the result 
would be if a big meteor should 
strike in the heart of a Jarge city. 


Need a Nutmeg? 


Spice is hard to get but perhaps 
this nutmeg would make a poor subs- 
titute as it is a shell found from Cape 
Hatteras southward along the Florida 
coast. It is cross-ribbed in such a 
way as to give a peculiar reticulated 
surface. The color is nearly white 
with some brownish markings and 
the general appearance is pleasing. 

Cancellaria reticulata L., the little 
animal that built this shell, is said to 
be a very timid creature who hardly 
dares extend his tentacles beyond 
the shell as he hunts for the bits of 
vegetation on which he feeds. The 
shells average more than an inch in 
length in our collection. 


“Fire Stone” 

Pyrite is the commonest of all the 
sulfide minerals and has_ therefore 
been known from the most ancient 
times, its name being derived from a 
Greek word for fire because it emits 
sparks when struck with steel. Pliny 
had a lot to say about this mineral 
although he confused it with chal- 
copyrite as did other mineralogists 
for the following fifteen centuries. 
The two minerals do resemble each 
other rather closely but chalcopyrite 
usually has a deeper color due to the 
presence of copper. : 

Pyrite is one of the most “persis- 
tent” of all minerals, being found 
under nearly every condition of min- 
eral deposition. We even found pyrite 
crystals in some of the charcoal 
sandstone deposited as a result of a 
Miocene forest fire. It sometimes oc- 
curs as segregations in granite while 
large masses are formed in hydro- 
thermal deposits. It is very common 
in metamorphic ore deposits and in 
metamorphosed sediments and may 
be found in lava. In fact it forms as 
a result of sublimation at Mt. 
Vesuvius. 
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ems 72 Minerals 


The principal uses of pyrite are as 
a source of sulphur and of sulphuric 
acid as it is not classed as an iron 
ore of importance. It is often associ- 
ated with gold and may contain some 
copper, nickel or cobalt. 

If a small piece of pyrite is placed 
on charcoal in front of a blowpipe, 
it burns with a blue flame and a 
strong smell of sulphur while the re- 
sidue is strongly magnetic. 

Most pyrite is massive but some 
deposits contain fine crystals which 
are usually either cubes or pyritohe- 
drons, although octahedrons are 
sometimes found. Fine pyrite cry- 
stals are much sought after by col- 
lectors, especially when they have a 
brilliant luster, and in fact they were 
formerly used as a gem stone under 
the name of “marcasite.”

The power of the cyclotron 
at the University of California has 
been increased until it is capable of 
shooting out helium ions with an 
energy of forty million electron volts. 
When a stream of such ions is direct- 
ed into a target of uranium 238, a 
part of this material is transmuted 
into a new element which is not yet 
named, merely beine designated as 
“element 95.” When a target of pluton- 
jum (element 94) is substituted, still 
another new substance is created, and 
this is known as element 96. 

Under the right circumstances such 
research would bg of great value to 
the world, but if man is going to use 
this new knowledge to destroy civili- 
zation and practically wipe out the 
entire human race except a few sav- 
ages in the middle of Africa, just 
where is the benefit ? 

Man has attained great knowledge 
but not great wisdom.

WILKINSON C'oat-of-Arms 
By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





WILKINSON 


He beareth for Arms:Azure a fesse 
erminois, between three unicorns pas- 
sant argent. Crest—Out of a mural 
crown gules a demiunicorn rampant 
erminois erased proper armed and 
maned or. 


The above description of the Wil- 
kinson Armorial Bearing is register- 
ed in Burke’s General Armory, and 
confirmed in Fairbairn’s Book of 
Crests. Burke records 30 Wilkinson 
Coats-of-Arms, but this particular 
one reads: “Kyo, co. Durham; grant- 
ed Sept. 1615, to LAWRENCE WIL- 
KINSON Esq., of Farye on the Hill, 
son of LAUNCELOT WILKINSON, 
Esq., of Kyo.” The next record is the 
same, of Harperlay Park, co. Dur- 
ham, and adds the motto: “Nec rege, 
nec populo, sed utroque,” translated, 
‘Neither for king nor people, but 
for both.” Fairbairn describes the 
crest for both the families of Kyo and 
Harperley, and adds the motto, so 
it must have been the same branch. 


Rev. Israel . Wilkinson, in 1869, 
completed the publication of “Mem- 
oirs of the Wilkinson Family,” and 
he quotes from correspondence -in 
England, proving the connection of 
Lawrance Wilkinson who settled in 
Providence, R. I., in 1645, with the 
Lawrence whose Coat-of-Arms is de- 
scribed here. Also, he quotes from 
the extract of the original grant, 
which is copied here: 


“Being now requested by Lawrence 
Wilkinson** to make search for the 
antient coate armor belonging to that 
name and Familye, which I find to be 
—‘Azure a fesse erminois bétwene thre 
unicorns passant Argant;’—and for 
that I can fynd moe crest proper, or 
belonging thereunto, as unto many 
antient coates at this day there is 
wanting, he hath further requested 
me to confyrme unto him such a one 
as he may lawfully beare, *** I have 
likewise condescended unto and al- 
lowed him this creast ensuinge (vide) 
—‘A demy unicorne erazed erminoys 
standing on a murall crewn gules;’— 
as more plainly appeareth depicted in 
the margent; all which Armes and 


Creast, I the said Richard St. George, 
Norroy doe give, grant, ratifye and 
confyrme unto the sayde Lawrence 
Wilkinson, and to the several des- 
cendants of his body forever bearing 
their due differences.” 


A few points in this ratification we 
should especially note: 
1, The quaint spelling in those days. 


2. The request of Lawrence Wilkinson 
himself to have found the correct Arms 
belonging to his family—as its reproduc- 
tion was probably not located in his es- 
tate among the family relics—very un- 
usual, 

3. That he wished a crest—which as 
you see was not so common in “antient” 
days. While he could request it, he could 
not just take it—the King of Arms ‘“‘con.- 
descended” to allow its use, and ‘“‘con- 
fyrmed & ratifyed’’ it. 

4. All of his descendants were eligible 
to-its use. This is a much disputed point, 
and is definitely cleared here—that there 
is no reason why we should not know 
about, and enjoy, these pictorial histor- 
ies of our ancestors. 

5. The ‘‘Differences’” are symbols used 
by the several sons of the family on 
their father’s Coats-of-Arms, to identify 
them: label (wedge-shaped piece) for 1st 
son: crescent, 2nd; star, 3rd; martlet, 
4th, etc., through the 9th, 

6. This paragraph does not make this 
clear, but the fact is that Richard St. 
George is one of the several Kings of 
Arms whose business it is to grant and 
confirm, and record each bearing. The 
various members of the College of Arms 
take their names from the section they 
cover, and Richard St. George is called 
“Norroy King of Arms.” 


The Coat-of-Arms translated into 
non-Heraldic terms: A blue (azure) 
shield on which is charged a band 
(fesse) of erminois across the shield. 
This is like the ermine fur, but there 
are three variations in Heraldry and 
this is one—black tufts on a gold in- 
stead of white background. The fesse 
lies between three silver (argent) 
unicorns walking (passant). Out of a 
red (gules) mural crown (like a 
masoned wall), issues an erminois 
demi- unicorn, with blood red hair 
where his body is torn, at the crown; 
the blood of natural color, or “prop- 
er.” The has gold (or) horn and feet 
(armed), and mane. 


This drawing is in color-code: blue, 
horizontal lines; erminois, dots for 
gold, with black tufts; silver, plain 
‘white; red, in crown, vertical lines. 
The red for the “erased” part of its 
body, and the gold on hoofs and horn 
barely show, they are so small. 


The fesse, one of the so-called 
“Honourable Ordinaries,” straight- 
lined figures, one-third the width of 
the shield, first symbols used to 
identify soldiers encased in armour; 
represents the military girdle of 
er granted only to men of high 
rank. 


The unicorn is one of the heraldic 
fabulous beasts. It was, in the old 
stories, famous for its virtue, courage 
and strength, and its horn supposed 
to be the most powerful antidote a- 
gainst poisons. It is much used in 
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heraldry, and denotes extreme cour- 
age. 

The mural crown was usually of 
gold, instead of red, as this one, and 
was adorned with battlements. It was 
granted to him who first mounted 
the breach in the walls of a besieged 
town or fortress; applicable to the 
defender of a fortress, and a token of 
civil honour. 


Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, and granted only if he be 
worthy. Blue signifies loyalty and 
truth; red, courage and magnanimity; 
erminois, one of the forms of ermine, 
which is the fur lining of royal robes, 
purity and nobility. 


“Wilkinson and Irvine” by Gladys 
Wilkinson Lawrence, says there are 
records of the family in co. Kent, 
England as early as 650 A.D., and 
that the Durham family is_a branch 
of the co. Kent. Also Mrs. Wilkinson 
mentions the fact that Durham is 
near the Scottish border, and that 
the Scotch and English from that sec- 
tion went to Ulster to avoid religious 
and political persecution, settling 
there for a time before coming to 
America. She gives records of wills 
of many in Ireland, and her ancestors 
were born in co. Doengal. 


From a Wilder book, we gleaned 
the story of a private burying-ground 
near Scituate, R. I., the only one of 
its kind known, where a Wilkinson 
family buried over 100 of their Indian 
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servants. There also has been found 
the grave of Dr. John Wilkinson, a 
surgeon in General Washinton’s 
army, who gave practically all his 
wealth for the purchase of needed 
supplies for the Revolutionary cause. 
(This reminds me that Mrs. Law- 
rence made the remark in her book 
that the Wilkinsons never seemed to 
be without money!) 

Rev. Wilkinson tells us that Law- 
rance Wilkinson who came to R. L., 
in 1645, was a lieutenant in the Royal 
Army, on the side of King Charles I 
against Cromwell. He was taken pri- 
soner at the fall of Newcastle and his 
estates sequestered by order of Par- 
liament, and the Register’s office 
gives the followtng record: 

“Sequestrations in Durham, 1645- 
47, Lawrance Wilkinson of Lanches- 
ter, officer in arms went to New Eng- 
land.” Rev. Wilkinson adds that “with 
the permission of Lord Fairfax he 
left his fatherland never to return.” 
Rhode Island records show a grant of 
25 acres to him Nov. 19, 1645. 

Rev. Israel: Wilkinson’s “Memoirs” 
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of 575 pages is a very interesting 
genealogy, relating many stories 
about the various members of the 
family besides splendid records—but 
it stops in 1869—it should have been 
continued! 


Probably you readers realize from 
previous articles, that some of them 
are what we might call “sponsored.” 
A person is willing that his material 
collected shall be used; another a 
client who wishes to have his family 
connected with other possible lines, 
and pays for that service, wishing the 
data to be published for record; still 
another a client for a bookplate which 
makes a splendid drawing for the 
heading of the article, permits the 
use, provides some of the information 
to make the column of greater inter- 
est. The latter is the case in this, 
the January issue, and we are un- 
usually grateful to Mrs. L. B. Wilkin- 
son of Gunnison, Mississippi, who, in 
an emergency even wired her permis- 
sion, before she had seen the book- 
plate to be the birthday gift to one 
of her sons. Fine co-operation. The 
following excerpts are from her 
notes.) 

Some of this data is in the genea- 
logy mentioned above, but brings out 
the Southern branch from which Mr. 
L. B. Wilkinson is descended. 

Lawrance Wilkinson and his wife 
Susannah Smith, and Roger Smith, 
co-founders of Providence, Rhode Is- 
land, arrived there in 1645. Samuel 
Wilkinson, oldest son, was bom in 
England, and among those born in 
R. I., was John, in 1654, who married 
in 1689, Deborah, daughter of Eleazer 
and Alice (Angell) Whipple. Their 
son, John Jr., (1690-1756), married, 
in 1708, Rebecca, daughter of 
Sylvanus and Joanna (Jenks) Scott, 
and they were the parents of William 
Wilkins on (1723-1796). All of these 
will readily be recognized by genea- 
logists, and Rhode Island residents, 
as first families in that state. 

Now the scene changes. William, in 
1743, moved to Isle of Wight Co. Va., 
and married there, in the same year, 
Hulda, the daughter of Col. Jonathan 
and Charity (Holladay) Godwin. 
They kept the names of the elder Wil- 
kinsons in their family, and John IIT 
was born in their county 1744, but 
died in Augusta, Ga., in 1824. He had 
married Ann Douglas, who died in 
Birdie Co. N. C. She was the daugh- 
ter of James and Elizabeth Douglas. 

A Revolutionary soldier comes in- 
to this line here, and the full record 
is in the D.A.R. Headquarters, Wash- 
ington, D. C., under the national num- 
ber, 344,304. This hero of the War of 
Independence, is Micajah, son of 
John III and Ann Douglas. Micajah 
married, in Richmond, Ga., Mary 
Kennedy. 

The history from this point to the 
present century, and all references, 
may be procured from this depart- 
ment. In the present generation 
among those we know of are the 
brothers, Leymoin B., a cotton plant- 
er in the Mississippi Valley, and Mar- 
cellus M. Wilkinson, in the insurance 
business in Mississippi, and their 
families. z 

The younger, Marcellus, is a mem- 
ber of the Baronial Order of Run- 
nemede. 
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He traces his lines to Henry de 
Bohun, and 11 other Barons of Run- 
nemede, who signed the Magna 
Carta in 1215, through the Syivanus 
Stott mentioned earlier, thence 
through the Sylvanus Scott mention- 
ed through John Scott, and then Rich- 
ard Scott who had married in Eng- 
land, Katherine daughter of Rev. 
Francis and Bridget (Dryden) Mar- 
bury. : 

No doubt some of these readers 
will recall the article in the January 
issue of 1946, which featured the 
“lozenge” or form of Coat-of-Arms 
used by women in England, and it 
was that of these Marbury girls— 
Anne, who married William Hutchin- 
son, and was persecuted in Massa- 
chusetts for supposed “witchery;” 
and Katherine who married Richard 
Scott. Strange coincidence—just a 
year later, the name comes to light 
again in a different family! : 

Sincere greetings for the best in 
1947, to all the WILKINSONS.

Queer—but Heraldry and Genea- 
logy are seasonal subjects. “ 

How do I figure that out? First, I 
know that some of you, and some not 
my readers, received beautiful hand- 
painted emblazonments of their 
family Coat-of-Arms for Christmas! 
Some received them in carved stone 
desk sets, some on rings, some on 
stationery, some bookplates. Also, 
doting older relatives, spent hours of 
time working out and copying charts, 
and stories for family history books 
for their younger ones, and perhaps 
to their surprise, they are really ap- 
preciated! Young people do not al- 
ways show an interest in such, but 
when it is brought to their attention, 
they are deeply impressed. _ 

Now the Christmas season is about 
over—but there are some extra checks 
not yet spent, which are going into 
these items just mentioned, because 
they have been brought to the atten- 
tion of relatives and friends. Also, in 
January, there are long evenings in 
which to pore over old letters, clipp- 
ings, etc., to get them ready for the 
bulging family history book. Then too, 
the days are not as tempting for out- 
door recreation, and the libraries find 
an ever-increasing number coming to 
inquire if there is a published genea- 
logy of the “So & So” family, or a 
county history of “So & So” county, 
or Vital Records of such and such a 
town. The librarian will tell you how 
to use the card catalogue, and give 
you some pointers, and first thin 
you know, you have spent hours an 
hours there—perhaps with splendid 
results, and again with nothing to 
show for your efforts. You do not 
mind that too much, for you have 
found out many interesting bits of 
history as leads, and can hardly wait 
for another day in which to continue 
your search. 

Perhaps you take time at home 
immediately to copy these notes on 
the proper charts or sheets of your 
notebook, indexing and cross-index- 
ing them—or perhaps you wait till 
you have an accumulation. At _any

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POSTCARDS OF FORTS 


By BERYL STEWART 


Anne Briggs, a friend of mine, 
asked, “Have you read ‘He Wouldn’t 
Give Up The Fort’ in this issue of 
The Saturday Evening Post?” 

Anne was referring to the article 
about Fort Ticonderoga in the issue 
of August 10, 1946. 

“Yes, I have read it. It is excel- 
lent,” I replied. 

“Those colored illustrations!” 
Anne’s enthusiasm was genuine. 

“In that card collection of mine 
that you are always ridiculing, Anne, 
I have colored illustrations of almost 
every fort in the nation. Good illus- 
trations, too.” 

“Yours is a general collection. It 
would require a highly specialized 
eollection to cover all the forts.” 

“Any large general collection, 
Anne, contains many specialized col- 
lections. Can you come over tomor- 
row afternoon?” 

Anne came the next afternoon, and 
we spent several hours discussing all 
my cards of early forts. In hose 
eards lay the story of American his- 
tory, not merely military history, but 
all history. They told stories of inter- 
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national intrigue, of adventure in the 
wilderness, of the fortitude of pio- 
neers, and of the vision of explorers 
and builders. 

May I review for you some of the 
cards we discussed? Because such re- 
view must be brief, will you please 
supply the history, the adventure, the 
romance that belong to these historic 
forts? 

Fort Huachuca, in Arizona, is most 
famous for its Indian scouts. 


California has three forts of his- 
toric fame. The Plaza was founded at 
San Diego in 1846. Sutter’s Fort, 
Sacramento, is one of the foremost 
historic landmarks of California. Sut- 
ter’s Fort, founded in 1839 by John 
Augustus Sutter, was the first per- 
manent settlement in the Sacramento 
Valley. The original structure is the 
principal building on the site, and it 
houses relics of pioneer days. Fort 
Ross, west of Santa Rosa, was estab- 
lished in 1812 by Russian fur traders. 
They abandoned the post in 1841, for 
they found fur trading more lucra- 
tive in Alaska. Gradually the fort fell 
into ruin, but it has been restored and 
is maintained by the California State 
Park System. 

Fort Griswold and Fort Trumbull 
are in Connecticut. Fort Griswold, 
Groton, commemorates the battle and 
massacre of 1871. The most interest- 
ing card of Fort Griswold is that of 
the Hot Shot Oven. Fort Trumbull, 
New London, has the block house and 
— magazine which were built in 


Castle San Marcos, formerly Fort 
Marion, St. Augustine, Florida, is the 
oldest fortification in America. It -as 
built in 1672. Noted for ffs fine 
masonry, Castle San Marcos has an 
arch that has no keystone but does 
have great strength. Key West was 
a naval base for Northern forces dur- 
ing the Civil War. 


Fort Benning and Fort Pulaski are 
in Georgia. Visitors at Fort Pulaski 
may see the drawbridge and the 
moat. Archways at Fort Pulaski are 
among the finest examples of brick 
masonry in our country. 

Fort Armstrong, Rock Island, IIl., 
was founded in 1816. I have enjoyed 
several visits to Fort Armstrong. 

Indiana has many historic forts. 
Forts Harrison, at Terre Haute, was 
built in 1811. Tecumseh’ led the allied 
Indians against Zachary Taylor, but 
Taylor’s victory at Fort Harrison 
made Indiana safe for settlement. 
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A memorial stands on the former site 
of Fort Sackville where George 
Rogers Clark defeated the British in 
1779. Fort Wayne was established in 
1794 by General Anthony Wayne. 


In Iowa, Fort Defiance in Esther- 
ville was built during the Civil War 
eriod. Fort Des Moines became 
eadquarters for W.A.A.C. in World 
War II. 

Kansas has Fort Riley, which was 
established in 1853. Kentucky has 
Fort Thomas and Fort Knox. Fort 
Knox became a bullion depository in 
1936. Maine has Fort Halifax, found- 
ed in 1754 at Winslow, and Fort Mc 
Clary, established at Kittery Point in 
1630. 


Maryland has one of the most fam- 
ous forts in the nation. Fort Mc- 
Henry, at Baltimore, is a shrine in 
memory of Francis Scott Key who 
wrote “The Star Spangled Banner” 
there in 1814. 

Fort Snelling, Minneapolis, Minn., 
was important in the days of Indian 
‘warfare. Many young men walked 
great stretches of prairie in order to 
enlist at Fort Snelling during the 
Civil War. During World War II 
trains carried thousands of men to 
Snelling for induction. 


Fort Massachusetts, Ship Island, 
Miss., was erected by the North dur- 
ing the Civil War. The fort was used 
as a Federal prison. Old Spanish 
Fort, Pascagoula, was erected in 
1719. The fort is designated the old- 
est building in the Mississippi Valley. 

New Jersey has the Hessian Bar- 
racks at Trenton, a locality rich in 
history. 

New York has many forts. Fort 
Crown Point was founded in 1759. 
Fort Herkimer, in the Mohawk Val- 
ley, also was founded in 1759. Fort 
Johnson is at Amsterdam. Fort 
Niagara was built by LaSalle in 1669. 
Fort Ontario is at Oswego. Fort Ste. 
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Marie was built by the French in 
1656. Although the fort was soon 
abandoned and disappeared, a replica 
has been built on the site. Fort Stan- 
wix, Rome, was built by the British 
in 1758. In 1776 it was rebuilt and 
named Fort Schuyler. The Old Pow- 
der Magazine at Bemis Heights was 
built in 1777 and commemorates the 
Battle of Saratoga. Fort Ticonderoga, 
a star-shaped fort, was erected by 
the French in 1755. In 1759 it was 
captured by the British. Sixteen 
years later, in 1775, it was captured by 
the Green Mountain Boys under the 
command of Ethan Allen. Ticonder- 
oga today is a faithfwl restoration 
because of the steadfast devotion of 
Stephen H. P. Pell. 

Fort Defiance is in Ohio. Fort 
Steven is in Ohio. Fort Duquesne was 
built in 1754 at Pittsburgh, and five 
year later Fort Pitt was built there 
by General Stanwick and named in 
honor of Sir William Pitt. The Block- 
house has been preserved by the 
D.A.R. Fort Necessity, Uniontown, 
Pennsylvania, is the site of Washing- 
ton’s first real battle. Pennsylvania 
also has Gettysburg, Indiantown Gap, 
and Valley Forge. 

South Carolina has three famous 
forts. Fort Moultrie, Charleston, has 
the grave of Osceola, chief of the 
Seminoles. The British were repulsed 
at Moultrie in 1776. At Fort Sumter, 
Charleston, the first shot of the Civil 
War was fired. Later the fort was 
held for four years by the confed- 
erates. Old Star Fort, at Greenwood, 
a star-shaped fort, was erected in 
1780 by the British. Although the 
British thought the fort to be im- 
pregnable, it was successfully at- 
tacked by forces under Nathaniel 
Greene and Count Kosciuszko. 

South Dakota has several import- 
ant forts. Fort Meade, near Stugis, is 
a veteran’s hospital now. Fort Pierre 
was important during the days of ex- 
ploration and settlement along the 
Missouri. Later the forces were 
moved to Fort Randall, near Armour, 
which is now the site of a Federal 
dam project. Fort Sisseton, Sisseton, 
a famous fort during the Westward 
Migration, has just been purchased 
by the Fish and Game Commission. 

Tennessee is rich in military his- 
tory at Chickamauga and Chattan- 
ooga. Fort Pillow, near Memphis, was 
—— by the Confederates in 

Texas. has a state loyalty fostered 
by the heroism of Sam. Houston and 
his followers. Texas priae seems to 
spring from the fatal history of the 
Alamo. 

Fort Chiswell, Wytheville, Va., was 
occupied by the British during Brad- 
dock’s War. Fort Monroe, Va., de- 
signed by a French engin®er, was a 
Famous Confederate stronghold. For 
two years after the Civil War, Jeffer- 
son Davis was imprisoned at Fort 
Monroe. 

Fort Nisqually, Tacoma, Washing- 
ton, is a réplica. It rates high be- 
cause of the accuracy of reconstruct- 
ed details. 

John Brown’s Fort is at Harper’s 
Ferry, W. Va. Brown and his fol- 
lowers took refuge there until they 
— surrendered to Lieut. Robert 

ee. 
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Fort Howard, Fort Crawford, and 
Fort Winnebago are in Wisconsin. 
Fort Howard, at Green Bay, was the 
first settlement in Wisconsin. The 
only building remaining, Howard 
Hospital and Tank Cottage, are used 
as museums. Fort Crawford, at 
Prairie du Chien was commanded by 


‘Zachary Taylor. The remains of the 


original fort are shown on a modern 
ecard. At Fort Crawford an important 
medical discovery was made. Dr. 
Beaumont watched the process of di- 
gestion in the stomach. He had 
placed a “window” in the stomach of 
a severly wounded soldier. Fort Win- 
nebago, at Portage, lies between the 
headwaters of Fox River and of the 
Wisconsin River. Fox River flows 
north into Green Bay: Wisconsin 
River flows south into the Missis- 
sippi. The fort was built to protect 
the portage a distance of one and 
one-half miles between the two 
rivers. 


Wyoming has several important 
forts. Fort Bridger, named for the 
frontier scout, Jim Bridger, was a 
Pony Express station and was a fort 
famous in the history of the Oregon 
Trail. Fort Casper is a restoration of 
the old stockade. At this fort Chief 
Roman Nose annihilated troops under 
Lieut. Casper Collins. Old Fort Philip 
Kearney was erected in 1866. Visitors 
can see the restoration of the old 
stockade. Fort Laramie, 1834 to 1890, 
‘was a fur trading station well known 
to Kit Carson, Jim Bridger, Jack 
Slade, and Buffalo Bill. It was made 
a national monument in 1938. Its 
museum collections are excellent. 
Fort Francis E. Warren, Cheyenne, 
originally Fort Russell, was built to 
protect the Union Pacific on its west- 
ward advance.

Superstitions About Bells 


The bells of ancient times were re- 
garded not only with reverence, but 
with the awe born of a superstitious 
age. They were not merely esteemed 
as more than common things on ac- 
count of their uses for the Church, 
but were endowed by the imagination 
of a wonder-loving and credulous 
people with more than magic powers. 
Blessed by the bishop, they were able 
to drive the devil out of the air, to 
calm tempests, to extinguish fires, 
and even to perform greater marvels. 
This belief is attested by inscriptions 
on the bells themselves, such as— 

“Vivos voco; mortuos plango; ful- 
gura frango.” 

(I call the living; I mourn the 
dead; break the lightning.”) 

And this equally well known one: 

“Laudo Deum verum; pledem voco 
eongrego clerum; defunctus ploro; 
pestem fugo; festa decora.” 

(“I praise the true God; call the 
people; convene the clergy; I mourn 
the dead; dispel the pestilence; and 
grace festivals.”’) 

Wynkyn de Worde records, in his 
“Golden Legend,” It is said the evil 
spirytes that ben in the regyon of the 
ayre, dubte moche when they here the 
belles rongens and this is the cause 
why the belles ben rangen when it 
thondereth, and when great tempests 
and outrages of.weather happen, to 
the end that the feinds and unyoked 
spirytes shold be abshed and flee, and 
cease of monynge of the tempest.” 

The solemn passing-bell was rung, 
not only to ask the prayers of the 
people for the departing soul, but to 
drive away the evil spirits that were 
thought to hover near the bed of the 


dying.

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SPELEOLOGY

questing for the hidden mysteries of 
Mother Earth. 

‘Martel was born in 1859 in the 
little town of Pontoise, and of course 
if he is still alive today he is too 
advanced in years to pursue his 
hobby. 

Although trained in the legal pro- 
fession he abandoned that after 12 
years experience and devoted all of 
his time to cave exploration. In 1888, 
his first exploration took him down 
to the mysterious French caverns of 
Dargilan and Padirac, which were, 
according to tradition, supposed to 
be the true home of the devil. Martel 
found instead of the devil, marvelous 
gardens of sta'actite formations in a 
rainbow of colors. 

Like Admiral Byrd and other well- 
known explorers, Martel never went 
out without sufficient preparations. 
He studied the geological and topo- 
graphical. conditions of the immedi- 
ate vicinity of the cave, in order to 
acquaint himself with the interior 
strata. He studied the cave sound- 
ings to determine the depth of the 
abyss; for the latter purpose special 
instruments were attached at the end 
of a rope which was lowered to take 
the temperature. 

When descending into a cave, one 
of his routine methods was to seat 
himself on a piece of board tied at the 
end of the rope, while a half dozen 
men at the mouth of the cave started 
to unwind the rope that held him. He 
kept a telephone strapped to his neck

The dies are clean, and the planchets polished or chemically treated, so that 
the coin when struck has a mirror-like reflective surface. Proof coins are struck 
on a special press, so that unusually sharp impressions are made. Proof coins are Bj 
noted for their sharpness in striking, high edges, and beautiful surface, the § 
highest condition of a coin. Proof coins were first struck at the U.S. mint for 
collectors in 1858. All such pieces are sold at a premium at the mint in the Fy 
year of issue only. The U.S. mint abolished the practice in 1916, but resumed F§ 
it in 1936.
